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MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Co  uncil : 

We  have  assembled  to-day  by  virtue  of  the  expressed  will  of 
the  people  of  Worcester,  to  receive  their  annual  trust,  committed 
to  us  with  a  willing  confidence  that  cannot  fail  to  strengthen  our 
fidelity,  and  inspire  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  our  beloved  city. 

We  have  resolved  to  be  faithful  in  the  performance  of  our 
duty,  and  that  resolution  has  been  consecrated  under  the  solemni- 
ty of  an  oath,  in  the  presence  of  these  witnesses. 

Just  as  we  are  entering  the  broad  field  of  labor  in  behalf  of 
the  city,  it  seems  but  simple  justice  earnestly  to  express  our 
grateful  emotions  for  the  prosperity  of  this  industrious  and  intelli- 
gent community  in  the  past,  while  we  rejoice  in  the  unfaltering 
hope  that  lends  its  charm  to  the  untried  future. 

We  should  not  occupy  the  places  to  which  we  have  been 
elected,  for  any  special  purpose  of  our  own,  but  to  promote  the 
wishes  of  the  people  and  protect  their  rights.  If  we  are  careful 
to  use  common  sense  and  good  judgment  in  the  performance  of 
this  work,  no  matter  what  the  conclusions  of  to-day  may  be,  the 
future  will  strike  an  unerring  balance. 

The  first  and  most  important  subject  to'  which  I  desire  to  call 
your  attention,  is  that  in  relation  to  the 

Finances. 

We  are  now  burdened  with  heavy  taxation,  on  account  of  a 
large  and  heretofore  constantly  increasing  debt,  and  there  seems 
to  be  no  remedy  except  by  the  adoption  and  practice  of  good 
management  and  the  strictest  economy.  Such  action  is  impera- 
tively demanded  by  the  people,  and  we  have  been  elected  to  com- 
ply with  that  demand.     The  burden  is  upon  us.    There  is  no 

mistake  in  the  issue.    Therefore,  let  us  begin  the  work  carefully, 
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judiciously  and  harmoniously,  with  a  firm  determination  to  meet 
and  satisfy  the  wants  of  the  people.  • 

It  is  true  that  a  penurious  policy  will  not  answer  the  purpose. 
We  must  not  check  the  legitimate  growth  and  prosperity  of  the 
city.  The  schools  must  he  sustained,  the  poor  must  be  liberally 
cared  for,  the  streets  must  be  kept  in  repair,  the  lire  department 
must  be  well  equipped,  and  needed  improvements  must  go  on; 
but  no  public  work  should  be  performed  except  it  be  for  the 
public  good.  Our  constituents  do  not  expect  that  wre  shall  cease 
to  be  liberal,  or  fail  to  do  all  that  reasonably  ought  to  be  done  to 
maintain  that  progressive  spirit,  so  long  a  leading  feature  in  the 
history  of  Worcester ;  but  they  do  expect  that  we  shall  practice 
economy,  and  use  at  least  ordinary  judgment  as  to  what  the  pub- 
lic necessity  and  convenience  requires. 

The  laying  out  of  streets  before  they  are  needed  for  public 
travel,  under  defective  decrees,  so  that  double  or  triple  damages 
may  be  collected,  under  the  false  pretence  of  giving  employment 
to  the  poor  laborers  of  the  city,  and  then  contracting  for  such 
work  to  persons  out  of  town,  to  be  performed  with  non-resident 
help,  while  our  own  citizens  and  their  families  are  suffering  for 
want  of  employment,  is  a  wicked  misappropriation  of  the  public 
money. 

Committees  who  exhibit  a  determination  to  violate  the  ordi- 
nance by  spending  more  money  than  has  been  appropriated  for 
their  particular  department,  ought  to  receive  the  most  severe 
censure.  The  practice  of  contracting  for  ordinary  work  to  be 
done  when  it  is  known  that  the  appropriation  for  such  work  has 
been  exhausted,  and  thereby  compelling  an  additional  appropria- 
tion to  be  made,  and  a  corresponding  increase  of  the  debt,  shows 
such  want  of  fidelity  to  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  and  is  so 
near  criminal  in  its  nature,  that  it  deserves  positive  rebuke. 

We  have  continued  to  borrow  money  till  our  interest  account 
amounts  to  more  than  one  quarter  of  the  entire  sum  raised  by  tax- 
ation each  year,  and  no  one  pretends  to  claim  but  that  this  debt 
is  a  burden,  and  that  its  gradual  decrease  would  be  welcomed  by 
every  tax-payer. 

Credit  is  the  grand  promoter  of  extravagance,  and  in  munici- 
pal affairs  should  only  be  tolerated  to  carry  forward  some  extra- 
ordinary and  much  needed  enterprise. 
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Oar  sewers  have  been  constructed,  our  water  pipes  laid,  and 
there  remains  no  extensive,  extraordinary  work  to  be  performed 
in  any  single  year ;  therefore,  we  ought  now  to  insist  that  our 
expenditures  shall  not  exceed  our  income,  and  that  all  money  re- 
ceived from  sewer  assessments  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
the  sewer  debt.  Any  other  course,  long  pursued,  will  insure 
complete  financial  ruin. 

It  has  been  stated  by  those  who  are  familiar  with  figures,  that 
the  City  Debt  was  decreased  $5,716.74  in  1874;  but  the  Audi- 
tor's books  show  that  the  cash  assets  of  the  city  were  also  de- 
creased $107,301.46  during  the  same  time. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  debt  of  the  city  each  year, 
since  its  incorporation,  together  with  the  interest  paid  thereon. 
This  statement  does  not  include  the  amount  in  the  treasury  at 
any  of  the  periods  stated.  It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  paid  in- 
terest on  the  debt  since  1850  to  the  amount  of  $1,033,218.59.

The  following  table  shows  when 
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It  is  for  us  to  determine  whether  or  not  this  debt  shall  be  in- 
creased during  the  present  year.  The  voters  have  spoken  upon 
this  subject,  and  we  cannot  mistake  the  language  they  have 
uttered.    Let  us  do  our  duty. 

The  Sinking  Fund. 

Two  years  ago  T  called  attention  to  the  ordinance  making  pro- 
vision for  a  sinking  fund,  and  recommended  its  amendment  or  re- 
peal. After  careful  further  consideration  of  the  whole  matter 
relating  to  the  finances  of  the  city,  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that 
the  ordinance,  in  its  present  form,  ought  to  be  repealed.  So  long 
as  a  temporary  loan  exists,  or  a  permanent  one  is  becoming  due 
each  year,  it  is  not  easy  to  define  the  benefits  of  a  sinking  fund ; 
but  it  would  be  within  the  comprehension  of  all  to  appropriate 
a  given  sum  each  year  for  the  reduction  of  the  city  debt,  and 
then  in  good  faith  apply  it  for  that  purpose,  with  the  understand- 
ing and  determination  that  the  expenditures  should  not  exceed 
the  other  appropriations. 

But  if  you  should  think  it  important  to  retain  a  sinking  fund, 
it  should  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  a  commission  consisting  in 
part  of  citizens  not  members  of  the  City  Council,  such  commission 
to  be  constituted  by  proper  legislation,  making  it  imperative  for 
the  Treasurer  to  pay  all  moneys  belonging  to  said  fund  to  said 
commission,  to  be  by  them  invested,  with  its  accumulations,  either 
in  the  permanent  or  temporary  loan  of  the  city,  the  bonds  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  or  the  bonds  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
no  other  securities. 

Under  this  ordinance  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  is 
raised  annually  by  taxation,  which,  together  with  the  unexpended 
balances  remaining  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  pass  into 
the  custody  of  the  committee  on  the  reduction  of  the  city  debt. 
If  this  money  was  safely  invested  by  the  committee  at  seven  per 
cent.,  and  its  accumulations  properly  applied,  some  of  the  objec- 
tions now  existing  would  thereby  be  removed. 

But  under  the  present  arrangement  this  money  is  borrowed  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  who  gives  his  note  therefor  to  the  committee, 
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and  in  this  way  the  whole  amount  is  absorbed  in  the  current  ex- 
penses, while  the  so-called  sinking  fund  exists  only  upon  the 
books  in  the  Auditor's  office. 

Suppose  the  committee  .should  undertake  to  collect  the  amount 
of  their  note,  where  would  the  money  come  from  ? 

It  is  quite  certain  that  the  Treasurer  would  have  to  increase 
the  liabilities  of  the  city  in  order  to  satisfy  this  demand,  and  after 
it  had  been  so  satisfied  it  would  require  but  one  more  manipula- 
tion for  him  to  borrow  the  money  back  from  the  committee,  and 
thus  absorb  the  sinking  fund  a  second  time,  and  so  on  indefinitely. 

This  kind  of  management,  which  makes  our  financial  matters 
look  so  much  like  a  stupendous  puzzle  to  the  average  tax-payer, 
together  with  the  novel  idea  that  the  city  can  borrow  money  of 
itself  to  extinguish  its  own  liabilities,  is  a  common  sense  reason 
why  the  ordinance  should  be  repealed. 

It  may  be  refreshing  to  the  tax-payer  to  tell  him  that  the  city 
debt  can  be  imperceptibly  paid  by  the  wonderful  virtue  existing 
in  a  sinking  fund ;  but  a  moment's  reflection  will  elicit  an  inquiry 
as  to  who  pays  the  debt,  after  all ;  and  the  irresistible  conclusion 
will  be  that  every  dollar  must  be  raised  by  taxation  in  some  form, 
and  .that  the  sinking  fund  system  treats  the  tax-payers  as  bank- 
rupts by  compelling  them  to  pay  in  advance,  on  the  ground  that 
the  money  is  safer  in  the  city  treasury,  or  in  the  hands  of  a 
committee,  than  it  would  be  in  their  pockets. 

In  1873,  $30,000  were  raised  as  a  sinking  fund  by  taxation  for 
a  specific  purpose,  to  wit,  for  the  reduction  of  the  city  debt ; 
but  that  money  was  misapplied,  under  the  then  prevailing  rule  of 
extravagance,  and  the  debt  was  not  reduced.  A  similar  state  of 
affairs  existed  in  1874,  and  now  I  submit  that  the  tax-payers 
hereafter  will  have  to  raise  $60,000  for  that  specific  purpose  a 
second  time,  or  the  debt  will  never  be  paid.  It  may  be  said  that 
the  $30,000,  although  used  up  in  current  expenses,  did  help  to 
reduce  the  debt  by  preventing  the  necessity  of  borrowing  just 
that  amount  for  such  expenses.  This  theory  may  have  a  plausi- 
ble appearance,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  this  money  was 
appropriated  to  pay  the  debt  known  to  be  due  when  the  appro- 
priation was  made,  and   afterwards  used  for  other  purposes, 
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another  appropriation  having  been  made  to  pay  current  expenses 
in  anticipation  of  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Suppose  we  have  a  real  sinking  fund  of  $60,000,  it  would  be 
quite  as  plain  and  straightforward  to  disperse  the  dim  halo  that 
hangs  about  the  city  finances,  by  paying  off  a  corresponding 
amount  of  the  temporary  loan,  and  stopping  the  interest  thereon 
at  seven  per  cent,  as  it  is  to  carry  on  the  farce  of  loaning  it  to 
the  Treasurer  at  six  per  cent.,  to  be  used  for  purposes  not  con- 
templated in  the  original  appropriation. 

The  tax-payers  of  Worcester  have  always  been  willing  to  pay 
their  obligations  to  the  city,  but  when  the  details  of  their  work 
are  clone  through  agents,  they  desire  and  have  a  right  to  know 
how  it  is  done.  They  are  intelligent  enough  to  know  that  a  sink- 
ing fund  does  not  create  any  money,  but  that  every  dollar  must 
be  raised  by  them  in  some  way  before  the  debt  can  be  paid ;  and 
when  it  is  so  raised  there  is  nothing  more  simple  than  to  apply  it 
directly  to  the  payment  of  the  debt. 

The  safest  and  best  sinking  fund  a  private  individual  can  have 
is  that  with  which  he  has  paid  his  debts  ;  and  such  an  one  is 
what  Worcester  stands  most  in  need  of  at  the  present  hour. 

Schools. 

Our  children  ought  to  be  educated  with  a  view  to  make  them 
useful  when  they  come  to  occupy  the  positions  of  trust  and  honor 
which  await  them  in  the  future. 

No  diligent  student  should  be  urged  or  over-crowded  in 
school  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  with  somebody  else.  It 
is  far  better  to  graduate  without  honors,  and  pass  quietly  into 
the  busy  world  with  good  health  and  a  firm  constitution  than 
to  stand  Number  One  amid  the  applause  of  admiring  friends, 
enfeebled  by  overwork. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  our  American  system  of  conducting  the 
business  of  most  of  our  large  manufacturing  establishments,  by  a 
systematic  division  and  classification  of  labor,  has  crept  into  our 
schools,  and  been  there  used  to  reduce  to  a  common  level  all 
grades  of  talent  and  all  shades  of  opinion.  I  do  not  desire  to 
have  it  understood  that  I  am  opposed  to  graded  schools,  but 
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when  committees  and  teachers  undertake  to  grade  an  expanding 
human  intellect,  a  protest  cannot  be  entered  and  acted  upon  too 
soon. 

The  wide  difference  between  children  even  of  the  same  family 
as  regards  their  capacity  for  receiving,  comprehending  and  retain- 
ing instruction,  together  with  their  varied  powers  of  physical 
endurance,  cannot  fail  to  impress  every  intelligent  teacher  with 
the  solemn  fact  that  the  scholar  should  not  be  compelled  to  con- 
form to  any  fixed  and  unalterable  rule  made  for  hundreds  of 
others  unlike  himself ;  but  that  the  rule  should  conform  to  the 
genius,  capacity,  and  physical  condition  of  the  scholar.  Each 
human  being  possesses  an  individuality  which  ought  to  be 
strengthened  by  an  education  adapted  to  the  organism  to  which 
it  is  applied. 

It  is  enough  that  the  destinies  of  men  are  controlled  by  natural 
causes  without  seeking  to  make  them  automatons  by  artificial 
means.  Individual  genius  and  well  meaning,  virtuous,  individual 
inclination,  should  be  encouraged,  even  if  rules  have  to  be 
sacrificed  to  accomplish  it.  Military  rule  and  discipline  may 
compel  grown  up  men  to  act  in  harmony  with  each  other  for 
certain  purposes,  through  the  medium  of  imitation  ;  but  intel- 
lectual growth  or  moral  culture  can  hardly  be  circumscribed  with 
safety  in  any  such  way,  and  the  rule  that  retards  or  misdirects  in 
any  form  the  out-reaching  scintillations  of  thought,  or  interferes 
with  natural  physical  development,  is  a  positive  evil.  The  com- 
mander of  a  military  organization  deals  with  men  of  mature 
years.  He  knows  their  habits,  their  inclinations  and  their  char- 
acter ;  but  the  teacher  seldom  knows  the  scholar  he  is  trying  to 
teach. 

I  do  not  make  an  assertion  based  entirely  upon  presumption 
when  I  affirm  that  there  is  more  than  one  child  in  our  public 
schools  to-day  who  will  occupy,  in  the  not  far  distant  future,  a 
more  prominent  and  important  position  than  that  occupied  by 
Mayor,  Aldermen  or  School  Committee.  But  these  children  are 
now  plodding  along  under  the  discipline  and  rule  of  some  teacher, 
undiscovered  ;  and  when  attention  is  called  to  them  it  will  not  be 
on  account  of  their  strict  adherence  to  the  grammatically  con- 
structed rules  of  the  school,  for  it  does  not  require  genius  or 
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ability  to  do  that.  Bat  most  likely  it  will  be  on  account  of  the 
discovery  that  the  young  mind  has  been  reaching  out  between 
the  meshes  of  discipline  to  indulge  in  the  realms  of  abstract 
thought,  beyond  the  scope  of  principal  or  teacher. 

Such  kind  of  discipline  as  is  expressed  by  the  term  "  good 
order,"  and  well  understood  fifty  years  ago,  is  worth  more  than 
all  the  paper  discipline  that  can  be  devised. 

Any  child  of  ordinary  capacity  who  has  creditably  passed 
through  all  the  lower  grades,  ought  to  be  admitted  into  the  high 
school,  so  long  as  there  is  room  for  admission,  without  cavil  or 
conditions,  for  the  reason  that  this  school  constitutes  an  important 
part  of  our  grand  system  of  popular  education,  the  benefits  of 
which  should  be  free  to  every  citizen. 

The  subject  of  semi-annual  promotions  is  one  to  which  I  would 
most  respectfully  call  attention. 

Highways. 

The  cost  of  constructing  a  highway,  bridge,  or  other  public 
work,  is  a  matter  that  should  be  considered  with  great  care  be- 
fore any  expense  is  incurred  in  such  construction. 

Nearly  all  of  our  public  improvements  are  first  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  city  officials  by  private  individuals,  and  many  of 
them  for  private  ends.  The  official  is  made  to  believe  that  it  is 
for  his  interest  to  urge  on  the  work  and  present  it  to  the  city 
council  in  such  favorable  light  as  to  secure  its  speedy  adoption. 
The  estimated  expense  for  the  work  is  spread  upon  paper  by  the 
interested  official,  whose  political  eye  discovers  that  a  true  esti- 
mate would  be  fatal  to  the  success  of  the  enterprise,  and  so  he 
parades  a  false  estimate  before  the  city  council,  the  amount  of 
which  will  not  pay  two-thirds  the  expense  to  be  incurred. 

In  this  way  streets  are  laid  out  and  constructed,  sidewalks  and 
sewers  built  where  they  are  not  required  by  public  necessity  or 
convenience,  and  the  city  swindled  out  of  thousands  of  dollars 
by  willful  false  pretension,  and  for  the  benefit  of  private  persons. 

This  plan  of  conducting  public  business  is  not  new,  but  has 
been  carried  on  for  years  with  such  vigor  and  persistence  that 
when  a  check  was  first  applied  to  it  in  the  form  of  a  veto,  it  was 
sustained  over  the  veto  by  almost  a  unanimous  vote.  To  illus- 
,  trate  the  evils  of  this  municipal  fraud,  it  may  be  interesting  to 
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cite  the  following  cases,  showing  the  difference  between  estimated 
damages  and  those  actually  paid : —

The  ordinance  provides  that  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall 
determine  what  damages,  if  any,  are  sustained  by  any  persons  in 
their  property,  by  the  laying  out  or  altering  any  street  or  high- 
way. The  duty  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  is  plain  under  the 
ordinance,  but  in  the  above  six  cases  they  have  either  made  a 
slight  error  in  judgment  to  the  amount  of  $41,577.94,  or  they 
have  willfully  made  a  false  estimate  for  reasons  best  known  to 
themselves. 

Such  estimates,  though  they  may  help  to  pass  decrees  through 
the  city  council,  open  wide  the  doors  of  litigation,  and  make  a 
verdict  against  the  city  almost  certain  in  every  case.  It  may 
be  said  that  the  city  cannot  help  being  sued,  but  a  few  suits  dis- 
posed of  by  a  verdict  for  the  defendant,  for  the  reason  that  the 
award  for  damages  has  been  a  reasonable  one,  will  discourage  the 
bringing  of  such  suits,  and  show  to  the  people  that  the  officials 
mean  to  treat  them  honorably  and  fairly. 

The  city  debt  has  been  increased  thousands  of  dollars  by  the 
imperfect  and  reckless  way  in  which  streets  have  heretofore  been 
laid  out  and  the  damages  awarded. 

I  submit  that  one  or  more  disinterested  persons  ought  to  make 
all  awards  for  damages  when  an  amicable  agreement  cannot  be 
made  with  those  whose  estates  are  damaged,  and  when  such  agree- 
ment can  be  made,  it  should  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  both 
parties. 

Water. 


The  constant  call  for  an  increased  supply  of  water  in  many  of 
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the  large  cities,  together  with  the  diminution  of  streams  and 
springs,  occasioned  by  the  clearing  away  of  forests  and  such 
kinds  of  vegetation  as  take  up  and  hold  in  reserve  the  rain  and 
moisture  that  fall  from  the  clouds,  cannot  fail  to  suggest  the  great 
importance  of  securing  the  benefits  of  the  entire  available  water- 
shed in  and  about  the  city.  The  reservoir  dam  ought  to  be  raised 
at  least  five  feet,  but  the  easterly  portion  of  it  is  in  such  condition 
as  to  create  grave  doubts  in  my  mind  as  to  its  entire  safety  in  case 
it  should  be  so  raised. 

Whoever  devised  the  high  service  scheme  must  have  been  in- 
fluenced more  by  its  novelty  than  by  its  real  value.  Had  a  fifteen- 
inch  pipe  been  laid  from  the  Lynde  Brook  reservoir  directly 
through  Main  street  to  Paine's  hill,  the  water  supply  upon  the 
highlands  would  have  been  substantially  the  same  as  it  now  is, 
after  proper  distributing  pipes  had  been  laid,  and  the  most  popu- 
lous part  of  the  city  would  have  been  thereby  amply  supplied; 
whereas,  at  the  present  time,  Main  street  has  only  a  six-inch  pipe, 
the  pressure  upon  which  would  be  very  much  reduced  by  drawing 
from  it  with  one  hydrant. 

When  All  Saints  church  was  destroyed  by  fire  last  spring,  there 
appeared  to  be  a  scarcity  of  water,  and  the  city  council  immedi- 
ately took  active  measures  to  lay  a  large  pipe  in  Newton  street, 
to  remedy  this  defect,  but  had  this  been  done  at  the  time  of  the 
fire,  the  same  trouble  would  have  existed  from  the  fact  that  there 
is  only  a  four-inch  pipe  in  Pleasant  and  Pearl  streets. 

Police. 

The  police  department  is  supposed  to  be  instituted  for  the  pro- 
tection of  our  citizens  in  their  civil  rights,  and  when  it  fails  to  ac- 
complish this  purpose  it  becomes  comparatively  useless  and  ought 
to  be  disbanded.  This  is  true  of  each  individual  member,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  the  Board  of  Aldermen  will  cooperate  with  me  in 
promptly  discharging  any  member  of  the  department,  from  Mar- 
shal to  Patrolman,  who  does  not  reasonably  meet  the  require- 
ments applicable  to  the  station  he  occupies.  From  all  the  facts 
that  have  come  to  my  knowledge,  there  seems  to  be  but  little 
doubt  that  a  large  number  of  the  members  of  the  police  force 
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have,  during  the  past  year,  been  in  the  habit  of  drinking  intoxi- 
cating liquor  in  saloons  and  other  places  while  on  duty.  It  is 
quite  probable  that  I  shall  be  deceived  and  appoint  some  of  these 
men,  but  they  are  unworthy  to  hold  any  such  position  under  a 
respectable  city  government. 

City  Hospital. 

The  City  Hospital  is  an  institution  of  great  value  to  the  city 
in  its  present  condition,  but  fails  to  meet  the  wants  of  all  those 
who  desire  and  deserve  treatment  therein,  on  account  of  its 
limited  accommodations.  A  substantial  enlargement  is  much 
needed. 

That  part  of  the  Jaques  bequest  consisting  of  lands  should^be 
sold  from  time  to  time,  reserving  only  such  portions  as  may  be 
required  for  actual  occupation  for  hospital  purposes,  and  the 
proceeds,  together  with  all  other  moneys  belonging  to  the  fund, 
safely  invested  in  securities  other  than  those  of  the  city. 
Perhaps  there  is  nothing  more  safe  than  municipal  securities, 
but  the  investment  of  the  city's  own  trust  fund  in  its  own 
securities  is  a  proceeding  of  doubtful  legality,  and  should  receive 
your  early  attention. 

Labor. 

Worcester  is  a  city  of  workshops,  and  its  entire  population,  to 
a  great  extent,  is  dependent  upon  mechanical  industry. 

Thousands  of  toiling  men  are  now  permanent  residents  in  our 
midst,  and  their  comfortable  and  happy  homes  dot  our  hill-sides 
and  our  valleys.  The  voice  of  their  industry  furnishes  music  for 
the  morning  hour,  and  blends  its  harmony  with  the  evening 
zephyr.  Their  thoughtful  minds  and  willing  hands  have  long 
since  become  a  vital  element  in  the  growth  of  this  prosperous 
city.  They  are  proud  of  the  position  they  occupy  as  mechanics 
and  artizans,  but  no  prouder  than  they  have  a  right  to  be.  We 
are  their  servants. 

The  fruits  of  their  labor  have  been  intrusted  to  our  care,  and 
we  are  under  the  most  solemn  obligations  to  see  that  they  are 
not  thrown  away,  or  disposed  of  without  an  equivalent  beneficial 
to  them. 
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History. 

Tlie  General  Statutes  provide  that  cities  may  appropriate  money 
for  procuring  the  writing  and  publishing  of  their  histories. 

A  history  of  Worcester  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion  has  been 
published  by  private  enterprise,  but  owing  to  errors  and  imper- 
fections, it  did  not  meet  with  a  ready  sale.  The  author  of  this 
work  desires  to  sell  the  stereotype  plates,  together  with  a  large 
number  of  copies  of  the  work  in  sheets,  to  the  city.  I  do  not 
approve  of  purchasing  the  printed  sheets,  but  if  the  author  would 
revise  and  correct  the  plates  under  the  direction  and  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  a  joint  committee  of  the  city  council,  you  might  well 
consider  the  propriety  of  taking  measures  to  purchase  them  for 
future  use. 

Taxation. 

The  rate  of  taxation  should  be  reduced  as  fast  as  it  can  be 
without  detriment  to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  city ;  but 
there  is  nothing  better  calculated  to  bring:  this  about  than  a 
system  of  economy  and  good  management  which  shall  result  in 
the  reduction  of  the  debt.

Fire  Department. 

The  fire  department  was  never  in  a  better  condition  than  it  is 
to-day,  and  it  only  requires  your  encouragement  and  support  to 
keep  it  so. 

The  fire  bell  can  be  distinctly  heard  in  the  adjoining  towns, 
but  at  many  points  in  the  city  it  is  difficult  to  distinguish  its  sound 
from  that  of  other  bells,  therefore,  to  a  great  extent  it  is  worth- 
less. It  would  do  no  violence  to  the  science  of  acoustics  to 
locate  this  bell  in  Bigelow  court,  about  thirty  feet  from  the 
ground,  where  it  would  be  heard  and  easily  distinguished  in  all

parts  of  the  city.  A  hose  loft  is  much  needed  at  the  engine 
house  in  this  court,  and  when  built  would  constitute  a  proper 
tower  for  the  bell. 

Charities. 

The  city  of  Worcester  has  exhibited  a  commendable  degree  of 
liberality  in  making  provision  for  its  poor ;  but  it  should  be 
remembered  that  the  overshadowing  distress  of  poverty  has  to 
be  borne  before  the  poor-house  is  reached.  To  prevent  poverty, 
so  far  as  it  can  be  done  in  a  proper  way,  preserving  the  self- 
respect  of  the  poor,  is  as  much  a  duty  as  it  is  to  prevent  crime. 

Sewers. 

The  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  the  city  is  a  matter  that  will 
soon  claim  serious  attention,  and,  in  my  judgment,  is  one  that 
needs  careful  investigation  before  any  money  is  spent  upon  it. 
The  finishing  of  Piedmont  sewer  will  be  asked  for  during  the 
present  year,  but  the  debt  should  not  be  increased  by  its  con- 
struction. It  will  be  necessary  to  finish  Mill  Brook  sewer  at 
Lincoln  square,  when  the  Court  Mill  buildings  have  been  re- 
moved and  the  location  of  Union  street  at  that  point  changed. 

Free  Public  Library. 

This  institution  is  conducted  with  so  much  ability  and  care  on 
the  part  of  the  librarian  and  its  able  board  of  directors,  that  no 
services  will  be  required  at  your  hands,  unless  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  provide  additional  room  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
circulating  department. 

Conclusion. 

Gentlemen : 

What  I  have  said  to  you  upon  the  various  topics  relating  to 
municipal  affairs  is  but  an  outline  of  what  you  will  have  to  deal 
with  when  you  come  to  take  up  the  burden  of  your  several 
duties. 

The  time  we  spend  in  the  public  service  will  not  be  lost  if  we 
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approach  our  labors  in  candor  and  forbearance,  with  a  determina- 
tion to  leave  behind  us  a  record  that  may  be  remembered  without 
regret. 

I  enter  upon  the  duties  of  Chief  Magistrate  with  a  deep  sense 
of  the  obligations  resting  upon  me  ;  but  I  rejoice  to  find  myself 
officially  connected  with  so  many  able  and  discreet  men,  many  of 
whom  have  had  years  of  experience  in  performing  public  duty. 
It  will  give  me  great  pleasure  to  coincide  with  you  in  all  matters 
connected  with  our  official  labors  ;  and  I  shall  expect  from  you  a 
willing  support,  when  it  is  deserved. 

Let  us  try  to  conduct  ourselves  so  that  all  our  efforts  in  the 
public  service  will  now  or  hereafter  meet  with  public  approval. 


REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

OYERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

The  following  is  respectfully  submitted  as  the  Annual  Report 
of  this  Board,  and  we  have  to  present  the  subject  in  the  same 
manner  as  heretofore.  As  in  a  city  growing  as  fast  as  our  own, 
not  only  those  who  are  well  provided,  with  this  world's  goods,  are 
attracted  here  by  our  prosperity,  but  those  in  search  of  the  best 
market  for  their  labor,  the  only  riches  of  which  they  are  pos- 
sessed, come  also.  Many  have  been  attracted  here  by  the  de- 
mand for  labor  on  our  public  works,  and,  as  most  of  that  has 
.been  completed,  and  no  corresponding  call  has  been  made  for 
labor  in  the  other  departments  of  industry,  the  supply  has  been 
greater  than  the  demand,  and  they  have  waited  here  for  better 
times  until  they  have  used  up  the  small  amounts  they  had  laid 
by  and  have  been  unable  to  provide  for  their  families,  and  being 
without  means  to  remove  them,  and  with  little  prospect  of  bet- 
tering themselves  if  they  should. 

This,  taken  in  connection  with  the  enhanced  cost  of  nearly 
every  necessary  of  life,  has  compelled  many,  who  have  heretofore 
been  able  to  fight  successfully  the  battle  of  life,  to  succumb  to  the 
pressure  of  circumstances,  and  either  see  their  families  suffering 
from  want,  or  apply  to  the  authorities  for  aid.  Through  the  win- 
ter this  was  done  by  a  large  number  who  have  never  applied 
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before,  and  who,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  would  have  been 
able  to  provide  for  themselves.  Strenuous  offorts  were  made  by 
the  various  members  of  this  Board  to  provide  work  for  them  in 
order  that  they  might  not  be  obliged  to  enroll  their  names  on 
the  pauper  list,  and,  through  the  action  of  your  Honorable  Body, 
those  efforts  were,  in  part,  successful,  and  the  large  amounts  that 
have  been  disbursed  in  the  various  labor  departments  of  the  city 
government  have  done  much  to  alleviate  the  pressing  wants  of 
the  poor,  and  reduced  the  amount  that  must  otherwise  have  been 
disbursed  in  this  department.  The  same  cause  which  existed 
with  the  commencement  of  the  present  year,  we  are  sorry  to  say, 
continues  with  its  close,  and  the  large  and  steadily  increasing 
numbers  who  continue  to  call  upon  us  remind  us  daily  of  the 
general  stagnation  of  trade,  and  call  for  our  most  charitable  con- 
sideration in  order  to  prevent  positive  suffering  among  the 
worthy  poor. 

This  state  of  things  is  taken  advantage  of  by  the  criminal 
classes,  who  crowd  themselves  upon  us  in  larger  numbers,  and 
make  the  most  forcible  demonstrations  of  their  rights  and  claims 
for  assistance  at  such  times,  and  endeavor  to  crowd  out  their 
more  modest  and  worthy  competitors,  and  without  the  most  rigid 
scrutiny  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  their  representations,  charitably 
disposed  persons  are  likely  to  be  imposed  upon,  and  what  was 
intended  by  them  as  a  means  of  alleviating  the  sufferings  of  the 
unfortunate  is  made  to  minister  to  the  maintenance  of  crime,  and 
renders  the  position  of  almoners  of  public  charity  exceedingly 
delicate  and  laborious,  if  performed  with  a  reasonable  degree  of 
care  and  fidelity. 

The  pauper  laws,  which  have  always  been  pronounced  com- 
plicated, and  have  proved  a  fruitful  source  of  litigation  for  years 
past,  have,  during  the  present  year,  received  an  important  addi- 
tion, which  will  probably  not  render  them  less  so,  as  the  Legisla- 
tive House  Document,  No.  310,  reported  with  the  law,  and  the 
official  report  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth,  on 
the  interpretation  of  the  same,  when  read  in  connection,  show 
their  inconsistency  so  plain  as  to  be  readily  perceived  by  any  one 
at  all  conversant  with  their  workings,  and  have  already  been 
repudiated  by  the  solicitor  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and  we  have  it 
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stated  by  the  best  legal  talent  of  this  city  that,  in  their  opinion, 
no  intelligent  jury  would  sustain  the  construction  given  by  him 
to  the  first  clause  of  the  second  section. 

Its  practical  workings  will  be  to  settle  nearly  all  the  State 
paupers  on  the  various  cities  and  towns  where  they  happen  to 
reside,  and  will  probably  more  than  double  the  number  of  per- 
sons to  be  legally  provided  for  by  the  City  of  Worcester. 

In  order  that  you  may  have  at  hand  the  means  of  informing 
yourselves  on  this  subject  the  three  documents  above  mentioned 
have  been  attached  to  this  report  and  invite  your  perusal. 

The  entire  number  for  whom  some  provision  has  been  made 
during  the  year  past  has  been  seventeen  hundred  and  eighty -six, — 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two  males  and  nine  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  females, — and  is  more  than  ever  appeared  before  in  Worcester 
with  the  single  exception  of  1870,  when  it  was  exceeded  by  one 
hundred  and  forty-two. 

The  whole  number  having  a  legal  pauper  settlement  in  this 
city  who  have  had  full  support  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  th< 
year  has  been  ninety-seven,  which  is  less  than  last  year,  but  a 
they  have  been  supported  for  a  longer  time  each,  the  average  has 
been  equal  to  that  of  last  year,  which  was  forty-nine. 

The  whole  number  provided  for  at  the  Insane  Hospital  has 
been  eighteen,  and  the  average  for  the  whole  year  is  twelve, — one- 
third  more  than  that  of  1873,  which  was  larger  than  we  ever  had 
before, — and  the  operation  of  the  law  of  1874  will  probablj 
increase  this  class  of  paupers  to  a  very  large  extent. 

Fifty-five  persons  and  families  having  no  settlement,  who  hac 
been  brought  into  the  State  and  applied  for  aid,  have  beei 
returned  to  whence  they  came,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  71 
Section  25,  of  the  General  Statutes.  -  This  class  consists  mostly 
of  Canadians,  who  migrate  annually  to  these  parts  in  the  spring 
and  return  to  Canada  after  having  accomplished  their  summer's 
work,  and,  we  have  many  reasons  to  believe,  purposely  abandon 
their  wives  and  children  when  they  return  with  the  intention  or 
expectation  of  getting  them  forwarded  to  their  homes  gratis,  and 
thereby  increase  the  amount  of  their  annual  venture. 

Eighty-two  State  paupers  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Alms 
House  at  Tewksbury  during  the  year,  having  been  aided  to  a 
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greater  or  less  extent  here.  Many  of  them,  infirm,  or  children, 
have  had  to  be  provided  with  an  attendant,  who  has  been  detailed 
from  the  Police  force,  and  we  are  under  obligations  to  those 
officers,  who  have  been  taken  mostly  from  that  part  off  dnty  and 
have  performed  the  service  without  compensation. 

The  institution  has  also  been  visited  during  the  year  by  a  com- 
mittee selected  for  that  purpose,  of  which"  our  City  Physician 
was  a  member,  with  a  view  to  investigate  vague  rumors  that  per- 
sons sent  there  had  not  received  proper  care  or  the  attention  to 
which,  by  reason  of  their  infirmities,  they  were  from  humanity 
entitled,  and,  after  spending  a  day  and  making  a  thorough  ex- 
amination of  the  whole  establishment,  they  reported  that  it  was 
in  its  character  and  appointments  all  that  could  reasonably  be 
expected,  and  that  the  spiritual  as  well  as  temporal  well-being  of 
its  inmates  was  properly  attended  to,  and  its  hospital  accommo- 
.  dations  would  compare  favorably  with  those  of  much  greater 
reputation. 

Seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine  applicants,  of  whom  three 
hundred  and  thirty-two  were  males  and  three  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  females,  with  families  containing  ten  hundred  and  sixty-five 
persons,  all  of  whom  were  state  paupers,  have  received  temporary 
aid  or  partial  support  during  the  year.  Seven  hundred  and  ten 
of  them,  of  whom  two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  were  males  and 
four  hundred  and  twenty-three  females,  resided  for  longer  or 
shorter  periods  in  this  city.  This  class  is  more  than  double  wThat 
it  was  last  year,  when  your  particular  attention  w^s  called  to  the 
necessity  of  more  liberal  provision  being  made  by  the  Board  of 
State  Charities  for  the  large  number  of  sick  among  them.  The 
same  necessity  still  exists  ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  as  that  Board  has 
now,  by  the  passage  of  the  law  of  1874,  succeeded  in  turning  over 
the  larger  number  of  persons  they  have  heretofore  been  called  on 
to  provide  for,  to  the  care  and  cost  of  the  several  cities  and 
towns,  they  will  now  be  willing  to  carry  the  remainder  of  the 
burden  which  properly  belongs  to  them,  but  has  heretofore  been 
borne  only  in  part. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  heads  of  families, — seventy-nine 
of  whom  were  males,  and  fifty  females, — having  a  legal  pauper 
settlement  in  this  city,  have  applied  for  and  received  temporary 
aid  during  the  year. 
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Fifty-five  heads  of  families, — thirty-eight  of  them  males  and 
seventeen  females, — having  a  legal  settlement  in  other  cities  arid 
towns,  have  also  been  aided  during  the  year  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent,  and  the  amount  of  labor  and  research  expended  in  the 
examination  of  city  and  town  records,  necessary  in  order  to 
ascertain  where  they  all  have  their  settlements,  so  that  our  own 
resources  may  not  be  drawn  upon  to  provide  for  those  who  do  not 
properly  belong  to  this  city  to  support,  has  been  a  task  beyond 
the  comprehension  of  any  one  who  has  not  had  some  experience 
in  the  same,  and  is  not  easily  understood  by  the  casual  observer. 

In  addition  to  all  those  before  mentioned  as  having  been  pro- 
vided for  in  whole,  or  in  part,  by  this  Board,  food,  to  the  amount 
of  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  has 
been  provided  for,  and  lodging  at  the  Station  House  given  to  three 
thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  persons  ;  being  thirteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  in  excess  of  last  year.  This  class  rep- 
resents the  drift  stuff  on  the  sea  of  human  life,  or  the  drones  in 
our  social  hive,  and  again  presents  the  question  which  has  never 
yet  been  satisfactorily  answered,  of  what  is  best  to  do  with  them. 

In  providing  for  the  various  persons  and  cases  before  men- 
tioned, by  the  department  for  city  relief  or  temporary  aid,  the 
clerk,  who  acts  as  the  almoner  of  this  Board,  has  drawn  for  the 
food,  fuel,  clothing,  and  other  necessary  articles,  dnring  the  year, 
two  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  orders  on  various 
persons,  and  has  given  in  such  small  sums  as  were  necessary,  or 
have  been  ordered  by  Overseers  of  the  Poor  from  other  places, 
who  have  had  their  poor  to  provide  for  here —

Making  the  Net  Expenses  of  this  Department  for  the  year     $8,357  48 
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On  the  22nd  day  of  October,  the  Annual  Inspection  of  the 
Alms  House  took  place,  and  as  usual,  every  member  of  the 
Board  was  present,  and  with  the  assistance  of  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  and  several  of  his  predecessors  in  office,  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  several  members  of  the  City  Council,  the  entire  Board 
of  Assessors,  all  of  the  heads  of  the  other  Departments  of  the 
City  Government,  with  several  invited  guests  from  our  own  and 
other  cities,  passed  a  pleasant  day  at  the  Institution,  and  were 
shown  over  the  whole  premises  both  in  doors  and  out,  and  it  was 
conceded  on  all  sides,  that,  let  matters  be  as  they  will,  either 
satisfactory  or  otherwise  in  other  departments,  there  was  no  cause 
of  fault-finding  here,  but  that  every  part,  to  the  minutest  detail, 
was  looked  after  and  managed  quite  as  well  as  though  it  was  a 
private  establishment,  and  that  our  worthy  Superintendent  was 
the  right  man  for  this  city  and  in  the  right  place,  and  that  the 
Matron  of  the  house  not  only  knew  her  duties,  but  discharged 
them  with  a  fidelity  deserving  special  commendation. 

The  house  and  outbuildings  are  all  in  the  best  condition  we 
have  ever  had  them,  as  during  the  year  the  old  farm  barn  has 
been  taken  down  and  replaced  by  a  new  and  substantial  struc- 
ture, as  was  recommended  last  year,  which  will  compare  favora- 
bly with  the  best  buildings  for  similar  purposes  to  be  found  in 
this  vicinity.. 

This,  with  the  new  buildings  erected  during  the  previous  year, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  house,  make  quite  an  imposing  ap- 
pearance. 

There  has  also  been  added  to  the  farm  by  purchase,  a  lot  con- 
taining upwards  of  eight  acres  of  land  on  Lincoln  street,  from 
which  the  water  supply  for  the  establishment  is  obtained,  thereby 
not  only  securing  entire  control  of  the  same,  but  also  giving  a 
large  increase  to  the  hay-producing  part  of  the  farm,  which,  on 
account  of  the  keeping  of  more  horses  for  doing  the  work  in  the 
scavanger  department,  had  become  necessary. 

This  land  has  been  cleared  of  all  underbrush,  and  the  low 
parts  graded  up  and  top-dressed,  and  put  in  the  best  condition 
for  producing  a  good  crop  of  hay  next  season.  About  thirty 
rods  of  wall,  on  the  Lincoln  street  side,  have  been  taken  down 
and  rebuilt  on  the  new  line  of  survey  for  the  street,  which  has 
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added  much  to  the  good  appearance  of  the  same,  as  well  as  to 
the  security  of  the  crops. 

There  have  also  been  built  twenty  rods  of  strong  double  wall 
on  that  part  of  the  farm  through  which  runs  the  Old  Boylston 
road,  thereby  clearing  the  adjacent  land  of  a  large  amount  of 
loose  stones  which  encumbered  the  surface,  and  making  at  the 
same  time  a  substantial  inclosure  and  permanent  improvement  to 
the  farm. 

As  was  predicted  last  year  with  regard  to  the  effect  of  the 
scavenger  department  on  the  products  of  the  farm,  we  are  able 
to  inform  you  that  our  anticipations  in  that  respect  have  been 
fully  realized,  and  the  more  liberal  dressing  we  have  been  able  to 
give  the  land  from  the  product  of  the  piggery  has  made  itself 
manifest  in  the  largest  hay  crop  ever  secured  on  the  farm ;  and 
competent  judges  in  such  matters,  who  inspected  the  cornfields, 
pronounced  them  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  any  to  be  found  in 
Worcester  county. 

The  effect  on  the  vegetable  crop  was  as  distinctly  marked  as 
the  others,  but,  owing  to  the  amount  of  labor  of  the  inmates  of 
the  establishment  necessary  in  rebuilding,  grading  and  fitting  up 
around  the  new  barn,  not  so  much  land  was  given  to  gardening 
as  usual,  but,  with  the  coming  year  it  is  confidently  anticipated 
that  it  will  show  to  as  good  advantage  as  the  others. 

On  Sunday,  the  25th  of  October  a  fire,  set  by  some  careless 
person  in  the  wood  lot,  caused  the  destruction  of  about  eight 
acres  of  its  growth,  near  two  acres  of  which  was  valuable  timber 
and  the  other  six  of  young  wood. 

This  has  all  had  to  be  cleared  up  at  a  large  expenditure  of 
time  and  money,  in  order  that  it  may  be  in  condition  for  further 
product. 

This  is  the  fourth  time  such  an  occurrence  has  taken  place  on 
the  city  farm  within  the  past  ten  years,  thereby  endangering  the 
lives  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution  and  the  property  of  the 
city,  and,  but  for  the  prompt  attention  and  successful  efforts 
of  the  superintendent,  aided  by  persons  living  in  the  vicinity, 
might  have  consumed  the  whole  establishment ;  and  your  attention 
is  called  to  the  subject  at  this  time  in  order  that  suitable  action 
may  be  taken,  by  which,  if  possible,  its  repetition  may  in  future 
be  prevented. 
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The  number  of  paupers  at  the  house  at  this  time  is  thirty- 
seven,  which  is  larger  by  one  quarter  than  last  year.  Six  of 
them  are  children,  and  most  of  the  others  are  old  and  sick  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  provide  some  one  to 
attend  to  them  and  do  most  of  the  hard  labor  about  the  premises. 

There  are  also  six  boys  in  the  Truant  School,  located  in  one 
wing  of  the  building,  a  report  of  which  will  be  made  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  as  they  are  not  included  in  the 
Pauper  report,  but  with  the  teacher,  two  men  who  are  employed 
as  wagoners,  one  who  takes  care  of  the  swine  in  the  scavenger 
department,  one  employed  on  the  farm,  one  female  in  the 
kitchen,  and  the  Superintendent  and  Matron,  fourteen  in  all,  make 
a  total  of  fifty-one  persons  in  the  family. 

The  annual  appraisal  and  inventory  of  the  establishment  was, 
as  usual,  made  on  the  last  Thursday  in  November,  when  the 
Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  City  Assessors,  made  a  valuation 
in  detail  of  the  entire  establishment  and  all  its  appurtenances, 
with  the  following  result :

Of  this  difference  in  valuation,  $2,027.00  was  paid  for  the  six 
acres  of  land  purchased,  and  $375.00  paid  for  improvements 
on  the  same,  and  it  is  set  down  in  the  valuation  at  $2,400.00,  and 
$5,763.73  were  paid  for  materials  and  labor  on  the  new  farm 
barn,  which  sum,  added  to  the  appraised  value  of  the  materials  of 
the  old  barn,  used  in  the  reconstruction,  which  was  $1,236.27, 
makes  up  the  sum  of  $7,000.00,  at  which  the  same  is  set  down  in 
the  valuation,  and  $3,390.84  added  to  those  expenditures,  makes 
up  the  sum  of  the  difference  of  valuation  of  the  two  years,  and 
shows  the  establishment  to  have  that  amount  of  assets  more  this 
year  than  in  1873,  in  addition  to  the  original  outlay  for  barn  and 
land. 

The  accounts  of  the  Scavenger  Department  have  been  kept 
distinct  from  those  of  the  Alms  House,  in  order  that  each  may 
be  known,  as  the  laws  of  the  State  demand  a  correct  report  of 
the  expenses  of  the  maintenance  of  paupers,  and  the  sum  of  four 
dollars  a  week  was  charged  by  the  Pauper  to  the  Scavenger 
Department,  for  the  board  of  each  man  and  horse,  which,  with 
the  sums  paid  the  collectors  as  wages  and  the  necessary  outlay  for 
repairs  of  vehicles,  &c,  constitutes  the  amounts  charged  as  ex- 
penses, and  the  receipts  consist  of  such  sums  as  have  been  re- 
ceived from  sales  of  pork  and  swill,  and  are  as  follows : —

This  amount  has  been  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
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Farm,  and  a  Table  containing  the  monthly  bills  of  this  Depart- 
ment, and  showing  in  detail  the  exact  amount  of  expenditures, 
receipts  and  net  cost  of  each  month's  work,  is  attached  to  this 
report  and  invites  your  inspection. 

I  have  gone  thus  into  detail  in  this  division  of  the  report  in 
order  to  show  that  we  had  not  committed  an  error  in  judgment 
when  we  informed  you  one  year  since,  "  We  have  entire  confi- 
dence that  when  the  benefits  of  our  exertions  in  this  Department 
are  understood  they  will  be  fully  appreciated,"  and  the  following 
item,  recently  copied  from  a  source  from  which  emanated  a  large 
proportion  of  the  complaints  made  against  the  measures  taken  to 
improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  at  that  time,  will  show 
we  were  not  mistaken,  and  is  as  follows  : 

"Whatever  may  have  heretofore  been  thought  of  the  Scavenger 
Department,  a  visit  to  the  establishment  at  the  present  time  is 
sufficient  to  convince  the  most  skeptical  of  its  complete  success." 

With  this  acknowledgment,  from  such  a  source,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  nothing  further  need  be  said  in  vindication  of  the 
measures  by  which  it  was  established.

In  the  Expenses  of  the  Pauper  Department  are  also  included 
the  $5,763.73,  cost  of  materials  used  in  the  reconstruction  of  the 
farm  barn,  which  sum  should  be  deducted  from  the  actual  cost  of 
maintenance  of  paupers,  as  the  real  estate  has  been  increased  in 
value  to  that  amount  during  the  year. 

The  accounts  of  the  Truant  School  have,  for  the  same  reasons 
mentioned  in  the  case  of  the  scavenger  department,  been  kept 
separate,  and  the  usual  table  containing  in  detail  the  monthly 
disbursement  in  this  division,  and  the  value  of  the  labor  of  the 
boys,  with  the  amount  charged  to  the  account  of  the  school,  and 
credited  to  the  pauper  account  for  board  of  the  scholars,  the  cost 
of  tuition  and  supervision,  clothing  and  other  necessary  expenses, 
is  added  to  this  report.

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The  report  on  the  progress  of  the  school,  its  importance  and 
value  as  a  part  of  our  public  school  system,  and  all  matters  of 
interest  connected  with  both  its  condition  and  management,  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools, 
who  is  also  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  of  this  Board  on  the 
school,  and  will  present  the  subject  in  detail. 

In  view  of  the  great  change  made  in  the  pauper  laws  by  the 
passage  of  the  Act  of  May  28th,  1874,  and  the  convenience  of 
having  a  correct  record  in  print  for  a  point  to  which  we  may 
refer  in  years  to  come,  when  the  settlement  of  those  persons  who 
have  heretofore  been  aided  as  State  paupers  shall  be  under  dis- 
cussion, it  has  been  thought  prudent  to  put  on  record  in  this 
report,  many  matters  that,  under  other  circumstances,  might  not 
have  been  called  for. 

Therefore  a  list  in  detail  of  all  who  have  received  full  support 
at  the  City  Alms  House,  and  the  Insane  Hospital,  as  also  those 
persons  legally  settled  in  other  towns,  but  residing  here  and  re- 
ceiving aid  in  Worcester,  has  been  added,  and  will,  doubtless,  be 
referred  to  by  our  successors  in  office  as  authority  in  disputed 
cases  of  settlement. 

There  has  been  no  unusual  epidemic  sickness  which  has  called 
for  any  extra  outlay  by  this  Board,  but  early  in  the  year  there 
were  a  few  cases  of  small-pox,  which  were  promptly  attended  to 
by  our  city  physician,  who  at  once  saw  the  necessity  of  vigorous 
action,  and  took  such  measures  as  to  completely  eradicate  it  at 
once,  for  which,  as  well  as  his  general  efficiency  in  his  depart- 
ment of  the  labors  of  this  Board,  he  has  richly  merited  the  thanks 
of  his  patients,  as  also  of  the  citizens  generally,  and  he  will  give 
the  results  of  his  labors  in  detail  in  his  report.

BY-LAWS 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF 

OYERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


Section  1.  The  mayor  shall  be  Chairman,  and  as  such  shall  exercise  the 
rights  and  perform  the  duties  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Board,  governed 
by  parliamentary  law ;  and  in  his  absence  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  chairman 
pro  tern.    For  transaction  of  business  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sect.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  January,  when  the  new  mem- 
bers take  their  seats,  and  before  the  transaction  of  any  other  business,  they 
shall  be  qualified,  according  to  law,  by  taking  the  oath  of  office,  which  shall 
be  administered  by  the  chairman.  The  Board  shall  then  choose  a  clerk  as 
prescribed  by  the  City  Ordinance,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  said  City  Ordinances  and  the  rules  of  this  Board ;  he  shall  keep 
a  full  and  impartial  record  of  all  meetings  of  this  Board,  and  full  accounts  of 
all  expenditures  of  the  department,  and  an  intelligible  record  of  all  persons 
aided,  either  temporarily  or  permanently,  recording  all  facts  in  connection 
with  each  case  that  may  come  to  his  knowledge  by  reasonable  inquiry  and 
investigation,  and  reporting  all  new  cases  at  the  next  succeeding  meeting. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  this  first  meeting  of  the  Board  by  the 
Chair,  four  standing  committees,  of  three  members  each;  one  on  Finance, 
one  on  the  Farm,  one  on  Relief,  and  one  on  Truant  School. 

Sect.  4.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  examine  all  bills,  and  if  found  cor- 
rect, shall  audit  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  The  committee  on  Farm  shall  have  charge  of  the  farm  and  the 
inmates  of  the  Institution.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Board  they  shall  make, 
advise,  or  order  all  purchases  and  supplies  for  the  same,  and  examine  and 
approve  all  bills  contracted  therefor.  They  shall  visit  the  institution  monthly, 
and  make  to  the  Board  at  each  monthly  meeting  a  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  same. 

Sect.  6.  The  Committee  on  Relief  shall  direct  no  aid  to  be  allowed  unless 
the  case  has  been  fully  examined  and  a  proper  record  made  of  all  the  fac  ts 
connected  therewith.  In  cases  of  doubt  they  shall  examine  with  the  clerk  all 
new  applicants  for  relief,  who,  if  found  entitled  thereto,  shall  then  receive 
temporary  aid.  The  Committee  shall  examine  all  bills  for  aid  authorized  by 
the  clerk,  and  shall  audit  the  same  if  found  correct. 
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Sect.  7.  The  Committee  on  the  School  shall  have  control  of  all  matters 
relating  to  the  interests  of  the  Truant  School.  They  shall  furnish  the 
requisite  books  and  apparatus,  employ  the  teacher,  and  in  cases  of  difficulty 
decide  questions  of  discipline. 

Sect.  8.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  in  the  Alder- 
men's room  on  the  first  Friday  of  each  month,  and  the  chairman  may  call 
special  meetings  whenever  it  may  be  necessary. 

Sect.  9.  These  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board,  provided  the  alteration  has  been  proposed  at  a  previous  regular 
meeting,  and  the  subject  laid  over  one  month,

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


AT  THE 


ALMS-HOUSE  AND  FARM. 


1st.  The  whole  establishment  shall  be  under  the  general  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

2d.  The  immediate  direction  of  the  Institution  shall  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  Superintendent  and  Matron. 

3d.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  to  see  that  the 
inmates  labor  in  such  a  way,  and  at  such  times,  as  they  may  direct,  and  that 
no  one  shall  be  permitted  to  lead  an  idle  life. 

4th.  The  Superintendent  shall  see  that  the  industrious  and  deserving  are 
rewarded  and  the  idle  and  dissolute  are  punished. 

5th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  make  a  monthly  report 
to  the  Board  of  Overseers  at  their  monthly  meetings,  of  any  information  he 
may  be  possessed  of  relating  to  the  interests  of  the  Institution. 

6th.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  Institution  on  the  Sabbath 
without  a  permit  from  some  member  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  or  the  Super- 
intendent. 

7th.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  converse  or  have  intercourse  with  any 
prisoner  sent  to  the  institution  by  the  Police  or  any  other  Court,  without  per- 
mission of  the  Superintendent,  or  some  member  of  the  Board  of  Overseers. 

8th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  see  that  all  sentences 
imposed  upon  persons  sent  by  any  Court  are  strictly  enforced. 

9th.  The  Superintendent  and  Matron  shall  in  no  instance  whatever,  leave 
the  Institution  at  the  same  time,  without  permission  from  some  member  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Farm,  and  not  then  until  some  suitable  person  shall  be 
obtained  by  them  to  take  charge  of  the  Institution  during  their  absence. 

10th.  The  Superintendent  is  expressly  directed  to  prohibit  all  persons  from 
bringing  or  drinking  Ardent  Spirits  upon  the  premises,  without  direction  of 
the  attending  physician. 
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11th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  to  see  that  all 
the  inmates  of  the  Institution  bathe  as  often  as  once  a  week,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  attending-  Physician. 

12th.  No  pauper  shall  leave  the  Aims-House  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent. 

13th.  The  Superintendent  is  hereby  directed  to  report  to  the  Board  of 
Overseers,  any  inmate  who  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions relating  to  their  discipline  and  government.

REGULATIONS 


FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 


TRUANT  SCHOOL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  WORCESTER. 


SECTION  I. 

Article  1.  The  School  shall  be  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Truant  School,  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  from  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

SECTION  II. 

Article  1.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Aims-House  shall  keep  a  separate 
book  of  accounts  for  the  Truant  School,  in  which  he  shall  credit  all  appropri- 
ations for  its  support,  and  all  the  labor  of  the  boys  at  a  price  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  he  shall  charge  against  the  school  all  the 
expenses  incurred  for  its  support,  including  the  cost  of  the  clothing  and  the 
board  of  the  boys,  and  the  salary  and  board  of  the  teacher. 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  aid  the  teacher  to 
secure  prompt  attendance  in  the  school,  ready  obedience,  good  deportment 
and  faithfulness  to  study. 

section  m. 

Article  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teacher  of  the  Truant  School  to 
keep  a  register  of  attendance,  in  which  shall  be  noted  the  date,  cause  and 
length  of,  and  authority  for,  every  case  of  tardiness  or  absence  from  the 
school.  The  teacher  shall  also  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  deportment 
of  each  scholar,  with  the  reason  for,  nature  and  extent  of,  every  puuishment 
inflicted,  either  personally  or  by  the  Superintendent. 
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Art.  2.  The  Teacher  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  above  and  other 
matters  pertaining  to  the  interests  of  the  School,  to  the  Board  of  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  at  their  meeting  next  succeeding  the  close  of  the  quarter. 

Art.  3.  The  Teacher  shall  labor  to  inspire  the  pupils  with  self-respect, 
and,  to  this  end,  shall  insist  on  cleanliness  of  person;  and  shall  strive  to  in- 
culcate principles  of  morality  and  justice. 

Art.  4.  The  Teacher  shall  assemble  them  every  Sunday  forenoon,  and 
spend  an  hour  with  them  in  the  reading  and  study  of  the  New  Testament,  but 
shall  strictly  abstain  from  all  sectarian  comment. 

Art.  5.  Vacations  of  two  weeks  each,  in  the  Spring,  Summer,  Autumn 
and  Winter,  may  be  allowed  at  a  time  fixed  by  the  Committee.  And  the  regu- 
lar exercises  of  the  school  may  be  omitted  on  Saturdays. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to  assemble  and  meet  the  pupils 
at  other  times  than  the  hours  of  School,  and  especially  on  Saturdays  and  Sun- 
days, that  she  may  acquaint  herself  with  their  character  and  needs,  in  order 
thereby  the  better  to  effect  their  reform. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  see  that  all  regula- 
tipns  of  the  school  are  faithfully  enforced. 


GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

FOR  THE 

SCHOOL, 


Article  1.  From  the  1st  of  April  to  the  1st  of  October  there  shall  be  only 
one  session  of  the  Truant  School  each  day,  which  shall  invariably  begin  at  8 
a.  m.,  and  close  at  12  m.  No  boy  shall  be  kept  out  of  the  school  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  except  in  cases  of  emergency  in  the  busy  farming  season,  and 
every  such  case  shall  be  recorded  as  provided  in  Sec.  3,  Article  1,  and  re- 
ported by  the  Superintendent  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  ot  Overseers 
of  the  Poor.  It  shall  also  enter  in  the  next  quarterly  report  of  the  teacher. 
From  the  1st  of  October  to  the  1st  of  April,  there  shall  be  two  daily  sessions 
of  the  school,  from  9  a.  m.  to  12  m.,  and  from  2  to  4  p.  m.,  and  on  no  account 
shall  a  boy  be  taken  from  the  school  during  this  season,  except  by  permission 
previously  obtained  from  the  Mayor  or  some  member  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Truant  School. 

Art.  2.  The  use  of  tobacco,  in  any  form,  by  the  boys  is  prohibited,  and 
both  the  Superintendent  and  teacher  are  held  responsible  for  the  enforcement 
of  this  prohibition. 

Art.  3.  The  teacher  shall  be  employed  and  the  salary  fixed  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  School,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  but  no  teacher  shall 
be  engaged  without  previously  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  according 
to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  rules  of  the  School  Committee  of 
the  City  of  Worcester. 

Art.  4.  Each  pupil,  whose  deportment  and  scholarship  have  been  satisfac- 
tory for  one  month,  shall  be  entitled  to  some  privilege  or  reward  not  other- 
wise granted ;  and  continuous  good  conduct  shall  be  rewarded  by  a  recom- 
mendation for  pardon  one  month  or  more  before  the  expiration  of  the 
sentence. 

These  regulations  shall  be  made  known  to  each  boy  when  he  enters  the 
school. 
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Art.  5.  The  rate  of  board  per  week  to  be  charged  by  the  Superintendent 
against  the  teacher  and  pupils  of  the  Truant  School  shall  be  fixed  annually  by 
the  Overseers  of  the  -Poor  at  their  regular  meeting  in  January,  but  they  may 
change  it  at  any  time  they  deem  it  necessary  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Board.  The  price  per  hour  of  the  services  of  the  boys  shall 
also  be  fixed  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner,  subject  likewise  to  the 
same  condition  of  change.

HOUSE  DOCUMENT,  NO.  310. 

Reported  with  the  new  Pauper  Law  of  1874. 


(Eommontoealtlj  of  Jfiassacfjusetts* 


House  of  Representatives,  April  30,  1874. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions,  to  whom  was  recommit- 
ted the  bill  for  the  more  efficient  relief  of  the  poor,  have  carefully  reviewed 
the  whole  subject,  and  sought  such  additional  information  as  seemed  desirable. 

They  find  that  any  scheme  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  or  any  radical  change 
in  the  laws  of  settlement,  is  beset  with  great  difficulties,  and  is  likely  to  be 
productive  of  more  harm  than  good  to  those  whom  it  is  sought  to  benefit. 
They  believe  that  it  is  safe  to  make  haste  slowly,  and  to  test  by  experience 
the  effect  of  moderate  changes.  If  these  prove  successful  further  legislation 
can  readily  be  had  in  the  direction  they  indicate. 

We  therefore  report  a  bill,  in  a  new  draft,  which  we  explain  as  follows, 
premising  that  the  main  object  thereof,  in  accordance  wTith  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioners,  is  to  make  better  provision  for  the  unsettled  poor : 

First.  It  does  not  change  existing  settlements.  Every  settled  person  is  to 
remain  where  he  now  belongs,  until  that  settlement  is  defeated  and  a  new  one 
gained  in  the  ordinary  course  of  law. 

Second.  It  does  not  interrupt  or  defeat  any  settlement  in  process  of  acqui- 
sition.   This  is  to  be  completed,  as  before,  under  existing  laws. 

Third.  It  does  not  change  the  principles  underlying  the  present  laws,  but 
merely  adapts  them  to  the  exigencies  of  the  present  day,  by  shortening  the 
time  and  lessening  the  number  of  taxes  required  for  settlement. 

Fourth.  It  gives  all  settled  persons  a  fair  and  equal  start,  by  allowing 
them  to  commence  now  to  gain  a  new  settlement  under  its  provisions. 

Fifth.  It  provides  liberally  for  the  unsettled  by  giving  all  a  settlement  who 
can  show  a  continuous  residence  of  five  years  and  the  payment  of  three  taxes 
within  that  time,  whether  the  residence  and  taxation  be  wholly  before,  or 
wholly  after,  or  partly  before  and  partly  after  its  enactment. 

Sixth.  It  relieves  the  most  pressing  claim  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
legislature,  by  giving  women  a  settlement  of  five  years'  residence,  providing 
within  that  time  they  have  been  neither  paupers  nor  criminals. 

And  finally,  it  exempts  from  its  benefits  the  present  state  pauper  inmates  of 
the  public  institutions — to  the  end  that  no  injustice  may  be  done  to  any  city 
or  town. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  bill  bears  alike  upon  all  the  municipalities,  by  main- 
taining, as  nearly  as  possible,  the  same  proportion  of  residence  and  taxation 
as  at  present,  and  that  the  provisions  of  itj?  third  section  obviate  the  danger 
of  confusion,  and  the  objections  that  would  arise  as  between  the  towns  on 
account  of  any  sudden  change. 

The  Committee  deem  it  proper  to  acid  that  the  Bill  as  reported  has  the 
unanimous  sanction  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities,  who  agree  that  no  fur-r 
ther  change  is  at  present  desirable.

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Seventy-Four. 
AN  ACT 

For  the  more  efficient.  Relief  of  the  Poor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  Any  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  resides  in  any 
place  within  this  state  for  five  years  together,  and  pays  all  state,  county,  city 
or  town  taxes  duly  assessed  on  his  poll  or  estate  for  any  three  years  within 
that  time,  shall  thereby  gain  a  settlement  in  such  place. 

Sect.  2.  Any  woman  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  resides  in  any 
place  within  this  state  for  five  years  together,  without  receiving  relief  as  a 
pauper,  shall  thereby  gain  a  settlement  in  such  place.  The  first  section  of  the 
three  hundred  and  ninety-second  chapter  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  3.  No  existing  settlement  shall  be  changed  by  any  provision  of  this 
act,  uuless  the  entire  residence  and  taxation  herein  required  shall  have  ac- 
crued after  its  passage ;  but  any  unsettled  person  shall  gain  a  settlement  upon 
the  completion  of  the  residence  and  taxation  herein  required,  though  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  same  may  have  accrued  before  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sect.  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  at 
the  date  of  its  passage  shall  be  an  inmate  of  either  of  the  state  lunatic  hos- 
pitals, the  asylum  for  insane  and  the  state  almshouse  at  Tewksbury,  the  state 
workhouse,  or  the  state  primary  school,  until  such  person  shall  have  been 
duly  discharged  from  said  institution.    [Approved,  May  28,  1874. 

OPINION  OF  THE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL  ON  THE  NEW  PAUPER 

LAW  OF  1874. 

The  Board  of  State  Charities  asked  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Common- 
wealth for  an  interpretation  of  the  first  clause  of  the  second  section  of  this 
law.    His  response  was  as  follows  : 

Attorney  General's  Office, 

Boston,  September  19,  1874. 

To  the  Board  of  State  Charities : 

Prior  to  Acts  of  1870,  chapter  302,  an  unmarried  woman  could  obtain  a 
settlement  only  under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes,  chapter  69.  By 
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the  Act  of  1870,  "  any  unmarried  woman  "  obtained  a  settlement  by  a  residence 
of  ten  years  together,  in  any  place,  under  certain  conditions.  By  chapter  274, 
section  2,  of  the  Acts  of  1874,  section  1  of  chapter  392,  Acts  of  1870,  is 
repealed,  and  a  new  provision  substituted.  The  substitute  changes  the  law  of 
1870  in  three  particulars ;  the  effect  of  one  only  is  material  for  me  to  consider 
under  the  question  submitted  by  your  Board  for  my  opinion.  In  the  Act  of 
1874,  the  word  "unmarried"  is  omitted.  The  plain  and  obvious  intention  of 
the  Legislature  by  this  change  of  the  law,  is  to  so  arrange  the  law  of  settlement 
as  that  women  shall  have  the  same  rights  irrespective  of  any  condition  of 
marriage.  The  language  of  the  Act,  taken  in  connection  with  the  Act  repealed, 
does  not  allow  of  any  other  construction,  and  the  intention  of  the  Legislature, 
if  it  can  be  ascertained,  is  to  govern.  In  the  present  instance,  the  omission  of 
the  word  "  unmarried,"  and  the  use  of  the  word  "woman"  only,  makes  it 
appear  manifestly  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  use  the  word 
"  woman  "  in  the  Act,  so  as  not  to  be  affected  or  modified  by  the  condition 
of  marriage  ;  and  in  my  opinion,  no  other  construction  can  be  given  the  Act. 
The  intention  of  the  Legislature  being  manifest,  no  consideration  of  presump- 
tion can  arise.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  TRUANT  SCHOOL. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

The  Committee  on  the  Truant  School  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  object  for  which  this  school  was  established,  and  the  rules 
under  which  it  is  carried  on,  have  been  fully  set  forth  in  former 
reports,  and  need  not  to  be  repeated  here.  For  the  past  year  the 
average  number  of  boys  in  attendance  has  been  less  than  in  for- 
mer years.  This  is  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs,  for  it  proves 
that  the  object  of  the  school  is  more  fully  accomplished. 

The  truant  officers  have  this  year,  for  the  first  time,  been 
placed  on  such  a  footing  that  their  duties  could  be  thoroughly 
performed ;  and  by  their  faithful  discharge  of  duty,  truancy  has 
been  in  great  measure  prevented.  The  certainty  which  boys  in- 
clined to  truancy  feel  that  this  school  will  receive  them  soon  if 
they  persist  in  their  evil  ways,  has  a  wonderful  power  in  keeping 
them  in  school. 

It  would  therefore  be  a  grave  mistake  to  suppose  that  the 
school  ought  to  be  abandoned  because  it  is  small ;  on  the  con- 
trary, as  just  stated,  this  is  the  best  evidence  that  it  is  accom- 
plishing its  purpose.

REPORT  OP  THE  CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


To  the  Honorable,  The  City  Council : 

The  City  Physician  has  the  honor  to  present  the  following  as 
his  annual  report : 

During  the  year  the  city  has  been  free  from  epidemics  of  a 
serious  nature  ;  but  for  the  first  four  months  much  sickness  pre- 
vailed among  the  poor,  in  consequence  of  extreme  poverty  and 
the  destitution  resulting  from  the  long,  severe  winter,  and  the 
lack  of  employment  engendered  by  the  great  financial  panic  from 
which  the  country  has  not  yet  emerged. 

The  first  case  of  small-pox  appeared  on  the  7th  of  May  in  a 
tenement  house  on  Cross  street.  This  case  was  of  the  confluent 
type,  and  as  the  disease  had  reached  its  third  stage  when  re- 
ported, it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  remove  the  patient ;  but  in 
two  or  three  days  from  the  discovery  of  this  case,  another  mem- 
ber of  the  family  was  taken  down  with  the  disease — also  con- 
fluent— and  I  hesitated  no  longer  in  removing  the  whole  family 
to  the  Small-Pox  Hospital,  where  still  another  member  was 
attacked  in  a  malignant  form.  The  next  case  appeared  on  June 
26th,  in  a  tenement  house  on  Winter  street.  This — which  proved 
to"  be  a  mild  case — was  ordered  to  the  Small-Pox  Hospital. 
The  next  case,  also  a  mild  one,  was  reported  on  the  27th  of  June, 
in  a  boarding  house  on  Green  street ;  the  patient  was  an  infant 
and  convalescing,  and  the  parents,  by  isolation  and  other  prudent 
sanitary  measures,  prevented  the  spread  of  the  disease  in  their 
house.  The  last  case  was  reported  in  a  house  occupied  by  several 
families  on  Pond  street.  This  proved  to  be  of  the  malignant 
type.  The  patient  was  the  infant  child  of  parents  who  had 
recklessly  and  criminally  exposed  themselves  to  the  infection 
during  a  visit  to  Montreal ;  the  family  was  sent  to  the  Small- Pox 
Hospital. 
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The  origin  of  the  above  cases  was  easily  traced  :  that  in  the 
first  family  attacked,  to  infection  in  a  rag-picking  establishment, 
where  two  of  its  members  were  employed ;  the  case  on  Winter 
street  had  its  inception  in  New  York  City,  from  whence  the  pa- 
tient fled  to  escape  the  disease,  her  flight,  however,  not  protect- 
ing her,  as  her  case  was  reported  the  day  after  arrival ;  the 
Green  street  case  was  brought  from  Fall  River ;  and  the  Pond 
street,  fortunately  the  last  case,  from  Montreal.  It  was  providen- 
tial that  we  escaped  a  serious  epidemic  of  sinall-pox  during  the 
Summer,  as  thousands  of  persons  passed  through  the  city  on 
their  return  from  excursions  to  Montreal,  where  the  disease  was 
raging  to  an  alarming  extent  during  the  excursion  season. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  City  Aims-House — with  the 
exception  of  three  or  four  of  the  older  and  more  infirm  among 
them — has  been  good,  and  not  one  case  of  sickness  has  occurred 
among  the  boys  of  the  Truant  School.  To  the  parental  care  and 
good  management  of  the  worthy  Superintendent  and  his  estima- 
ble wife,  the  Matron,  is  attributable,  in  a  great  measure,  the  very 
favorable  condition  at  this  institution. 

.During  the  year  four  hundred  and  sixty-one  (461)  professional 
calls  have  been  made  upon  the  poor  in  the  city  at  their  homes, 
forty  (40)  upon  patients  at  the  City  Aims-House  and  small-pox 
hospital,  thirty-seven  (37)  at  the  police  station,  and  sixty-three  (63) 
office  consultations  have  been  given.  The  regular  attendance  at 
the  City  Hall,  for  vaccination,  has  also  been  kept  up. 

The  number  of  deaths  among  the  patients  under  my  charge  as 
city  physician  has  been  fourteen  (14),  as  follows  :

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Some  months  since,  I  suggested  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Eoard  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
the  purchase  of  an  ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  the  sick 
poor  of  the  city  to  the  Aims-House,  when  it  is  practicable.  The 
wagon  now  used  for  that  purpose  has  grown  old  in  the  service, 
and  is  a  joking,  rickety  concern,  only  fit  for  the  use  of  an  itiner- 
ant dealer  in  old  junk.  In  the  removal  of  victims  of  railroad  or 
other  accidents,  to  the  City  Hospital,  an  ambulance  would  be 
found  of  inestimable  value,  and  in  many  cases  might  be  the 
means  of  saving  life.  Such  a  vehicle  might  be  kept  at  the  City 
Stables,  or  in  the  barn  at  the  City  Hospital. 

To  my  worthy  predecessor  in  office,  Dr.  Wood,  I  am  indebted 
for  valuable  advice  at  the  time  that  much  dreaded  disease,  small- 
pox, made  its  appearance  ;  and  to  the  liberality  and  kindhearted- 
ness  of  Mr.  G.  W.  Gale,  in  his  dealings  with  the  poor,  and  his 
zeal  in  the  interests  of  the  city,  I  beg  leave  to  bear  testimony.

The  first  of  the  foregoing  tables  corresponds  to  what  has  ap- 
peared in  the  school  reports  of  this  city  for  the  last  eight  or  ten 
years ;  the  second  is  that  form  which  has  been  recommended  by 
the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education,  to  be  adopted  by 
all  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  country,  in  order  to  facilitate  com- 
parison. 

Full  statistics  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary,  further  on. 
This  abstract  has  been  prepared  for  convenience  of  reference,  and 
to  bring  the  important  subjects  of  school  expenses  and  school 
attendance,  if  possible,  under  the  eye  of  every  tax  payer  and 
every  parent. 

It  appears  that  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  schools  have  been 
$4,693.82  less  than  last  year ;  and  the  total  expenditure,  includ- 
ing the  cost  of  permanent  improvements,  such  as  new  desks,  stoves, 
etc.,  has  decreased  $3,359.49.  The  lot  on  Summer  street,  pur- 
chased last  year,  is  not  included  in  the  above.  These  reductions 
have  been  possible  because  no  necessary  expense  was  avoided  the 
previous  year,  as  none  has  been  omitted  the  past  year.  Each 
year  the  School  Board  has  endeavored  to  conduct  the  schools 
with  as  little  expense  as  is  consistent  with  their  usefulness  and 
efficiency.  There  is  an  unexpended  balance  from  the  appro- 
priation of  $4,645.22.  For  salaries  of  teachers  there  has  been 
an  increase  of  $3,658.71  ;  and  the  salaries  of  the  Truant  officers, 
$2,200.00,  have  been  added  to  the  expense  of  schools  for  the  first 
time.  There  will  be  needed  a  still  further  increase  for  the  com- 
ing year.  Inferior  teaching  can  be  obtained  at  very  low  wages  ;• 
but  the  best  teachers  can  command  higher  salaries  than  we  pay 
to  the  majority  of  our  teachers.  Hence  we  occasionally  lose 
some  of  the  best,  though  it  should  not  be  inferred  that  many  who 
remain  are  not  superior  to  those  who  have  left ;  and  we  are 
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liable  to  lose  those.  There  is  a  law  of  supply  and  demand,  in- 
exorable as  fate,  which  regulates  the  salaries  of  teachers  as  it  regu- 
lates business ;  a  law  which  no  mere  theory  about  abstract  right 
and  relative  justice,  and  no  desire  for  economy  can  override  ;  a 
law  which  cannot  safely  be  ignored.  It  is  a  common  and  quite 
popular  habit  for  men  charged  with  the  management  of  public 
affairs,  and  desirous  of  introducing  economy  and  reform,  to  begin 
with  schools,  and  move  to  reduce  the  low  salaries  of  teachers. 
This  has  been  tried  in  the  city  of  New  York — whether  as  a 
measure  of  economy,  or  to  destroy  those  schools,  may  be  an  open 
question ;  but  about  its  ruinous  effect  upon  the  system  of  schools, 
there  can  be  no  question.  But  the  attempt  failed.  The  same 
measure  has  been  tried  in  a  large  town  in  this  state ;  and  already 
the  best  teachers  are  looking  for  situations  elsewhere.  Whether 
a  town,  in  order  to  save  a  few  thousand  dollars,  can  afford  to  part 
with  its  best  teachers  and  commit  the  instruction  of  its  youth  to 
inferior  minds,  admits  of  no  argument.  Fortunately,  no  sug- 
gestion of  this  kind  finds  favor  in  Worcester.  On  the  contrary, 
as  will  be  seen  further  on  in  the  new  rules  adopted,  it  is  pro- 
posed to  raise  from  thirteen  to  eighteen  per  cent.,  the  salaries 
of  those  teachers  who,  by  the  application  of  rigid  tests,  shall  be 
known  to  possess  the  requisite  qualifications. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  registered  has  been  seventy  less 
than  the  number  last  year ;  but  the  average  number  belonging 
has  increased  three  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  the  average 
daily  attendance  has  increased  three  hundred  and  forty.  This 
increase  in  the  averages  shows  an  improved  interest  in  the  schools. 
It  may  be  traced  in  part  to  the  efforts  of  teachers,  and  in  part  to 
the  labors  of  the  truant  officers.  It  is  possible  however,  to  so  force 
the  attendance  at  school  as  to  produce  more  harm  than  good.  A 
certain  amount  of  irregularity,  in  absence  and  tardiness,  there 
must  necessarily  be ;  and  the  attempt  to  reduce  this  irregularity 
below  a  reasonable  amount,  may  tend  to  drive  pupils  from  school. 
This  we  have  endeavored  to  avoid.  Schools  are  not  kept  to  se- 
cure perfect  attendance ;  good  attendance  is  sought  in  order  that 
we  may  have  the  best  schools. 

The  number  of  school-houses,  of  rooms  occupied  and  teachers

employed,  is  nearly  the  same  as  last  year.  There  are  three  va- 
cant rooms  at  Quinsigamond,  one  in  the  house  on  Washington 
street,  two  on  Providence  street,  and  two  on  Summer  street.  It 
is  probable  that  more  room  will  be  needed  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Prescott  street,  which  may  be  temporarily  provided  by 
using  the  two  latter  rooms,  and  two  more  which,  if  needed,  can 
be  finished  in  the  1?hird  story  of  the  Edgeworth  street  house. 
The  probable  overflow  from  the  Lamartine  street  house  can  in 
part  be  accommodated  in  the  Washington  street  building.  At 
New  Worcester,  a  room  has  been  hired  in  the  engine  house ;  at 
South  Worcester,  two  schools  are  quartered  in  the  Assembly  hall ; 
the  Adriatic  school  is  full.  More  room  must  be  provided  at  New 
Worcester.  A  new  house  ought  to  be  built  for  pupils  from  La- 
martine street,  SouthWorcester  and  the  Adriatic  schools.  Atten- 
tion is  also  called  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  School 
Houses,  recommending  the  building  of  a  house  at  or  near  Yalley 
Falls. 

The  principal  changes  in  the  organization  of  the  schools  have 
been — 

The   Abandonment   of  the  Ungraded   School   on  Orange 

Street. 

This  building,  whicli  extends  from  Orange  street  to  Washing- 
ton street,  is  now  called  by  tne  latter  name,  to  distinguish  it  from 
the  Salem  street  house,  which  has  a  door  on  both  Orange  street 
and  Salem  street.  This  school  grew  out  of  the  old  Apprentices' 
school,  by  becoming  first,  a  school  for  pupils  who  could  attend 
only  a  part  of  the  year,  and  then  a  disciplinary  school  for  truants 
and  unruly  boys  and  girls.  In  this  latter  character  it  had  be- 
come unpopular;  it  had  also  become  unnecessary,  apparently, 
because  the  truant  officers  with  the  influence  of  the  masters  in  the 
several  large  schools,  could  secure  the  results  it  aimed  at.  The 
experiment  thus  far  seems  to  have  justified  itself.  To  re-open  the 
school  on  its  former  plan,  in  case  there  should  be  a  necessity  for 
it  after  its  influence  shall  have  ceased,  will  require  only  the  ap- 
pointment of  teachers.  As  a  special  school  for  pupils  in  attend- 
ance only  a  part  of  the  year,  and  without  the  odium  attaching  to 
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it  as  a  disciplinary  institution,  there  is  reason  to  think  that  we 
may  yet  have  a  place  for  it,  or  one  like  it. 

The  Absorption  of  the  Training  School. 

This  School  was  established  May,  1868.  It  was  an  attempt, 
on  the  part  of  my  predecessor  and  his  associates,  to  secure  natu- 
ral and  rational  teaching.  In  the  interest  awakened  among  both 
pupils  and  teachers  —  not  only  those  who  passed  through  its 
course  of  study  and  practice,  but  those  who  have  more  or  less 
imbibed  its  spirit  —  and  by  the  training  it  has  imparted  to  inex- 
perienced teachers,  it  has  more  than  fulfilled  the  hopes  of  its 
founders.  There  are  young  ladies  trained  in  this  school  whose 
first  year  of  teaching  in  our  schools  has  been  more  satisfactory  in 
manner  and  more  fruitful  of  good  results,  than  the  third  or 
fourth  year  of  other  young  ladies  of  equal  ability  but  no  training. 
Notable  examples  may  be  seen  from  the  last  class.  The  whole 
number  of  graduates  from  this  school  is  54 ;  of  these  40  are  now 
employed  in  our  schools  ;  and  five  have  been  married. 

The  services  of  the  excellent  Principal,  Miss  .Rebecca  Jones, 
are  retained  in  the  Normal  School.

It  was  the  purpose  of  those  who  organized  this  school  that  it 
should  grow  into  a 

State  Normal  School. 

That  purpose  has  now  been  fulfilled.  The  necessity  for  such  a 
school  in  this  county  was  discussed  at  length  in  the  report  of  the 
schools  of  this  city  for  1869. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Board,  Nov.  1,  1870,  "The  Mayor  and 
Messrs.  Williams,  Aldrich,  and  Stoddard  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
establishment  of  a  State  Normal  School  in  this  city." 

By  their  direction  the  following  petition  was  prepared,  circu- 
lated and  presented  to  the  Legislature  the  following  winter,  with 
more  than  nine  hundred  signatures : — 
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To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  Massachusetts,  in 
General  Court  Assembled  : 

The  undersigned,  inhabitants  of  Worcester  county  and  vicinity,  respectfully 
represent — 

That  in  this  county  are  84,800  pupils  who  attend  school  and  are  taught  by 
800  teachers. 

That  of  these  teachers,  yearly,  about  200  are  employed  for  the  first  time, 
and  without  previous  training  or  experience. 

That  statistics  show  that  more  than  80  per  cent,  of  all  pupils  in  the  State 
Normal  schools  live  within  a  circle  of  20  miles  from  the  building. 

That  this  county  has  a  far  smaller  percentage  in  attendance  at  those  schools 
than  any  other,  because  it  is  not  well  accommodated  in  this  respect. 

That  this  wealthy  and  populous  county,  which  cheerfully  contributes  to  the 
support  of  all  institutions  of  public  benefit,  is  entitled  to  have  this  want,  con- 
cerning her  highest  welfare,  supplied. 

"We  therefore  pray  that  a  suitable  appropriation  may  be  made  to  erect  a 
Normal  School  building  in  this  county,  and  that  more  ample  provisions  may 
be  made  to  support  the  Normal  Schools  of  the  State. 

Dec.  5,  1870. 

Accordingly  a  bill  was  passed,  which  set  apart  five  acres  of 
land,  belonging  to  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  for  a  site,  and  appro- 
priated $60,000  for  the  erection  of  a  building ;  and  by  which 
the  State  Board  of  Education  were  "authorized  and  required"  to 
erect  an  edifice  for  the  school,  provided  the  City  of  Worcester 
would  pay  to  that  Board  for  this  purpose,  the  sum  of  $15,000. 
This  appropriation  was  made  July  13th,  1871.  The  building 
was  dedicated  and  the  school  opened  September,  1874. 

At  the  dedication  the  following  paragraphs  from  the  reports  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education  were  cited  as  the  first  moves 
towards  the  establishment  of  this  school : — From  the  thirty-third,, 
published  January,  1870,  this  :  "Worcester  County  alone  would  fill 
a  Normal  School  if  it  furnished  as  many  pupils  in  proportion  to 
its  population  as  Hampden,  without  withdrawing  a  single  pupil 
from  existing  schools.  It  seems  desirable,  therefore,  that  a  Nor- 
mal school  should  be  established  in  Worcester  County."  From 
the  thirty-fourth,  January,  1871,  this :  "There  is,  however,  no 
Normal  School  easy  of  access  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  central 
part  of  the  state  ;  and  the  Board,  therefore,  deem  it  proper  to 
repeat  the  suggestion  embodied  in  the  last  annual  report,  that  a 
Normal  school  should  be  established  at  an  early  date  in  the 
county  of  Worcester."    The  first  of  these  was  preceded  by  the

discussion  in  the  Worcester  school  report  for  1869,  and  by  action 
two  years  before;  and  before  the  last  was  published,  the  petition 
for  the  school  had  been  circulated.  And  as  showing  how  good 
men  will  sometimes  fall  away,  it  must  be  stated  that  gentlemen 
who  signed  those  reports  sought  to  diminish  their  force  before 
the  legislative  committee,  and  were  at  that  time  more  interested 
in  building  boarding  houses  for  the  other  Normal  schools,  and  in 
selling  the  Hospital  land,  than  in  establishing  this  school. 

The  building  is  worthy  of  the  state  and  the  purpose  for  which 
it  is  to  be  used.  The  site  is  commanding,  accessible  from  all 
parts  of  the  county,  and  easily  enough  reached  by  all  young  per- 
sons whose  health  is  firm  enough  to  warrant  them  in  undertaking 
to  become  teachers.  The  organization  of  the  school,  and  the 
corps  of  instructors,  are  excellent.  The  attendance  is  larger  than 
the  promoters  of  this  enterprise  had  reason  to  expect.  The  peo- 
ple of  this  county  have  the  means  of  improving  their  schools  to 
an  indefinite  extent,  which  they  seem  to  be  already  appreciating 
and  employing.  There  is  one  thing,  however,  which  the  friends 
of  this  school  in  this  city  and  county  must  not  forget.  To  carry 
on  five  Normal  schools  and  make  them  in  the  highest  degree  use- 
ful, more  money  is  needed,  I  am  told,  than  is  at  present  available 
from  half  the  income  of  the  School  Fund.  Our  legislators 
must  understand  that  in  their  worthy  efforts  for  economy,  the 
people  do  not  wish  them  to  stint  the  usefulness  of  these  schools 
by  a  parsimonious  support. 

Indeed  the  last  clause  of  the  above  petition  is  evidence  of 
what  the  people  of  this  county  wish. 

The  Thomas  Street  School, 

being  near  the  Normal  school,  has  been  designated  as  a  school 
of  observation  or  practice ;  its  corps  of  teachers  will  be  such  as 
are  satisfactory  to  the  principal  of  the  Normal  school,  and  it  is 
designed  to  provide  every  possible  facility  for  students  to  learn 
the  practice  as  well  as  the  theory  of  teaching, — and  this  not  less 
in  the  interest  of  the  schools  of  Worcester  than  of  the  school 
itself. 
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has  been  taught  as  a  regular  branch  of  study  a  number  of  years 
with  encouraging  results,  but  with  less  unity  and  system  than 
could  be  desired  owing  "to  great  diversity  of  attainment  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers.  To  improve  the  instruction  in  this  respect 
a  special  teacher  was  employed  in  September.  Thus  far  the  plan 
promises  well.  The  work  of  pupils  is  very  satisfactory.  The 
teachers  of  each  grade  meet  once  a  month  for  instruction  by  the 
special  teacher. 

Free  Evening  Drawing  Schools 
were  organized  in  October  according  to  the  following  circular  : 
FREE  EVENING  DRAWING  SCHOOLS. 


The  attention  of  our  citizens,  especially  of  our  Artizans  and  Manufacturers, 
is  called  once  more  to  the  Evening  Drawing  Schools,  which  have  now  been 
in  successful  operation  four  winters.  Each  year  has  increased  the  efficiency 
and  enlarged  the  scope  of  these  classes,  besides  proving  plainly  their  practical 
bearing  upon  the  industrial  interests  of  our  city. 

Should  the  number  of  applicants  warrant  new  efforts  during  the  coining 
winter,  the  committee  hope  to  extend  still  further  the  course  of  instruction 
already  given,  and  afford  a  still  more  thorough  training  to  those  who  avail 
themselves  of  the  privileges  which  the  city  offers. 

The  following  classes,  open  to  both  sexes,  are  proposed.  Each  class  will 
be  formed  in  case  twenty  applicants  appear. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 
Class  No.  1. 

Advanced  Free-Hand  Drawing,  for  those  who  have  had  previous  instruction. 
This  class  will  draw  from  models  'and  imported  casts.  The  facilities  for  the 
study  of  figure  and  form  from  the  valuable  collection  of  casts  are  excellent ; 
and  it  is  hoped  that  all  who  join  this  class  will  make  their  attendance  constant. 

Class  No.  2. 

A  Course  in  Free-Hand  Drawing  for  Beginners.  Instruction  will  be  given 
from  the  blackboard  in  Outline,  principles  of  Design,  Perspective,  and  ele- 
mentary Model  Drawing,  and  in  copying  from  imported  examples  of  ornament 
and  figure. 
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Class  No.  3. 
A  Course  in  Instrumental  Drawing  for  Beginners. 

The  instruction  will  include  the  elements  of  plane  Geometry,  the  principles 
of  plane  projection,  intersection  of  surfaces,  etc.  Towards  the  close  of  the 
course  each  student  will  apply  the  principles  which  have  been  taught,  by  mak- 
ing working  drawings  of  some  piece  of  machinery  or  other  object  which  he 
may  himself  select,  with  the  approval  of  the  instructor. 

Class  No.  4. 

A  Second  Year's  Course  in  Instrumental  Drawing,  for  Machinists  and  Iron 
Workers.  This  class  will  make  working  drawings  of  machinery.  The  work 
will  be  so  arranged  as  to  include  all  the  processes  and  principles  involved  in 
making  plans,  elevations  and  sections  of  combinations,  and  details. 

Class  No.  5. 

A  Second  Year's  Course  of  Instrumental  Drawing,  for  Carpenters  and  Wood 
Workers.  This  class  will  make. working  plans,  sections  and  details  of  a  mod- 
ern dwelling  house,  store  front  or  something  similar.  Attention  will  be  given 
to  Coloring,  Lettering  and  finishing  the  drawings.  Instruction  will  be  given 
from  the  blackboard. 

Class  No.  6. 

A  TJiird  Year's  Course  in  Advanced  Instrumental  Drawing.  This  class  will 
consist  of  those  who  have  taken  the  course  of  instruction  in  instrumental 
drawing  two  or  more  winters,  or  who  have  had  equivalent  instruction.  At- 
tention will  be  given  to  the  execution  of  the  work  in  Shading,  Coloring,  Let- 
tering, etc.  Each  member  will  study  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher ;  but 
much  of  the  work  of  this  class,  it  is  expected,  may  be  done  at  home. 

These  classes  will  meet  at  the  Drawing-School  rooms  on  Walnut  Street. 

There  will  be  two  lessons  a  week  for  each  class  —  Monday  and  Thursday, 
or  Tuesday  and  Friday. 

The  course  for  the  first  five  classes  will  be  twenty-five  lessons  each ;  for 
No.  6,  twenty. 

Residents  of  Worcester,  over  15  years  of  age,  except  those  attending 
school,  may  enter  these  classes. 

No  one  can  honorably  join  a  class  unless  he  intends  to  devote  the  time  — 
two  evenings  a  week  —  required  for  the  full  course. 

All  applicants  will  meet  for  organization  Tuesday,  Oct.  13th,  at  7£  o'clock, 
in  High  School  Hall. 

The  Drawing  Boards,  T  Squares,  Triangles,  and  other  necessary  instru- 
ments and  materials  may  be  procured  at  the  rooms.

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Course  of  Instruction. 

The  instruction  given  has  been  for  the  most  part  similar  to  that  of  the  pre- 
vious winter, .  except  that  the  Advanced  Class  in  Free-Hand  Drawing"  were 
able  to  devote  themselves  exclusively  to  copying  from  the  imported  casts. 

In  addition  to  the  above  regular  classes,  however,  a  voluntary  class  has 
been  held,  on  Wednesday  evening,  at  the  suggestion  and  under  the  direction 
of  Messrs.  Alden  and  Higgins,  to  give  opportunity  for  more  advanced  and 
finished  work  in  Mechanical  Drawing.  "Instruction  was  given,"  according 
to  Mr.  Alden's  report,  which  is  enclosed,  "in  various  departments  of  the 
Science  and  Art,  including*  Isometric,  Perspective,  the  construction  of 
shadows,  brush  shading,  line  shading,  coloring,  the  designing  of  machines, 
plans  of  buildings,  &c." 

The  attendance  in  this  class  has  been  very  gratifying,  and  the  work  highly 
satisfactory ;  and  much  credit  is  due  to  the  two  instructors  whose  voluntary 
services  have  carried  this  new  experiment  to  so  successful  a  conclusion.  The 
Committee  recommend  that  in  case  the  work  exhibited  by  this  class  prove  as 
creditable  as  is  now  anticipated,  a  similar  class  be  made  supplementary  to  the 
regular  course  for  the  coming  year,

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From  the  Grammar  Schools  there  were  admitted  to  the  High 
School  in  July,  on  their  rank  of  75  per  cent.,  64 ;  on  examina- 
tion in  July,  50 ;  recommended  for  reexamination  in  September, 
32.  Of  these  18  were  admitted  at  the  latter  examination.  Be- 
sides these,  a  few  pupils,  who  have  from  time  to  time  during  the 
year,  moved  into  the  city,  have  been  admitted,  on  a  special  ex- 
amination, to  the  class  for  which  they  were  fitted. 

The  Sewing  School, 

to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  last  report,  closed  in  the 
month  of  May.  It  opened  Dec.  6,  1873,  with  eight  children 
and  four  teachers;  it  closed  with  117  children  and  17  teachers. 
The  number  of  different  children  in  attendance  was  147  ;  pres- 
ent the  last  day  113.  The  garments  made  and  donated  to  the 
little  makers  numbered  316.  The  cost  of  material  was  4113.04, 
all  but  $25.00  of  which  was  contributed  by  benevolent  persons. 
The  teaching  was  voluntary  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  those 
who  engaged  in  it.  A  similar  school  has  been  opened  the  pres- 
ent season. 

The  Course  of  Study 

in  the  ninth  and  lower  grades  is  in  process  of  revision.  In 
language  especially,  and  in  the  other  studies,  an  attempt  has 
been  made  to  secure  a  better  knowledge  of  the  subject  and  less 
of  the  mere  text-book.  For  English  grammar,  we  want  a 
knowledge  of  the  use  and  the  power  of  the  language ;  for  rules 
and  routine,  explanations  of  processes  in  arithmetic,  a  knowledge 
of  the  how  and  the  why  in  computing  by  numbers ;  in  geogra- 
phy, less  names  of  foreign  and  unfrequented  coasts  and  rivers, 
less  stereotyped  answers  to  unvarying  questions,  and  more 
knowledge  of  the  earth  ;  in  history,  less  cramming  of  facts, 
real  or  supposed,  and  more  comprehensive  views  of  causes  and 
their  effects  and  the  gradual  growth  and  improvement,  the  real 
progress  of  the  race.    The  modifications  in  this  course  of  study 
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have  been  made  in  part  with  the  above  aim,  and  in  part  to  pro- 
duce uniformity  as  far  as  possible  in  schools  of  the  same  grade, 
so  that  each  teacher  may  be  able  to  test,  each  half-term,  by  a 
uniform  written  examination  the  relative  progress  of  his  class. 
It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers  and  subject  to  revision. 
When  completed  it  will  take  the  place  of  - the  monthly  assign- 
ment of  work  and,  it  is  believed,  accomplish  the  same  results. 
In  these  assignments  there  appeared  one  serious  drawback.  In 
spite  of  all  that  could  be  said  to  the  contrary,  it  seemed  inevi- 
table that  the  pupils  should  become  anxious  about  them ;  and 
the  teachers  would  in  numerous  instances  spend  many  hours 
which  ought  to  be  devoted  to  rest,  in  figuring  the  results.  To 
prevent  this  in  future,  it  is  proposed  that  no  per  cents  shall  be 
estimated  of  the  results  of  the  examinations,  and  no  comparisons 
made,  except  in  the  case  of  scholars  who  need  the  stimulus 
which  this  showing  might  afford ;  a  class  the  last  to  be  affected 
by  the  influence  of  this  stimulus  as  ordinarily  applied.  If  now 
it  be  asked  what  then  is  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  ex- 
amination ?  the  answer  is  first,  the  same  as  in  any  recitation  but 
to  a  larger  extent ;  second,  to  affect  the  very  class  just  referred 
to ;  and  third,  to  inform  the  teacher  what  the  pupils  are  able  to 
accomplish  in  this  direction,  and  to  inform  the  pupils  them- 
selves ;  aud  also  to  indicate  in  a  general  w7ay,  and  that  only,  the 
relative  standing  of  the  schools,  and  to  furnish  the  teacher  a 
text  in  every  study  for  the  better  instruction  of  each  individual 
pupil. 

Change  in  the  Rules. 

The  following  sections  have  been  added  to  the  rules  : 

chap.  v. 

Sec.  5.  For  assistants  in  all  grades  below  the  High  School,  there  shall  be 
regular  minimum,  medium  and  maximum  salaries  of  $500,  $550  and  $650 
respectively.  Teachers  on  trial  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $400  or  $450  per 
annum,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  on  Teachers.  Graduates  of  the 
Worcester  Training  School  or  any  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Normal  Schools, 
and  teachers  who  have  had  two  or  more  years'  successful  experience  in  teach- 
ing in  good  schools,  may  begin  with  the  regular  salary,  or  they  may  be  placed 
on  trial  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  on  Teachers.* 

*  For  maximum  salary  see  Chap.  III.,  Sec  4. 
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Sec.  6.  The  salary  of  no  teacher  shall  be  raised  from  the  minimum  to  the 
medium  before  he  has  served  one  year,  and  only  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Teachers. 

CHAP.  III. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Teachers  shall  examine  such  candidates  for 
places  of  teachers  as  are.  presented  by  the  Superintendent  or  some  member  of 
the  Board,  and  give  certificates  to  those  who  are  found  qualified. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  inspect  the  qualifications  of 
any  teacher,  whose  name  shall  first  be  placed  on  a  record  kept  for  the  purpose, 
either  upon  their  own  motion,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in 
respect  to  the  following  particulars  : — 

First.    Successful  experience  as  mentioned  in  Chap.  V.,  Sees.  5  and  6. 
Second.    Scholarship  and  habits  of  reading,  study  and  self-improvement. 
Third.    Ability  to  interest  and  instruct  pupils. 

Fourth.    Executive  tact;  including  capacity  for  disciplining  a  school,  not 
only  thoroughly  but  easily. 
Fifth.  Health. 

2.  This  inspection  shall  continue  through  a  period  of  six  months,  and  the 
result  shall  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  this  committee.  A  report  shall 
also  be  made,  signed  by  not  less  than  four  members  of  the  committee,  certify- 
ing that  they  have  personally  examined  the  school  and  the  work  of  the  teacher, 
twice  at  least  during  this  time ;  that  he  is  superior  in  each  of  the  qualifications 
specified  above,  and  that  they  recommend  him  for  the  maximum  salary  estab- 
lished by  Chap.  V.  This  report  shall  be  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  and  placed  on  file.  If  a  second  report  of  similar  character,  and  after 
like  inspection,  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  at  least  six  months  after  the  date 
of  the  first,  the  salary  may  be  raised  to  the  maximum.  In  special  cases,  on 
the  recommendation  of  this  committee,  the  maximum  salary  may  be  dated 
back  not  more  than  six  months. 

These  changes  were  made  in  the  belief  that  poor  teachers  are 
overpaid  at  any  price  ;  that  good  teachers  are  not  be  paid  enough  ; 
and  that  the  best  service  is  no  less  valuable  in  one  grade  than 
in  another.  To  stay  in  a  Primary  School  is  easier  than  to  spend 
the  time  among  older  pupils,  who  are  bolder  in  their  practical 
rebuke  of  incompetency  ;  but  to  lead  the  youngest  pupils  in  the 
best  icay,  requires,  if  possible,  more  skill  than  to  aid  those  who 
are  better  able  to  help  themselves. 

Self  Reporting. 

This  practice  for  pupils,  is  open  to  grave  objections.  It 
inevitably  leads  to  deception  and  fraud.    At  best  it  is  only  the

casting  upon  scholars  of  a  duty  that  belongs  to  teachers  —  the 
business  of  knowing  what  goes  on  in  the  school  room.  The 
true  secret  of  all  discipline  is,  to  keep  children  so  cheerful,  and  so 
interested  and  occupied  with  study,  as  to  leave  no  room  for  play. 

The  following  action  has  never  been  rescinded  ;  its  requirement 
should  not,  therefore,  be  disregarded  : — 

Office  of  Sup't  of  Pub.  Schools, 
Worcester,  Feb.  7,  1865. 

In  the  School  Board,  April  5,  1864,  it  was  voted:  "That  the  practice  of 
SELF-REPORTING  as  at  present  in  use  in  our  Public  Schools  be  discontinued." 

In  the  School  Board,  February  5,  1865,  it  was  voted :  "  That  the  Superintend- 
ent be  instructed  to  cause  the  above  vote  of  the  Board  on  SELF-REPORTING 
to  be  printed,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  be  sent  to  every  Teacher  in  the  Public 
Schools  in  this  City,  instructing  them  that  its  terms  must  be  strictly  complied 
with." 

Noble  Examples. 

Within  the  year  two  eminent  citizens  of  Massachusetts  have 
passed  away,  whose  example  —  each  unsurpassed  in  his  sphere  — 
is  worthy  to  be  held  up  for  the  admiration  of  the  young : 
Charles  Sumner,  the  incorruptible  statesman,  and  Louis  Agassiz, 
tKe  untiring  investigator  and  teacher. 

On  the  16th  of  March,  between  the  hours  of  three  and  four 
in  the  afternoon,  during  the  obsequies  of  Mr.  Sumner  in  Bos- 
ton, the  ordinary  exercises  of  all  our  schools  were  suspended, 
and  the  time,  or  some  portion  of  it,  was  spent  by  the  teacher  of 
each  school  in  setting  forth,  according  to  the  capacity  of  the 
pupils,  the  life  and  public  services,  and  the  noble  character  of 
the  great  Senator. 

Later  in  the  Spring,  by  permission  of  the  School  Board,  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Teachers  and  Pupils' 
Fund  for  the  Agassiz  Memorial,  the  labors  and  the  enthusiasm 
of  this  great  naturalist  and  teacher  were  described  to  the  chil- 
dren, and  an  interest  in  the  objects  that  he  loved  and  studied 
was  awakened  in  them.  Penny  contributions,  or  very  small 
sums,  were  received  from  a  large  number  of  pupils,  amounting 
to  $87.23.  The  High  School,  by  an  exhibition,  raised  $85.25 
for  the  same  purpose. 
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The  amount  contributed  throughout  the  country,  previous  to 
Dec.  12,  1874,  was  $9,192.74;  and  the  number  of  contributors 
is  estimated  at  86,696.  The  number  of  contributors  is  more 
interesting  than  the  amount  contributed,  for  it  in  some  degree 
indicates  the  extent  of  the  influence  of  Asrassiz.  We  are 
taught  more  by  example  than  by  precept ;  scholarship  and  in- 
tegrity are  often  —  perhaps  oftenest  —  developed  by  seeing,  ad- 
miring and  imitating  these  qualities  in  the  great  and  the  good. 
Teachers  cannot  too  often  refer  children  to  such  examples. 

In  Closing 

this  hasty  and  imperfect  report,  it  seems  to  me  fitting  to  refer 
again  to  the  constantly  changing  conditions  of  the  society  and 
the  age  in  which  we  live ;  conditions  by  which  not  only  schools 
but  all  other  human  institutions  are  compelled  to  undergo  fre- 
quent modifications,  in  order  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  present. 
We  sometimes  meet  with  those  who  would  apply  the  same 
measure  to  the  conduct  and  the  progress  of  a  school-boy  in  the 
Worcester  of  to-day,  which  they  made  use  of  fifty  years  ago. 
We  who  are  engaged  in  training  the  youth  of  this  city,  have 
before  us,  however,  a  very  different  problem  from  that  which  was 
presented  to  the  Bancrofts,  the  Burnsides,  the  Fosters  and  the 
Goings,  fifty  years  ago.  Then,  that  first  locomotive  whose  com- 
ing and  going  was  announced  by  the  little  bell  in  the  tower,  and 
whose  trips  were  delayed  by  a  slight  fall  of  snow,  had  not  come 
into  the  Foster  street  station  from  Boston.  The  boy  of  that  day 
listened  to  the  stage  horn  instead  of  the  steam  whistle.  There 
was  for  him  less  bustle,  less  stir  and  busy  hum  of  machinery  — 
no  daily  papers  thick  as  leaves  in  Vallombrosa,  no  nervous 
click  of  the  telegraph,  the  symbol  of  a  restless,  pulsating  life. 
He  had  more  leisure,  more  time  for  thought ;  he  could  study 
individual  men  more ;  he  saw  masses  of  men  less.  The  great 
forces  of  nature  had  n*t  then  been  harnessed  so  much  as  they 
now  have,  to  move  in  smoothly  gliding  courses  or  with  noisy 
ponderous  wheels,  and  s  em  almost  instinct  with  life  and 
thought.    A  man  was  less  like  a  machine,  and  a  machine  less 
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like  a  man.  It  is  true  that  human  nature  was  the  same  then  as 
now ;  truth,  no  doubt,  is  unchanging  through  all  the  years  ;  and 
the  power  of  steam  and  electricity  are  the  same  as  when  Abra- 
ham baked  his  unleavened  bread  in  front  of  his  tent,  or  the 
Egyptian,  on  the  Banks  of  the  Nile,  wondered  at  the  lightning, 
thousands  of  years  before. 

But  we  have  a  very  different  conception  of  the  steam  and  the 
lightning  from  that  of  these  ancient  men  ;  truth,  though  un- 
changing, is  viewed  with  different  eyes  as  age  by  age  augments 
the  experience  of  the  race,  and  thus  it  lives  in  perpetual  youth; 
and  human  nature  develops  into  different  forms  and  exhibits 
itself  in  different  phases  under  the  changed  conditions  of  mod- 
ern life.  Whether  this  busy,  teeming  life,  this  hurry  and  bustle, 
is  a  real  improvement  upon  the  past,  is  not  a  question  of  prac- 
tical concern  ;  for  the  nineteenth  century  is  here  for  better  or  for 
worse,  and  it  will  not  go  back. 

More  than  the  half  of  human  knowledge  and  human  skill, 
seen  in  this  last  quarter  of  the  century,  was  wholly  unknown 
and  had  not  been  thought  of  in  the  first  quarter.  How  this 
changed  condition  affects  the  higher  institutions  of  learning  is 
seen  in  the  excellent  address  of  Rev.  Dr.  Peabody,  before  the 
National  Educational  Association  at  Detroit.    He  says  : 

"Fifty  years  ago  the  curriculum  of  a  liberal  education  could  be  easily  de- 
fined. The  branches  embraced  in  it  were  few,  and  were  nearly  or  quite  the 
same  in  all  our  higher  seminaries  of  learning ;  and  the  only  difference  between 
different  colleges  was  that  of  more  or  less  in  the  same  departments.  *  *  *  * 
The  man  who  graduated  with  fair  standing  in  his  class,  was  conscious  of  no 
glaring  deficiencies,  easily  passed  in  all  circles  as  a  highly  educated  man,  and 
could  readily  bring  himself  into  gearing  with  any  post-graduate  course  of 
study  he  might  elect. 

The  case  is  now  very  different.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  amount 
of  study  that  comes  within  the  scope  of  the  under-gracluate  curriculum  has 
been  quadrupled.  The  French  and  the  German  are  essential  parts  even  of  a 
good  school  education.  Physics  and  the  natural  sciences  have  so  grown  that 
each  department  claims  of  the  mere  novice  more. time  and  labor  than  they  all 
demanded  half  a  century  ago.  Philosophy  in  all  departments,  if  it  has  gained 
no  added  certainty  in  its  conclusions,  has  covered  a  largely  extended  territory 
with  theories  that  have  their  important  place  in  intellectual  history  and  in 
their  influence  on  current  opinion.  The  Latin  and  the  Greek  claim  of  those 
who  would  be  proficients  or  teachers  a  very  large  amount  of  minute  analyti- 
cal study ;  for  he  is  now  but  a  mere  smatterer  who  is  not  learned  in  roots  and 
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norms,  Sanscrit  derivations  and  Pan -Aryan  analogies,  no  breath  of  which 
stirred  the  still  waters  in  the  class-room  of  the  last  generation  In  fine,  there 
is  no  department  in  which  one  can  be  deemed  a  proficient  in  the  sense  in 
which  every  respectable  graduate  half  a  century  ago  was  regarded  as  a  pro- 
ficient, without  an  amount  of  study  and  discipline  necessarily  occupying  a 
period  of  time  beyond  all  proportion  exceeding  its  former  place  in  the  college 
course.  Meanwhile,  there  are  various  post-graduate  courses  of  study  and 
modes  of  life  on  which  one  enters  at  a  disadvantage,  unless  he  has  had  some 
special  collegiate  preparation.  Now  it  is  the  higher  mathematics,  now  chem- 
istry, now  political  history  or  science,  now  physiology,  not  infrequently  one 
or  more  of  the  modern  languages,  in  which  one  needs  to  be  peculiarly  well 
versed  in  order  to  fall  into  line  with  those  whose  preparation  has  been 
pursued  outside  of  college  walls." 

The  same  causes,  it  cannot  be  doubted,  affect  all  grades  of  our 
schools.  In  a  brief  school-time,  which  year  by  year  grows 
shorter  ;  in  the  midst  of  a  hurry  of  business,  a  hurry  of  men  and 
a  hurry  of  everything,  which  day  by  day  becomes  more  intense  ; 
with  the  almost  limitless  horizon  of  knowledge  and  of  thought 
constantly  extending  itself  in  all  directions ;  and  with  a  con- 
stantly rising  standard  of  general  intelligence  and  education 
which  every  one  must  reach  wTho  does  not  wish  to  occupy  a 
position  relatively  lower  —  these  are  some  of  the  conditions 
under  which  the  education  of  to-day  must  be  carried  on  ;  and 
how  to  modify  from  time  to  time,  and  organize  our  schools  so 
that  they  may  accomplish  for  each  pupil  the  best  that  is  possible 
for  him,  is  a  problem,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  fit  to  task  the 
wisest  thought. 

For  the  uniform  courtesy  extended  to  me  by  each  of  you,  and 
for  the  co-operation  of  teachers  in  every  respect,  as  well  as  for 
the  moral  support  received  from  citizens  generally  in  the 
endeavor  to  discharge  my  official  duty,  I  desire  to  return  hearty 
thanks.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE  COMMISSION  OF 

PUBLIC  GEOUNDS. 


To  The  Honorable  City  Council. 

The  provision  in  the  City  Charter  which  requires  the  Com- 
mission of  Public  Grounds,  "annually,  in  the  Month  of  January, 
to  make  and  render  a  report  of  all  their  acts  and  doings,  and  of 
the  condition  of  the  Public  Grounds  and  shade  and  ornamental 
trees  thereon,  and  on  said  Streets  and  Highways,  and  an  account 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  same,"  is  respectfully  com- 
plied with,  by  the  submission  of  the  following  Report. 

Premising,  however,  that,  by  the  action  of  the  Honorable 
Council,  the  tenure  of  office  of  the  Commissioners,  denned  and 
determined  by  the  Charter  as  "a  term  of  Three  Years,"  has  be- 
come reduced,  through  the  irregularity  or  incertitude  of  election, 
by  an  abridgment  of  from  two  to  three  weeks.  No  especially 
grave  consequences  are  to  be  apprehended  :  but  it  is  perhaps 
worth  our  while,  now  that  old  things  are  passing  away  and  all 
things  becoming  new,  to  maintain  a  decent  conformity  to  Law. 
The  Records  of  this  Commission  disclose  the  fact  that  its  Mem- 
bers are  elected  hap-hazard,  whenever  the  inclination  or  temper 
of  the  Honorable  Council  disposes  it  to  convene. 
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Thus  the  election  in  A.  D.,  1871,  occurred  upon  January  30th.

A  new  member  is  entitled  to  recognition  by  his  colleagues  after 
he  has  taken  the  official  oath.  He  may  thus  oust  his  predecessor 
before  he  has  fulfilled  his  legal  "term  of  Three  Years," — an  opera- 
tion of  which  the  validity  appears  more  than  questionable.  The* 
month  of  January  is  allowed  the  Commission  for  the  prepara- 
-  tion  of  its  Annual  Report.  The  question  might  well  arise, 
whether  a  member  newly-elected  was,  by  law,  or  should  be  suf- 
fered, a  right  to  decide  upon  the  acceptance  and  submission  of  a 
Report  relative  to  matters  whereof  the  density  of  his  ignorance 
must  be  at  least  commensurate  to  the  brevity  of  his  service.

Unexpended  and  Carried  to  New  Account,  $241  40 
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The  Shade  Trees  of  the  City,  upon  its  highways  and  through- 
out the  Public  Grounds  are  in  better  condition  than  ever  before. 
The  systematic  and  vigorous  pruning  to  which  the  larger  and 
older  Elms  have  been  subjected  for  some  years  past,  tended  to  re- 
store that  equilibrium  of  vital  forces  which  had  been  impaired  by 
work  upon  gutter  or  sidewalk.  The  injury  ocasioned  by  such 
severe  amputation  of  the  roots  was  measurably  remedied  and  the 
labor  and  expense  were  quickly  repaid  in  grateful  shade  and 
denser  foliage.  Much  attention  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  pro- 
tection of  the  young  trees,  of  which  an  unusual  number  were 
planted  within  the  last  two  years.  The  direct  attachment  of 
slats  to  the  trunk,  in  all  cases  where  it  is  of  sufficient  size,  has 
approved  itself  as  the  cheapest  and  most  effectual  safeguard.  It 
is  believed  that  the  limit  of  economy,  in  this  respect,  has  been 
reached.  Could  a  little  more  care  be  manifested,  by  the  owners 
of  estates  paying  some  slight  heed  to  that  Ordinance  which  pro- 
hibits the  "  fastening  of  animals  to  any  Ornamental  or  Shade 
Tree,  or  to  any  fence  or  other  thing  erected  for  the  protection  of 
such  Tree,"  the  work  of  this  Commission  would  be  greatly  re- 
duced. A  measure  of  precaution  that  would  almost  obviate  any 
need  of  safeguards,  might  be  found  in  an  introduction  to  the 
Police  Court  of  those  reckless  Jehus  who  race  along  our  streets 
in  their  market  wagons,  destroying  property  and  imperilling  life 
or  limb.  To  this  cause  alone  may  be  ascribed  two-thirds  of  the 
injuries  to  our  Shade  Trees  resulting  from  abrasion. 

One  hundred  and  Eighty-One  (181)  Elms  and  Maples  have 
been  planted  directly  by  the  Commission,  and  the  legal  allowance 
was  made  for  quite  a  number  of  others  which  were  set  out  by 
private  enterprise.  Guards  have  been  affixed  to  those  trees  that 
appeared  most  to  require  them,  upon  the  following-named 
streets : — Lancaster,  Highland,  Elm,  High,  Chandler,  Chatham, 
Park  Avenue,  King,  Kingsbury,  Shrewsbury,  Pleasant,  West, 
Agricultural,  Chestnut,  Hollywood,  Charlton,  Loudon,  Oak, 
Woodland,  Cedar,  Sever,  Main,  John,  Linden,  William,  Walnut, 
and  Shelby  St/  Place.  There  are  on  hand  Twenty  (20)  large 
boxes  of  12  slats  each  ;  Thirty-two  (32)  small  boxes  of  3  ^S)4  slats 
each  ;  and  Three  Hundred  and  Fifty  (350)  slats  suitable  and  de- 
signed for  nailing  directly  to  tree-trunks. 
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The  Nursery  of  Elms  and  Maples  that  was  started  in  1872, 
upon  the  South- West  corner  of  Elm  Park,  by  its  thrifty  condition, 
amply  vindicates  the  sagacity  of  the  Commission.  During  the 
past  season  considerable  labor  has  been  expended  in  thinning 
them  out  to  a  proper  distance,  furnishing  more  and  needed  space 
for  their  shapely  expansion.  It  cannot  be  a  great  while,  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  nature,  before  the  Public  Grounds  and  streets 
of  the  City  may  derive  from  this  source  of  supply  all  the  Shade 
Trees  that  can  be  judiciously  planted. 

Some  of  the  finest  trees  in  Elm  Park,  which  have  developed 
to  size  and  symmetry ;  since  that  clearing-up  of  marsh  and  swamp 
whereof  the  tradition  daily  grows  more  dim  and  the  memory  of 
which  is  retained  by  few ;  have  been  the  prey  of  an  insect — de- 
scribed by  Harris  as  Stenochorus  (Elaphidion)  putator.  He  es- 
pecially affects  the  Oak — the  genus  which,  from  its  sluggish  gen- 
eration and  tardy  development,  is  hardly  replaced  and  can  least 
be  spared.  In  the  somewhat  rough  characterization  of  this  Oak- 
Pruner,  by  one  who  had  studied  his  subject  and  observed  its 
ravages,  we  are  taught  that  the  "  fellow  would  not  be  so  very 
objectionable,  if  he  did  not  prune  too  closely  and  had  sense 
enough  to  know  where  the  pruning  was  needed.  But,  like  some 
senseless  horticulturist,  he  slashes  right  and  left,  without  any  re- 
gard to  beauty  or  symmetry,  and  down  come  the  twigs,  and  some- 
times quite  large  branches.  The  workman  always  falls  with  the 
twig  and  goes  into  the  ground  to  pupate.  It  seems  he  has  sense 
enough  to  look  out  for  himself  and  fall  with  the  twig.  The 
means  of  preventing  its  increase  is  to  gather  and  burn  the  prim- 
ings before  the  perfect  insect  comes  out  to  lay  eggs  for  another 
crop  which  it  deposits  in  the  axils  of  the  leaves." 

The  Common  has  required,  and  therefore  received,  a  merely 
watchful  oversight  and  jealous  attention.  The  Paths  had  to  be 
kept  in  good  repair ;  the  gutters  to  be  cleaned ;  and  the  grass  to 
be  clipped  as  often  as  needed  for  the  sake  of  a  creditable  appear- 
ance. Yet  even  this,  with  some  other  inevitable  cares,  demands 
the  constant  toil  of  a  laborer,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  per- 
sonal supervision  on  the  part  of  this  Commission.  It  is  believed 
that  both  were  faithfully  bestowed. 

The  Monument,  to  the  Memory  of  our  Soldiers  who  fell  in 
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the  late  Civil  War,  was  finally  dedicated  upon  the  spot  selected 
by  the  appointed  Committee,  amid  the  waving  of  banners,  the 
notes  of  martial  music,  and  the  inspiration  of  ever- welcome  if 
familiar  oratory.  Beauty  lent  her  charm  to  the  occasion  and 
Nature  put  on  her  fairest  adornment.  This  Commission  strove 
for  years,  with  might  and  main,  to  enforce  the  location  of  that 
Monument  upon  some  other  site.  After  the  final  determination, 
by  the  City  Council,  that  it  should  be  placed  upon  the  N.  E.  cor- 
ner of  the  Common,  no  attempt  was  made  to  interpose  any  further 
obstacles.  Instead,  a  cordial  co-operation  was  tendered  to  the 
Committee,  the  pleasant  results  of  which,  it  is  trusted,  were 
materially  conducive  to  the  felicitous  consummation. 

The  grounds  around  the  base  of  the  Monument  were  necessari- 
ly left  unfinished.  This  Commission  did  not  deem  it  wise  to  as- 
sume the  task  of  completion,  with  frost  so  imminent.  The  work 
however  will  be  commenced  in  the  coming  Spring ;  and  its  cred- 
itable accomplishment  is  hoped  for,  although  the  problem  is  by  no 
means  of  easy  solution. 

The  Fence  around  the  Common  could  not  be  in  a  worse  condi- 
tion. Rails  are  missing  or  broken,  and  even  the  stone  posts  are- 
fractured.  A  long  step  has  been  taken  towards  a  remedy  for 
this  state  of  things,  which  this  Commission  is  powerless  to  change 
without  more  means  then  the  Honorable  Council  is  apt,  in  this 
hour  of  political  penury,  to  appropriate  for  such  a  purpose.  To 
quote  from  our  last  previous  Report :  — 

"Early  in  the  spring  of  A.  D.  1873,  this  Commission,  desiring 
that  improvements  in  this  respect  should  keep  pace  with  the 
reclamation  of  the  territory,  petitioned  the  Honorable  Council  to 
set  a  substantial  kerbstone  along  the  line  of  Park  Street,  where 
there  is  none  at  present,  said  kerb  being  dressed  to  an  acute  edge 
atop,  and  rising  six  inches  above  the  crown  of  the  path  inside. 
This  kerb  could  be  placed  upon  the  existing  stone  posts,  if 
thought  advisable,  they  being  broken  otf  short  for  the  purpose.  If 
desired,  an  independent  base  might  be  used,  rings  being  let  into 
those  posts  to  fasten  animals  thereto,  so  as  to  insure  a  more  rigid 
blockade  of  the  street.  This  request  for  a  trial  of  what  can 
scarcely  be  regarded  as  an  experiment,  is  respectfully  renewed. 
A  commencement  might  well  be  made  upon  the  north  side  of 
Park  Street." 

This  suggestion  has  been  realized.    When  it  was  determined 
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to  pave  Park  Street,  in  the  Summer  of  1874,  the  Highway  Com- 
mittee, which  has  recently  done  so  much  for  the  advancement 
and  maintenance  of  our  material  prosperity,  concluded  to  carry 
into  effect  the  plan  of  this  Commission.  The  neat  and  substan- 
tial kerb  which  now  adorns  the  Southern  boundary  of  the  Com- 
mon, and  retains  its  foot-path,  will  endure  as  a  permanent  memo- 
rial of  their  sound  judgment.  Though  not  quite  a  realization 
of  the  hopes  of  the  Commission,  it  is  such  an  improvement  upon 
the  wreck  that  it  replaces,  that  he  must  be  a'  carping  critic  indeed 
who  would  find  fault  with  its  lack  of  artistic  grace.  As  an  act 
of  simple  justice  to  the  Highway  Committee  it  should  be  stated 
that  some  additional  expense  was  incurred,  over  and  above  the 
cost  of  an  ordinary  street  kerb-stone ;  because  of  the  conspicuous 
position  and  public  use  for  which  it  was  designed.  A  claim  for 
the  sum  of  that  excess  was  presented  to  this  Commission.  Pay- 
ment has  been  declined  for  sufficient  reasons.  One, —  that 
although  the  fruit  of  its  advice,  this  Commission  had  made  no 
estimate,  asked  no  appropriation  and  of  course,  had  got  none. 
Another  —  that  abutters  are  not  charged  with  the  expense  of 
kerb-stones,  and  that  even  if  they  were,  the  City  being  the 
abutter  upon  both  sides  would  merely  put  a  stone  in  one  end  of 
its  sack  to  counterbalance  the  grain  in  the  other.  But  finally  and 
most  conclusive  upon  the  Highway  Committee,  whose  members 
are  not  wholly  ,  unfamiliar  with  financial  straits,  because  this  Com- 
mission lacked  funds  !  But  the  work  was  done,  well  and  wisely ; 
and  should  be  paid  for  from  the  City  Treasury,  without  the  absurd 
legerdemain  of  a  paper  debit  and  credit  between  two  municipal 
departments. 

The  Commission  of  Public  Grounds  would  most  respectfully, 
but  urgently,  impress  upon  the  Honorable  Council  the  wisdom 
of  continuing  a  work  so  successfully  begun.  Salem  Square 
should  not  longer  be  tolerated  as  a  public  eye-sore.  A  decent 
regard  should  be  had  for  simple  appearance  and  some  considera- 
tion manifested  for  the  very  respectable  Religious  Societies 
which  have  there  planted  their  Houses  of  Worship.  Has  not  the 
time  come  to  stop  the  Wood  and  Hay, —  matters  of  indispensable 
necessity  but  yet  susceptible  of  regulation, —  upon  the  outskirts 

of  the  City ;  at  Lincoln  and  Webster  Squares  for  instance  where 
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facilities  for  measuring  and  weighing  already  exist.  Then,  a 
sufficient  street  being  left  open,  the  remainder  of  the  Square 
could  be  restored  to  the  Common,  from  which  it  was  needlessly 
wrested ;  and  the  Eastern  boundary  completed  as  well  as  defined 
by  a  continuation  of  the  new  Ornamental  Kerb.  A  speedy  de- 
cision of  this  matter,  which  cannot  be  postponed  much  longer  at 
any  rate,  would  materially  facilitate  the  labor  imposed  upon  this 
Commission  of  putting  in  good  order  the  ground  adjacent  to  the 
Soldiers'  Monument. 

The  period  of  time  wherein  the  South-Eastern  branch  of  Lake 
Avenue  is  possible  of  construction,  without  subjection  of  the 
city  to  land-damages,  terminates  upon  the  Twenty-Second  (22d) 
day  of  next  September.  The  views  of  this  Commission  have  been 
expressed  often  enough  to  spare  a  necessity  for  their  repetition. 
The  actual  execution  of  the  work,  so  far  as  it  has  been  accom- 
plished ;  and  so  far  will  never  be  far  enough  until  it  attains  com- 
pletion ;  justifies  faith  and  exceeds  the  hopes  of  the  most  sanguine. 
It  is  not  a  case  of  mining  for  precious  metals  ;  where  the  chance 
stroke  of  bar  or  pick  may  reveal  a  latent  treasure  of  ore  or  nug- 
get. Just  a  disclosure  of  the  country ; — too  often  and  arrogantly 
neglected  by  officials  who,  in  their  superfluous  revel  of  such  urban 
luxuries  as  Gas,  Pavement,  and  Sidewalk,  forget  that  sub-urban 
enjoyments  are  restricted  to  kerosene  and  mud.  This  Commission 
does  not  waver  in  its  convictions,  nor  flinch  from  their  open, 
seasonable  and  frank  expression.  It  suggested  the  Avenue 
around  the  City, — somewhat,  to  reduce  and  equalize  the  price  of 
land ;  as  much  to  encourage  and  induce  the  ownership  and  im- 
provement of  comfortable  homesteads,  (an  acre  or  less,)  by  our 
mechanics,  whose  settlement,  in  turn,  would  occupy  the  roads  ; 
but,  above  all,  as  an  apt  and  adequate  justification  of  the  protest, 
rapidly  growing  in  popular  appreciation,  against  those  Gradgrinds 
of  Materialism  and  the  Ward-Caucus  who  are  reluctant  alike  to 
concede  a  Golden  Age  heretofore  or  to  anticipate  enjoyment  in 
the  future  Utopia. 

"  Dost  thou  think,  because  thou  art  virtuous, 
There  shall  be  no  more  Cakes  and  Ale?  " 

There  are  men  living  in  Worcester  who  have  purchased  and  still 

own  books  of  their  own,  but  who  submit,  without  a  murmur,  to 
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the  virtual  confiscation  of  their  substance  that  the  support  and  in- 
crement of  a  Public  Library  exacts.  The  same  men,  or  others 
more  numerous,  buy  Tripe  or  Turkey,  (and  which  is  a  matter  of 
taste,)  of  Alderman  or  Councilman  indiscriminately  ;  and  are 
satisfied  to  pay  for  their  dinners  without  applying  the  discs  upon 
the  tentacles  of  Trade  to  that  exhausted  receiver — the  City 
Treasury.  Let,  however,  a  citizen,  influenced  by  a  sense  of 
official  responsibility  or  of  private  duty,  advise  a  policy  that  may 
not  promise  immediate  benefit,  yet  which  is  of  certain  ultimate 
advantage  ;  and,  if  it  will  warrant  the  scintilla  of  a  suspicion, 
that  individual  might  ensue  upon  public  gain, 

"  Tray,  Blanche,  and  Sweetheart, 
Little  dogs  and  all," 

unite  in  a  chorus  of  local  and  selfish  denunciation.  Dispensing 
with  lavish  profusion  those  Sewers,  Streets  and  Sidewalks,  to 
catch  which  their  porringers  were  ever  upturned,  (than  which  the 
crumbs  that  fell  from  the  table  of  Dives  were  craved  less  greed- 
ily), these  men,  who  outshrieked  the  daughter  of  the  horse-leech 
in  her  importunate  cry  of  "  Give  !  Give  !  "  now  that  pay-day  has 
come  become  at  once  hoarse  as  the  screech-owl  in  their  dissonant 
clamor  of — "  Fay  as  you  go  !  or  Go  not  at  all !  " 

The  precise  location  of  the  Avenue  by  the  Lake  has  been 
objected  to  :  and  it  is  urged  that  it  should  approximate  the  Water 
more  nearly.  But  actual  inspection,  in  fact,  will  show  that  a 
road-way  of  the  desired  width  could  not  be  constructed,  over  the 
palisades,  save  at  immoderate  expense ;  and  that  it  was  wisdom, 
after  all,  not  less  than  good  taste,  that  dictated  the  much-abused 
bifurcation.  But,  after  all,  if  the  Avenue  is  too  far  from  the 
Lake,  the  Lake  will  undoubtedly  approach  the  Avenue  ;  when- 
ever the  manufacturers  in  the  valley  shall  exercise  the  rights 
which  they  are  understood  to  have  acquired,  partially  at  least,  of 
augmenting  the  volume  of  water  by  raising  the  dam.  Our 
Municipal  rights  in  and  to  the  Lake  are  of  usufruct,  and  can, 
in  no  degree  be  impaired  by  an  increase  of  its  volume.  Instead, 
are  they  likely  to  be  lost  by  the  fatuous  neglect  to  avail  our- 
selves of  a  priceless  benefit. 

It  has  been  charged  by  men  of  parts  rather  than  brains,  that 
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this  system  of  Avenues  was  designed  for  the  display,  and  train- 
ing to  extreme  speed,  of  fast  horses.  No  accusation  could  be 
more  unjust.  The  projectors  of  those  broad  Avenues  ; — Lake, 
and  Park,  upon  the  East  and  West; — Hope,  and  Faith,  to  the 
South  or  North ; — had  higher  and  nobler  aspirations.  They 
looked  forward  to  the  possible  development  of  civic  enterprises  ; 
to  the  augmentation  of  private  wealth, — not  their  own  ; — and 
generally  to  the  betterment  of  the  whole  community.  But  the 
most  sanguine  never  suffered  himself  to  dream  that  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Lake  shore  would  be  largely  instrumental  in  causing 
the  construction  of  a  Railway,  that  has,  within  less  than  a  single 
year,  transported  upwards  of  One  Hundred  and  fifty  Thousand 
(150,000)  passengers  ;  or  of  steamboats,  in  whose  pleasant  excur- 
sions Twenty-Six  Thousand  persons  (26,000)  should  find  innocent 
recreation.  Yet  they  disclaim,  with  pious  indignation,  the  slight- 
est anticipation,  or  even  suspicion,  of  a  self-denying  ordinance 
that  shall  restrict  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  these  Avenues  to  the 
Horse  and  prohibit  their  enjoyment  by  the  Ass  ! 

No  !  if  economy  is  actually  desired  and  earnestly  sought,  its 
way,  like  the  path  of  the  righteous,  will  not  be  as  straight  or 
smooth  as  Lake  or  Park  Avenues,  yet  it  may  be  discerned  with 
ease.  It  will  be  found  in  individual  frugality  ;  in  the  practice  of 
those  minor  virtues  which,  as  they  involve  aud  require  self-denial, 
we  so  often  preach — to  others.  Municipal  officers  must  cease 
interchanging  visits  ; — pleasant  doubtless  ; — but  the  cost  of  which 
rarely  depletes  the  private  purse.  Citizens  must  relinquish  that 
system  of  large-hearted  and  open-handed  hospitality,  (and  they 
are  giving  it  up  fast  enough  ! )  which  once  characterized  Worcester 
above  all  places  in  the  Commonwealth.  Our  AVives  and  Daughters 
must  discontinue  the  lavish  use  and  wear  of  Satins  and  Silks, 
arrayed  in  which  they  do  not  even  vie  with  the  lilies  of  the  field  ; 
and  our  merchants  must  cease  to  tempt  feminine  desire  with  such 
extravagant  but  needless  raiment.  In  this  way, — and  so 
thoroughly, — may  we  get  great  gains  that  shall  be  useless  ;  since 
they  cannot  be  taken  to  the  next  world  and  parsimony  is  the 
novel  and  strange  motto  for  this.  Tims  indeed  can  we  realize  the 
ideal  of  the  modern  Reformer.  Thereafter  shall  Worcester, 
fallen  with  her  leaders  into  the  ditch  of  railroad  investment, 
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emerge  without  them, — wiser,  if  not  so  clean  as  before.  There- 
after shall  we  accumulate  riches  to  submerge  in  Ass-urance 
Companies,  not  necessarily  unsound  of  themselves,  but  failures 
notwithstanding  less  from  the  mis-location  of  policies  than  of 
brains.  So  shall  our  savings  go  to  build  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
roads ;  or  to  purchase  Denver  City  &  St.  Jo.  Bonds,  and  those 
countless  similar  luxuries  wherewith  the  Modern  Financial 
Reformer  delights  to  catch  his  gudgeons  and — add  to  the  solid 
wealth  of  W orcester !  After  all  this,  and  in  lack  of  other 
delusion,  we  shall  have  left,  when  the  next  crash  comes,  the  satis- 
faction of  ready,  old  scapegoats  in  Avenue,  Sewer,  and  Water. 
True — we  clamored  for  these  latter  ;  but  so  did  the  Jews  for  a 
King !  And  the  pedigree  of  our  Jews  is  unimpeachable. 
Having  wasted  our  substance  ;  scattering  it  broadcast  from  the  sea 
coast  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  whithersoever  there  appeared  even 
a  nebula  of  cent-per-cent ;  how  natural,  as  the  dream  of  ill-gotten 
wealth  dissolves,  to  decry  those  obligations  that  are  simply  the 
measure  of  reluctance  to  pay  !  Because  the  money  that  is  earned 
at  home  is  not  spent  at  home.  For  the  reason  that  our  women 
go  abroad  for  purple  and  fine  linen,  and  our  men  put  their  money 
out  at  usury  instead  of  into  bricks  and  mortar.  How  easy  to 
enjoy  palpable,  permanent  benefits  and — denounce  their  authors  ! 
Human  nature  changes  slowly,  if  at  all :  and  when,  now  as  in  the 
days  of  yore,  "  the  grinders  cease  because  they  are  few,  and  the 
doors  are  shut  in  the  streets  when  the  sound  of  the  grinding  is 
low ; "  may  not  the  cause  be  latent  in  a  lurking  apprehension 
that  the  grist  will  be  lost  ?  The  Toll  due  to  the  Commission  of 
Public  Grounds  will  be  left  to  Time  for  collection. 

This  Commission  desires  most  earnestly  to  invite  the  attention 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  the  whole  subject  of  the  moving 
of  buildings  through  the  public  streets.  For  three  successive 
years  have  questions  arisen,  not  necessarily  affecting  the  Com- 
mission of  Public  Grounds  ;  as  has  been  judicially  decided ; 
but  which  their  fellow-citizens  not  unnaturally  suppose  to  be 
included  in  its  jurisdiction.  During  the  year  A.  D.  1871, 
application  was  made  to  Mayor  Earle  for  leave  to  move  the  house 
of  the  late  William  Brown  through  Pleasant  Street.  That  most 
courteous  gentleman  and  vigilant  functionary  inspected  the  route, 
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in  company  with  the  contractor,  Mr.  Babcock,  and  the  Chairman 
of  this  Commission.  Finding  that  there  were  but  Twenty-Five 
Feet  (25)  between  the  kerb-stones,  Mr.  Babcock  declined  to 
assume  the  responsibility  of  the  damage  inevitable  upon  the  pass- 
age of  so  large  a  building  as  a  whole.  Here,  the  matter  rested. 
Subsequently,  during  the  official  terra  of  Mayor  Yerry,  the 
desired  permission  was  obtained,  a  condition  being  established 
that  the  house  should  be  moved  in  sections. 

But  it  was  reserved  for  A.  D.  1873,  to  see  this  matter  brought 
to  a  head.  During  the  Spring  of  that  year  the  mansion  of  Hon. 
Isaac  Davis  was  started  upon  its  travels  from  that  spot  whereon 
it  had  so  long  rested — a  conspicuous  landmark.  The  obstruction 
to  the  chief,  and  then  only,  thoroughfare  of  the  City  was  so  great ; 
and  the  injury  to  the  limbs  and  at  times  trunks  of  trees  such 
because  of  its  mass,  although  in  sections  ;  that  the  demand  became 
loud  and  incessant  for  a  remedy.  Such  was  promised,  for  the 
moment,  by  the  intervention  of  the  Horse-Railway  Company. 
But  that  Corporation  quickly  decided  that  its  track  was  occupied 
to  better  advantage  than  it  would  be  were  its  own  cars  running, 
and  therefore  made  "  friends  of  the  mammon  of  unrighteousness." 
Finally,  at  the  instance  and  with  the  cordial  co-operation  of  His 
Honor,  Mayor  Jillson,  whom  it  is  not  too  late  to  thank  thus 
publicly,  this  Commission  applied  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
for  an  injunction.  It  matters  not  whether  the  exact  issue  in  this 
particular  case  was  presented  with  sufficient  precision  ;  the  action 
of  the  Aldermen,  at  the  time,  having  been  understood  to  be 
informal  and  void.  The  decision  of  the  Judge,  in  chambers, 
covered  the  essential  point  of  Jurisdiction,  which  was  the  main 
issue  to  be  ascertained  after  all.  That  decision  of  Mr.  Justice 
Morton,  rescued  from  newspaper  files,  is  inserted  here  that  it  may 
go  upon  record  for  the  guidance  of  all  concerned. 

SUPREME  JUDICIAL  COURT— In  Chambers,  Aug.  12— Morton,  J. 
Edward  W.  Lincoln  et  al.  vs.  Benjamin  W.  Dean  et  al. — This  was  an  applica- 
tion by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Grounds  of  the  City  of  Worcester  for 
an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  moving  a  building  through  cer- 
tain streets,  upon  the  ground  that  it  would  injure  and  destroy  certain  shade 
trees,  under  an  ordinance  of  the  city,  which  provides  that  no  person  shall  dig 
up,  cut  down,  or  in  any  way  injure  any  tree  standing  in  the  streets  of  the  city 
without  first  getting  the  consent  in  writing  of  these  commissioners,  and  they 
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claim  that  the  defendants  in  violating  this  ordinance  can  be  enjoined  as  prayed 
for.  But  the  court  deemed  this  a  misapplication  of  their  rights  as  com- 
missioners on  shade  trees,  that  they  might  for  the  same  reason  ask  to  enjoin 
the  mayor  and  aldermen  from  paving  the  streets,  because  it  would  injure  and 
destroy  the  shade  trees.  The  injunction  was  refused. 
H.  L.  Parker  for  complainants  ;  George  F.  Hoar  for  respondents. 

The  privilege  of  felling  shade  trees  existing  in  the  sidewalks, 
which  may  appear  to  the  purchaser  of  a  building  in  his  way,  is 
not  touched.  Unless,  therefore  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall 
claim  to  be  participants  in  that  "  sole  care,  superintendence,  and 
management  of  the  shade  and  ornamental  trees  standing  and 
growing  in  or  upon  any  of  the  public  streets  and  highways  "  of 
Worcester  which,  by  the  Charter  is  confided  to  the  Commission 
of  Public  Grounds  ;  that  annoyance  will  be  endured  by  those 
who  have  hitherto  tolerated  it  from  a  controlling  sense  of  duty. 

A.  D.  1874,  permission  was  given  to  Dr.  Henry  Clarke  to 
move  his  dwelling-house,  upon  Chestnut  Street,  westward.  It 
was.  but  the  toss  of  a  copper  whether  he  should  buy  a  lot  of 
land  from  the  Chairman  of  this  Commission  or  the  latter  should 
buy  the  house.  Ultimately, — the  last  named  course  was  adopted  ; 
with  an  express  understanding  and  covenant  that  Mr.  Lincoln 
would  receive  the  building,  delivered  upon  his  land  by  Mr.  Ben- 
jamin C.  Jacques.  The  Chairman  of  this  Commission  stated, 
over  and  over  again,  that  he  would  not  suffer  himself  to  be 
placed  in  a  position  that  would  preclude  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties  to  the  city,  so  long  as  he  held  office.  Well — the  first 
section  of  the  house  was  started  to  the  extreme  detriment  of  a 
horse-chestnut  tree.  Thereupon — in  rapid  succession,  indignation 
meetings  upon  the  kerb-stone,  with  informal  congregation  of 
Aldermen,  and  subsequent  virulence  in  the  press.  Complaint  had 
meanwhile  been  made  by  the  Chairman  of  this  Commission  to 
the  City  Marshal  who  found,  upon  careful  investigation,  that  the 
sub-contractor,  Mr.  Benjamin  W.  Dean,  was  blameless  in  the 
premises  ;  an  ice-cart  and  a  loaded  team  having  driven  over  the 
well-secured  chain  that  was  used  as  a  guy,  thereby  giving  it  a 
wrench  that  nothing  could  withstand. 

An  additional  grievance  appeared  to  consist  in  the  selection  of 
a  route  through  Chestnut  Street ;  and  the  question  was  asked, — 
why  not  go  through  Pleasant  ?  To  this  the  answer  was,  that  the  way 
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chosen  was  the  nearest;  by  far  the  widest;  and,  beyond  comparison, 
least  obstructed  by  trees.  It  was  an  express  stipulation  of  Mr.  Lin- 
coln that  the  route  via  Chestnut  Street  should  be  adopted,  as  he 
insisted  that  the  good  people  upon  Pleasant  Street  ought  not  to 
have  their  patience  tried  too  often  or  severely.  The  municipal 
license  had  hot  insisted  that  the  building  should  take  an  especial 
direction  ;  and  was  it  to  "  come  betwixt  the  wind  and "  any 
"  nobility  "  why  not  upon  Chestnut  Street !  That  the  grievance 
was  private,  having  no  relation  to  public  inconvenience,  may  per- 
haps be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  it  is  proposed  to  solicit  leave 
to  move  a  dwelling-house  upon  Pleasant  Street ;  in  whose  sale,  as 
well  as  in  the  final  disposition  of  the  land  whereon  it  now  stands, 
some  of  those  very  gentlemen  living  upon  or  traversing  Chestnut 
Street  are  presumed  to  take  a  pious  share.  Nevertheless,  it  has 
been  found  that  many  a  man  has  moved  buildings  once,  who 
never  repeated  the  job.  And  it  may  well  be  that,  in  .the  par- 
ticular instance  under  review,  the  first  remuneration  received  by 
the  Chairman  for  his  investment,  may  take  the  shape  of  an  invita- 
tion from  our  polite  Collector  and  Treasurer  to  pay  some  more 
taxes. 

His  Honor,  Mayor  Davis  (E.  L.)  who  so  recently  presided  over 
your  deliberations  with  customary  grace  and  innate  suavity, 
remarked  in  his  inaugural  address  that  "  as  the  period  within 
which  the  City  may  take  this  property  "  (Newton  Hill,)  "  extends 
two  years  from  April  15,  1873,  I  have  no  desire  to  press  the 
subject  upon  your  attention  now,  being  perfectly  willing  to  abide 
the  time  when  it  shall  naturally  claim  your  consideration." 
Patience  is  a  virtue,  illustrated  by  none  more  conspicuously  than 
by  the  Commission  of  Public  Grounds.  Nevertheless,  the  advice 
of  the  Commission  holds  good ;  and  its  application  is  strength- 
ened by  reflection  upon  each  peril  escaped,  every  degree  of  cold 
that  substitutes  Ice  for  the  fluid  that  should  constitute  our  means 
of  salvation.  Incendiarism  among  wooden  rookeries,  on  Pleas- 
ant or  Main  Streets,  does  not  diminish  our  ever  imminent  danger 
if  it  promotes  the  discipline  and  efficiency  of  the  Fire  Department. 
This  Commission  calls  the  attention  of  the  Honorable  Council 
to  the  fact  that  the  two  (2)  years  specified  by  the  late  Mayor  will 
shortly  lapse ;  and  that  the  question  to  be  determined  is,  whether 
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sectional  jealousy  or  private  greed  shall  prevent  the  consumma- 
tion of  one  of  those  plans  for  civic  improvement  which  it  is  the 
fortune  of  few  to  advocate,  and  the  lot  of  fewer  still  to  achieve. 
This  Commission  assumes  as  its  own  and  gives  renewed  expression 
to  the  opinions  advanced  by  its  Chairman  in  the  Joint  Convention 
of  both  branches  of  the  Honorable  Council,  upon  the  thirteenth 
day  of  last  April. 

"  Must  not  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  our  possible  future 
exemption  from  a  ruinous  conflagration  be  found  in  an  abundant 
supply  of  water  and  the  amplest  facilities  for  its  immediate  and 
direct  application  ?  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  cheapest,  sim- 
plest, and  perhaps  only  effective  method  of  supply  must  be  sought 
in  storage.  The  construction  of  reservoirs  upon  our  hills  will 
provide  a  partial  remedy.  The  use  of  adequate  and  independent 
pipes,  for  the  delivery  of  water  from  those  reservoirs  which 
might  with  propriety  be  termed  our  municipal  safeguards,  would 
complete  it.  A  concurrence  of  untoward  circumstances  may  ren- 
der all  precautions  nugatory.  But  in  the  ashes  of  our  burned 
city,  and  in  the  blank  despair  of  our  vanished  prosperity,  we 
should  not  have  to  reproach  ourselves  that  all  might  have  been 
avoided,  had  we  but  displayed  the  commonest  prudence. 

We  have  just  had  another  serious  warning  upon  how  slight 
chances  rests  our  immunity.  What  the  loss  was  may  be  exactly 
computed.  What  it  might  have  been,  the  imagination  shrinks 
irom  depicting. 

With  such  a  hurricane  as  has  blown  throughout  much  of  March, 
is  it  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  flames  would  have  been  fanned 
into  a  fury  that  might  have  devastated  the  southern  half  of  Wor- 
cester, <  rolling  up  like  a  scroll '  those  superb  blocks  that  have  late- 
ly arisen  to  adorn  and  enrich  our  noble  Main  Street !  Every 
available  means  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  was  employed. 
All  that  energy  and  skill  could  do  was  lavishly  exerted.  Yet  it 
remains  to  be  confessed  that  the  flames,  with  everything  in  our 
favor,  were  simply  confined  to  their  original  limits.  Had  every- 
thing been  adverse,  who  shall  define  the  limits  within  which  they 
could  have  been  restricted  ?  That  a  conflagration,  so  located, 
should  do  no  greater  harm,  is  wonderful.  That  any  future  one 
should  be  allowed  to  become  equally  threatening,  when  its  pre- 
vention, or  quick  suppression,  is  merely  a  question  of  dollars  and 
cents,  is  a  reflection  upon  your  fitness  to  occupy  these  seats  which 
my  confidence  in  your  sagacity  and  courage  will  not  permit  me  to 
advance. 

1  shall  not  insult  your  intelligence  by  discussing  the  advantages 
of  using  gravitation  as  a  method  of  extinguishing  fires.  Were 
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argument  needed  by  this  Honorable  Council,  thus  specially  con- 
vened, I  might  safely  leave  it  to  the  expert  mechanicians  of  whom 
our  City  is  full  and  whose  competent  representatives  are  present 
to-night.  I  take  the  principle  of  gravitation,  and  its  convenience 
of  employment  for  granted. 

Need  I  repeat  here,  and  to  this  convention,  the  geographical 
reasons  in  favor  of  availing  ourselves  of  Newton  Hill,  to  protect 
the  three  western  wards  of  the  City  ?  Must  I  state  again  that  its 
summit  is  six  feet  above  the  level  of  high  water  at  Bell  Pond ; 
or  call  your  attention  oyer  and  over  again  to  its  proximity  to  the 
Oread,  the  Jaques  Hospital,  or  the  Technical  Institute  ?  All  that 
has  been  told  and  reiterated  even  to  wearisomeness.  Your  con- 
stituents made  it  a  reality,  and  have  empowered  you  to  give  prac- 
tical effect  to  their  decision,  at  the  polls. 

Is  there  a  valid  reason  why  you  should  not  ?  If  Newton  Hill 
could  be  obtained  for  nothing  the  opportunity  would  be  eagerly 
seized.  But  that,  nor  aught  else,  can  be  procured  gratuitously 
in  these  days.  If  then,  a  price  must  be  paid  for  it,  (  and  that  it 
must  your  application  to  the  General  Court  concedes),  may  not 
its  amount  be  measured  somewhat  by  the  object  to  be  attained, — 
the  security  of  a  city  from  destruction  and  the  consequent  par- 
alysis or  entire  annihilation  of  its  material  prosperity !  Burn  down 
the  western  half  of  our  City,  and  the  goats  of  Wards  Two  and 
Four  may  browse  unmolested  around  their  deserted  railway  sta- 
tions. Upon  the  precise  measure  of  the  value  of  that  Hill,  I  do 
not  dwell,  as  it  is  a  matter  for  your  determination.  For  any  un- 
reasonable demand  you  have  secured  a  remedy  from  the  Leg- 
islature. 

One  thing  must  not  be  overlooked  in  this  connection.  Should 
that  hill,  passing  from  you,  be  sold,  graded,  and  built  upon,  you 
would  be  obliged  to  force  water  up  the  ascent  for  the  supply  of 
the  residents  at  great  expense,  in  inadequate  amount,  and  with 
diminishing  head;  laying  down  pipes  that  would  be  a  further 
drain  upon  what  is  already  insufficient.  Without  a  reservoir, 
you  expend  force.    With  one,  you  accumulate  it. 

But  it  will  be  contended,  why  not  avail  ourselves  of  the  High 
Service  (so-called),  taking  the  water  directly  from  the  main  ?  To 
this  the  answer  should  suffice  in  homely  but  expressive  phrase, 
that  it  "puts  too  many  eggs  in  one  basket."  The  large,  eastern 
main  has  proved  impotent,  once  at  least,  within  a  very  recent 
period,  subjecting  the  entire  city  to  extreme  danger  for  many 
days  in  succession.  Such  peril  is  too  great  to  be  suffered  long. 
But  it  so  happens  that  the  risk  of  fracture,  with  the  consequent 
interruption  of  the  supply,  is  most  imminent  precisely  when  our 
need  is  exacting.    A  pipe  is  never  so  liable  to  fail  as  when  the 
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column  of  water  is  disturbed — when  the  stream  is  let  on,  or  shut 
off.  The  strain  upon  the  metal,  at  such  moments,  is  that  of  per- 
cussion, disintegrating  the  fibre  and  granulating  the  particles. 
Doubtless  you  all  have  noticed  this  effect  upon  the  service  pipes 
at  your  homes,  causing  annoyance  and  trouble  which  is  often 
wrongly  attributed  to  the  innocent  plumber.  The  safety  of  a 
city  cannot  be  too  carefully  guarded.  A  reservoir  upon  Newton 
Hill  would  be  elevated  enough  to  protect  the  highest  points  of 
land  upon  Chestnut  or  Harvard  Streets  ;  and  that  is  all  which 
could  be  required.  Your  mains,  radiating  from  it,jwould  gain  in 
strength,  because  their  number  would  admit  of  a  diminution  in 
size.  The  reduction  of  power  by  miles  of  friction  is  saved.  And 
while  it  is  not  likely  that  hose  can  be  manufactured,  at  a  reasona- 
ble price,  strong  enough  to  withstand  the  full  head  from  Leices- 
ter, there  can  be  no  question  that  the  hose  in  common  use,  has 
endured  the  utmost  pressure  from  Bell  Pond  —  an  elevation 
almost  as  high  as  that  of  Newton  Hill.  The  principle  of  gravi- 
tation, with  its  system  of  reservoirs  as  a  corollary,  enables  you  to 
dispense  with  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  costly  steamers 
and  their  more  expensive  equipment.  Reliance  upon  a  High 
Service,  without  the  reservoirs,  necessitates  the  steamers ;  since 
no  city  like  Worcester  can  afford  pipes  stout  enough,  because  of 
sufficient  capacity,  to  contend  directly  with  a  sweeping  conflagra- 
tion. And  it  is  this  possible  wholesale  destruction  against  which 
provision  has  to  be  made  without  delay. 

Still — say  some — why  take  the  whole  Hill.  Why  not  construct 
a  reservoir  upon  the  level  area  of  the  summit  and  be  content 
with  that  ?  To  this,  the  sufficient  and  conclusive  reply  is,  that 
distributing  pipes  must  radiate  from  the  summit,  in  all  directions  ; 
otherwise,  the  very  purpose  of  a  reservoir  is  thwarted  and  made 
ineffectual.  Access  must  be  had  to  those  pipes  when  repairs  be- 
come necessary.  It  must  remain  a  hill  to  retain  its  value  for  the 
purposes  of  a  reservoir  ;  and,  being  a  hill,  cannot  be  arbitrarily 
graded  or  cut  down  by  those  who  would  continue  its  proprietors. 
Not  a  cellar  would  be  dug,  since  any  excavation  might  intercept 
or  frustrate  the  water-mains.  Its  occupation,  like  its  ownership, 
must  be  exclusive.  Yet  should  its  acquisition  by  the  city,  for  the 
purposes  of  a  reservoir,  result  in  the  consolidation  of  its  posses- 
sion with  that  of  Elm  Park,  the  consummation  would  be  none 
the  less  desirable. 

I  believe  that  improvement  upon  a  broad  and  generous  scale, 
everywhere  and  in  all  parts  of  our  extended  territory,  is  the 
wisest  policy — the  truest  economy.  Yet  even  before  liberal  ex- 
penditures for  easy  chairs  or  tuneful  pianos,  in  our  schools  :  aye, 
sooner  than  prudent  and  far-sighted  appropriations  for  wide  and 
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stately  avenues,  (and  no  one  more  highly  approves  of  them  or 
will  advocate  them  more  zealously  !)  should  be  our  precaution  for 
the  preservation  of  our  homes,  without  which  schools  were  a  super- 
fluity :  our  care  for  the  security  of  that  property  upon  which  we 
have  to  depend  for  the  means  wherewith  to  defray  the  cost  of 
highway,  sidewalk,  and  sewer. 

The  whole  subject  is  in  your  hands  for  final  disposition.  Hav- 
ing devoted  much  time  and  thought  to  its  consideration,  I  am  firmly 
persuaded  that,  while  no  merely  human  precaution  can  ensure 
perfect  security,  the  closest  approximation  to  it  is  to  be  found  in 
the  system  here  outlined.  Were  the  protection  of  my  own  home, 
solely,  at  stake,  no  word  of  mine  would  have  disturbed  your 
counsels.  But,  realizing,  as  I  have  been  compelled  to  do  more 
vividly  than  ever,  by  the  destruction  of  that  temple  in  which  I 
have  been  privileged  to  worship  for  upwards  of  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  upon  how  frail  a  chance  the  permanence  of  our  munici- 
pal prosperity  depends,  I  should  have  proved  recreant  to  my  con- 
victions of  duty  as  a  citizen,  had  I  failed  to  impress  upon  you  my 
own  profound  sense  of  the  imminent  peril,  at  the  same  time  indi- 
cating what,  in  my  judgment,  is  the  obvious,  feasible,  and  effective 
remedy." 

A  great  deal  of  loose  talk,  emanating  from  looser  tongues 
which  dispense  ignorance  and  misrepresentation  with  almost 
miraculous  impartiality,  impeaches  the  honesty  of  this  project  for 
the  acquisition  of  Newton  Hill;  to  be  used  for  a  reservoir  ;  and 
to  be  annexed  to  Elm  Park,  whose  enlarged  territory  would  even 
then  sparely  compete  with  the  superb,  natural  Water-Park  upon 
the  Eastern  line  of  the  city.  For  such  objects,  upon  equitable 
terms,  and  at  a  more  reasonable  price  than  has  yet  been  men- 
tioned, the  Western  Wards  might  well  assume,  if  they  did  not 
greedily  require  betterments;  thereby  saving  themselves  from  the 
construction  of  sewers,  gas-mains,  and  streets,  with  their  inevitable 
concomitant  of  frowning  chapelles  d'aisance*  rising  tier  upon 
tier,  spoiling  the  landscape  and  confronting  the  view  for  ever- 
more. 

But  still  there  is  a  "Ring  !"  When  a  boy  cannot  whip  another 
of  his  own  size,  he  can  make  wry  faces  at  his  sister.    The  Chair- 
man of  this  Commission  disclaims  being  annular,  but  deems  it  not 
impossible  that  he  may  be 

"totus  teres  atque  rotuudus." 


"Fterbapi  a  translation  is  not  nccensary! 
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His  fellow-citizens  will  pardon  a  little  pedantry,  as  the  High- 
School  House  wherein  he  obtained  his  knowledge  of  alien  lan- 
guages cost  them  little ;  occupying  but  a  single  teacher  and  being 
worthless  as  a  building. 

Yet, — more  seriously :  cannot  the  Departments  of  our  Munici- 
pal Administration  be  conducted  with  fewer  imputations  of  cor- 
ruption ?  The  Reports  of  this  Commission  have  often  commented 
freely  upon  divers  and  distinct  branches  of  civic  service.  But  in 
them  all  was  there  ever  a  denial  that  the  dishonesty,  or  even 
profligacy,  so  often  charged,  had  been  or  could  by  possibility  be 
detected. 

The  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  the  acquisition  of  Newton 
Hill,  by  the  city,  is  a  measure  of  exceeding  importance  to  the 
permanent  interests  of  the  whole  community,  not  only  remains 
unchanged  but  has  continually  strengthened.  Having  never 
justified  the  payment  of  an  exorbitant  price,  it  would  not  advise 
such  payment  now.  It  took  the  precaution,  in  connection  with 
Mayor  Earle  and  Solicitor  Nelson,  to  guard  the  interests  of  the 
city,  when  application  was  made  to  the  General  Court  for  a  con- 
cession of  Eminent  Domain  :  and  it  occupies  the  same  position 
at  present.  But,  "if  there  are  blind,  leaders  of  the  blind  ;  " — is 
that  a  good  and  sufficient  reason  why  the  Commission  of  Public 
Grounds  should  "fall  into  the  same  ditch  ?  "  Better  far  to  act  as 
engineer  than  brakeman  ! 

Intimations  have  been  thrown  out  that  the  proprietors  of  that 
Hill  would  be  willing  to  accept  a  less  sum  than  has  been  asked 
heretofore.  If  such  is  the  fact,  it  would  seem  to  be  a  simple  act  of 
courtesy  that  any  such  reduction  of  terms  should  be  communicated 
to  the  Honorable  Council.  This  Commission,  at  the  request  of 
the  Council,  has  thrice  solicited  information  as  to  the  lowest 
terms  upon  which  Newton  Hill  could  be  purchased.  Should  any 
change  have  occurred,  modifying  former  estimates  of  value,  it  can 
scarcely  be  deemed  derogatory  to  proprietary  dignity  for  once  to 
volunteer  the  knowlege. 

In  the  Report  of  this  commission,  A.  D.,  1870,  occurs  the 
subjoined  passage  : 

"The  entire  bulk  of  Manure  from  the  city  stables  is  now 
delivered  upon  the  Poor-Farm,  being  hauled  some  two  (2)  miles 
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or  more  beyond  the  Common  which  is  starving  for  lack  of  it.  If 
the  collection  of  offal  were  so  systematised,  as  to  be  rendered 
available  for  the  support  of  a  Piggery  upon  that  Farm,  as  it 
should  be,  an  existing  evil  would  be  converted  into  a  source  of 
profit.  Sufficient  Pork  would  be  gained  for  the  supply  of  that 
meagre  table,  so  strenuously  insisted  upon  by  the  City  Fathers,  at 
their  annual  Dinner :  and  a  portion  of  the  manure  from  the  city- 
stables  might  be  spared,  to  stay  the  complete  impoverishment  of 
the  Public  Grounds." 

The  policy,  then  and  so  suggested,  was  since  adopted  by  the 
city  ;  and  by  its  practical  operation  with  its  sanitary  consequences, 
its  primitive  advocates  are  fully  vindicated.  The  ofM  is  collected 
promptly  and  cleanly ;  even  if  it  must  be  confessed  that,  in  some 
extremely  hot  days,  the  ferment,  left  purposely  uncovered,  exhales 
a  perfume  which  scarcely  suggests — 

"the  spicy  breezes 
Blow  (ing)  soft  o'er  Ceylon's  Isle." 

Nevertheless  the  Offal  is  collected  and — the  City  "goes  the 
whole  Hog."  Even  the  succulent  spare-rib  is  not  wanting 
when  farmer  Farwell  (alas  !  that  we  must  so  soon  cry  Far  (e) 
well!)  receives  his  official  visitors  and,  between  brown-bread  and 
sausage,  complacently  accepts  compliments  upon  Pauper-fare! 
But  the  Commission  of  Public  Grounds  declines  the  soft  seduc- 
tion and,  "  sitting  on  the  ragged  edge  "  of  hope  deferred  weeps 
over  the  pungent  heaps  of  compost  that  it  possesses  in  suggestion 
only.  In  spite  of  all,  Manure  is  not  forthcoming  from  the  City- 
Stables.  Almost  nineteen  centuries  have  elapsed  since  it  was 
proclaimed  that — 

"To  him  that  hath  it  shall  be  given,  and  from  him  that  hath  not  shall  be 
taken  away,  even  that  which  he  hath." 

This  Commission  is  not  querulous.  It  neither  seeks  nor  main- 
tains controversy  with  those  who  are  appointed  and  presumed  to 
mend  our  ways.  It  takes  things  as  it  finds  them,  which  is  occa- 
sionally pretty  rough.  It  pursues  the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  as  is 
its  wont ;  surmounting  all  obstacles,  climbing  over  where  it  can- 
not go  around  the  lopped  limb  and  prostrate  trunk  ;  and  eyeing 
without  audible  murmur,  even  if  askance,  the  wholesale  devasta- 
tion. It  foregoes  the  Manure  and  hankers  not  after  the  Offal. 
But  it  expects  to  be  esteemed  very  magnanimous  when  it  condones 
the  unauthorized  felling  of  a  noble  elm ;  that  stood,  eminent  and 
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erect,  in  the  gorge  of  a  highway,  for  a  period  contravened  by  the 
memory  of  few  living  men ;  which  caused  no  fear  while  the 
roadway  was  but  thirty  feet  broad  but,  upon  its  being  widened  to 
eighty  feet,  inspired  panic  terror,  and  was  therefore  as  summarily 
as  furtively  doomed.  "  We  have  a  half-dozen  sharp  axes  !"  over- 
heard a  pair  of  convenient  ears. 

The  grading  and  general  improvement  of  the  Common  being 
substantially  finished ;  and  the  Honorable  Council  not  having 
supplied  funds  for  the  construction  of  that  Jet  d'  Eau  which 
would  be  so  fit  a  complement  of  its  ornamentation  ;  the  Commis- 
sion improved  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  interruption  of  its 
ordinary  labor,  through  the  erection  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument, 
to  commence  the  work  upon  Elm  Park  which  had  been  deferred, 
with  greater  or  less  excuse,  for  a  generation. 

Previous  thereto,  however,  the  Honorable  Council,  moved  by 
a  desire  to  relieve  suffering  when  it  could  be  done  consistently 
with  public  interest,  had,  upon  the  2d  day  of  February,  at  the 
request  of  this  Commission,  adopted  an  Order  in  manner  and  form 
following,  to  wit : 

"  Ordered, — That  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Highways  be,  and  they 
hereby  are,  authorized,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Commission  of  Public 
Grounds,  to  cause  the  earth  to  be  excavated  and  spread,  in  Elm  Park,  in 
such  places  and  to  such  extent,  as  said  Commission  shall  direct :  the  expense 
not  to  exceed  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00)  and  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Shade-Trees  and  Public  Grounds,  when  such  appropria- 
tion shall  be  made." 

Pursuant  to  this  Order,  idle  laborers  were  set  at  work  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  were  diligently  occupied  for 
some  weeks.  The  intention  of  this  Commission  has  been  express- 
ed, in  former  Reports,  of  so  combining  the  system  of  drainage, 
in  the  Park,  that  might  be  found  indispensable,  with  the  forma- 
tion of  a  basin  or  Ornamental  Pool  at  the  head  of  the  Sewer,  as 
to  receive  and  maintain  at  a  suitable  level  any  water  that  should 
flow  into  it  from  surface  or  under-drains.  Accordingly  this  labor 
thus  supplied  by  the  City,  was  so  directed,  succeeding  under 
manifold  obstacles  of  frost,  mire  and  water,  in  the  removal  of 
something  like  Ten  Thousand  Yards  of  clay  and  peat.  This 
mass  was  so  saturated  with  moisture,  freezing  as  it  fell  from 
the  wheel-barrows,  that  it  could  not  be  spread  at  the  time. 
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Neither  was  it  until  months  later,  when  a  contract  was  made  with 
Mr.  Michael  McGrath  who  had  no  occasion,  and  it  is  believed 
little  inclination,  to  boast  of  the  profits  of  the  job.  Ice  was 
found  from  top  to  bottom  of  the  entire  heap,  causing  great  delay 
and  loss  to  the  contractor,  who  naturally  anticipated  no  such  ob- 
stacles during  the  heats  of  summer.  Park  Avenue  had  then  been 
finished  ;  so  that  this  Commission  could  put  the  dirt  "  where  it 
would  do  most  good,"  sloping  the  sides  of  the  Avenue  as  it  crosses 
the  Park  in  an  embankment  which,  without  such  gradual  reduc- 
tion, wrould  be  awkward  and  uncomfortably  precipitous.  More 
labor  and  material  can  be  expended  wisely,  in  this  direction ;  but 
the  work  can  be  done  at  odd  moments,  and  it  will  continue  to  be 
the  motto  of  the  Commission  as  it  was  ever,  to  make  little  haste 
that  there  may  be  less  waste. 

The  anticipations  of  the  Commission  are  more  than  realized  in  the 
appearance  and  utility  of  the  Pool,  as  it  will  be  officially  styled  : 
furnishing  as  it  does  superior  facilities  for  draining  the  Park;  grati- 
fying the  eye  when  sparkling  with  water,  as  it  may  always  look 
after  it  is  completed ;  and  enabling  the  little  boys  and  girls,  that 
frequent  it,  to  enjoy  a  cheerful,  and  above  all  safe,  place  whither 
to  resort  for  skating.  Sufficiently  enlarged,  as  it  should  and  wTill 
be,  if  the  designs  of  the  Commission  are  realized,  and  it  will  con- 
stitute beyond  all  question  the  chief  ornament  and  attraction  of 
that  Public  Ground.  For  the  purpose  is  also  to  place  within  it 
a.  Jet,  the  iron  castings  of  which  are  already  in  possession ; 
operating  it  upon  Public  Holidays,  should  the  supply  of  Water 
stored  up  at  the  time  admit  of  its  use  for  such  end  and  occasions. 

Great  attention  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  proper  direction 
of  the  Walks  requisite  to  afford  easy  access  to  the  various  portions 
of  the  Park.  In  cases  where  it  would  obviously  be  traversed 
by  persons  on  their  way  to  and  from  meals,  and  to  whom  each 
moment  of  time  is  an  object,  the  straightest  course  was  adopted. 
In  others,  especially  when  suggested  by  the  slope  or  trend  of 
the  land,  a  more  devious  route  was  pursued ;  in  curves  that 
present  an  admirable  chance  to  interrupt  a  monotonous  landscape 
by  planting,  here  and  there,  in  corner  and  nook,  hardy  shrubs 
and  trees.  It  is  believed  that  but  a  single  additional  and  short 
Walk  will  be  essential,  to  render  any  part  of  the  Park  accessible 
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to  every  other.  All  that  have  been  laid  out  were  first  ploughed, 
and  then  thoroughly  spaded  over,  the  courses  being  first  defined 
by  bounds  and  metes  set  by  the  Commission.  They  will  be  cover- 
ed with  a  top-dressing  of  Gravel,  extensive  beds  of  which  have 
been  found,  as  anticipated,  upon  the  ridge  that  was  cast  up  by  the 
waves  of  the  lake  or  river,  that  unquestionably,  at  some  period 
not  very  remote,  covered  the  whole  western  valley  of  the  City. 
Twenty-Five  Hundred  (2500)  Lineal  Yards  of  Walks  or  Path- 
Ways,  have  been  constructed ;  or  One  and  Forty-Two  Hundredths 
Oi*Tnr)  Miles-  I*1  every  instance,  where  insuperable  obstacles  did 
not  prevent,  they  were  staked  out  and  worked  to  a  width  of 
Twelve  (12)  Feet ;  a  measure  ample  for  pedestrians,  to  whose 
use  they  are  restricted.  With  an  exception  of  the  preliminary 
ploughing,  the  entire  labor  has  been  performed  by  two  (2)  men, 
at  odd  times,  one  only  executing  the  major  portion. 

A  number  of  Maples  (Acer  Saccharinum)  have  been  thinned 
out  from  the  Nursery  at  the  S.  W.  corner  of  the  Park  and  planted 
by  the  sides  of  such  Paths  as  were  seasonably  prepared.  A  less 
number  of  Elms  occupy  conspicuous  positions  in  lower  and 
wetter  places,  for  which  they  are  better  adapted  by  Nature  in 
their  capacity  to  absorb  moisture,  thereby  saving  so  much  arti- 
ficial drainage.  This  work  will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  the  Frost 
leaves  the  ground.  Very  many  Ornamental  and  Flowering  Trees 
and  Shrubs  have  also  been  set  out,  with  such  view  to  effective 
contrast,  yet  agreeable  repose  for  the  eye,  as  a  somewhat  careful 
study  of  an  imperfectly  developed  landscape  could  dictate. 
Changes  will  doubtless  be  required  ;  but  change  is  the  lot  of  all 
things  whereof  man  has  positive  knowledge.  Those  Trees  and 
Shrubs  appear  to  be  in  fair  condition,  at  this  time  of  writing, 
although  the  drought  was  hard  upon  them,  and  their  vitality 
suffers  for  lack  of  that  Manure  from  the  Equine  Factory  of  the 
City  to  which  reference  is  made  elsewhere  in  this  Report.  Snow 
in  quantity  will  remedy  even  that  needless  deficiency,  supplying 
a  warm  blanket,  ammonia,  and  penetrating  moisture.  Neverthe- 
less the  chief  danger  to  be  apprehended  is  from  the  cold,  cutting 
winds  of  March,  which  sweep  over  that  plain  like  the  wild 
"  Northers "  of  our  far  Territories,  blighting  generation  and 
withering  life.    Yet  the  chances  must  be  taken. 
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A  list  of  the  Trees  and  Shrubs,  planted  by  the  Commission,  is 
appended  for  more  exact  comprehension  and  permanent  record  :

The  Commission  considers  the  work  of  reclaiming  Elm  Park, 
at  last,  fairly  under  way.  How  far  and  how  fast  it  shall  be  prose- 
cuted must  depend  upon  the  action  of  the  Honorable  Council. 
The  Charter  provides  that  the  Commission  of  Public  Grounds  : 

"  Shall  lay  out  said  Public  Grounds,  or  such  part  thereof  as  they  shall  from 
time  to  time  judge  proper ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners, 
from  time  to  time,  as  appropriations  shall  be  made  therefor  by  the  City 
Council,  to  cause  all  necessary  paths  and  avenues  to  be  constructed  therein, 
and  to  cause  said  Public  Grounds  to  be  planted  and  embellished  with  trees,  as 
they  shall  think  proper";  &c,  &c. 
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Much  has  been  achieved  in  the  prescribed  direction:  much 
more  remains  to  be  done.  The  Commission  has  not  suffered  itself 
to  be  hurried  into  rash  and  wasteful  extravagance,  notwithstand- 
ing complaint  and  criticism  ;  much  of  it  selfish ;  some  of  it 
cowardly  and  anonymous  ;  and  all  of  it  unintelligent  or  prejudiced. 
Pursuing  the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  it  has  elected  to  be  governed 
by  no  arbitrary  "  plan " ;  but  rather  to  guide  its  action  by  a 
deliberate  and  life-long  study  of  the  land — its  capabilities  and 
needs.  The  City — whatsoever  it  may  get — has  had  no  requisition 
upon  the  Treasury  for  elaborate  crotchet,  or  pretty  conceit,  from 
architect  or  engineer.  It  gets  that  to  which  it  was  entitled,  with- 
out pay  and  without  price  :  it  might  be  added, — without  fear  or 
favor.  Having  reflected  seriously  and  late ; — too  late  as  the 
impatient  thought  who  recked  not  of  the  obstacles  to  action  ;  the 
Commission  at  length  sees  a  clear  way  to  the  execution  of  its 
conceptions, — the  matured  evolution  of  its  inner  consciousness, 
in  more  Germanico.  Blame  the  Commission,  if  you  will,  for 
eschewing  an  elaborate  and  formal  "plan"!  But  nevertheless 
admit,  as  you  must,  that  the  substitute  whereby  it  elects  to  work — 
its  head — is  level ! 

"Consider  the  Words  of  the  Preacher  :  '  Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to 
do,  do  it  with  thy  might ;  for  there  is  no  work,  nor  device,  nor  knowledge, 
nor  wisdom,  in  the  grave  whither  thou  goest.'  "

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE

OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — In  conformity  with  section  eleventh  of  an  ordi- 
nance establishing  a  Fire  Department  in  the  city  of  Worcester, 
the  Board  of  Engineers  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  of 
the  condition  and  workings  of  the  Department,  for  the  year  end- 
ing November  30,  1874,  together  with  such  suggestions,  for  your 
consideration,  as  will  in  our  opinion  promote  more  fully,  the 
large  and  growing  interests  of  the  city.  There  will  be  found 
accompanying  this  report,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures.  A  list  of  fires  and  alarms  that  have  occurred 
during  the  year,  with  the  amount  of  loss  and  insurance  on  the 
same,  a  roll  of  the  members,  their  ages  and  number  of  their 
badge,  and  a  list  of  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  and  their  location.  The 
Board  are  happy  to  say  that  your  assistance  and  co-operation 
has  always  been  promptly  and  cheerfully  rendered,  in  aiding  them 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  for  which  the  Board  desire 
to  tender  their  sincere  thanks. 

MANUAL  FORCE  AND  CONDITION  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  manual  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  a  Chief 
Engineer  and  four  (4)  Assistant  Engineers,  fifty  (50)  members 
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of  Steamer  Companies,  including  drivers;  seventy-two  (72) 
hosemen  of  Hose  Companies;  forty-one  (41)  of  Hook  and 
Ladder  Companies,  including  driver,  and  six  (6)  members  of 
the  Babcock  Extinguisher  Company,  making  a  total  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-four  (174)  men.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
force  of  the  Department,  there  is  a  volunteer  Hose  Company  at 
Grant  Square,  that  take  great  interest  in  the  Fire  Department 
matters  of  the  city,  and  have  responded  to  several  alarms  with 
promptness,  for  which  their  services  are  favorably  appreciated 
by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  this  Board  are  enabled  to  report 
the  Department  in  excellent  condition  ;  as  to  its  discipline,  prompt- 
ness and  efficiency,  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment deserve  the  highest  praise  for  the  promptness  with  which 
they  have  performed  every  duty,  no  matter  how  laborious  or 
dangerous,  for  the  intelligent  care  always  exercised,  for  the 
safety  of  property  exposed  to  damage  by  fire  or  water,  having 
but  one  object  in  view,  the  protection  of  property  from  destruc- 
tion, and  for  the  unanimous  spirit  they  have  shown,  in  maintain- 
ing the  credit  of  the  Worcester  Fire  Department,  and  winning 
the  goodwill  and  esteem  of  all  well-meaning  citizens. 

Of  all  the  branches  of  our  Municipal  Government,  the  Fire 
Department  is  among  the  most  important,  and  in  order  that  it 
should  be  prompt  and  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  its  mem- 
bers must  be  men  of  temperate  habits,  with  a  knowledge  of,  and 
a  congenial  disposition  for,  the  discharge  of  the  duties  to  be 
performed ;  and  we  are  pleased  to  say,  that  the  men  who  have 
been  appointed  up  to  this  time  are  fully  up  to  this  standard,  the 
character  and  fitness  of  each  have  been  carefully  investigated 
and  considered,  and  we  assert  without  fear  of  contradiction,  from 
any  reliable  source,  that  for  moral  character,  and  physical  ability 
to  discharge  their  responsible  duties,  they  compare  favorably 
with  any  portion  of  our  community. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  consider  it  their  duty  to  impress  upon 
the  minds  of  the  members  of  your  Honorable  Board,  as  also  of 
citizens  generally,  the  great  importance  of  maintaining  an  ef- 
fective and  reliable  organization  for  the  extinguishmentof  fires,  the 
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experience  of  the  past  few  years  shows,  as  we  have  stated  pre- 
viously, that  a  well  equipped,  thoroughly  organized,  and  carefully 
managed  Fire  Department,  is  the  most  indispensable  and  valua- 
ble branch  of  a  Municipal  Government.  It  is  an  imperative 
necessity,  and  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  or  citi- 
zens, tending  to  cripple  its  strength,  reduce  its  resources,  or 
impair  its  usefulness,  is  the  height  of  folly. 

Within  the  past  few  years,  property  valued  at  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars,  has  been  swept  away  by  conflagrations,  para- 
lyzing the  business  interests  of  the  entire  country,  and  bringing 
ruin  to  thousands  of  our  fellow  citizens.  Every  dollar  of  proper- 
ty thus  destroyed  is  entirely  lost.  The  capital  of  the  country 
was  reduced  just  so  many  dollars  as  fell  prey  to  the  flames. 
That  which  is  destroyed  by  fire  is  totally  extinguished,  and  can 
only  be  restored  by  the  energy  and  labor  of  the  people.  In 
view  of  this  indisputable  fact,  is  it  not  our  duty  to  provide  the 
means  to  guard  against  such  a  calamity?  while  the  facilities  are 
at  our  command  and  disposal,  should  we  not  avail  ourselves 
thereof?  If  to  encourage  the  faithful  employes  of  the  Depart- 
ment, small  expenditures  were  made  in  rendering  the  houses  and 
apparatus  in  their  charge,  attractive,  thereby  creating  a  spirit  of 
emulation  among  them,  and  leading  them  to  take  extraordinary 
interest  in  keeping  everything  in  perfect  order,  is  it  not  money 
well  expended?  We  would  not  encourage  wastefulness  or  ex- 
travagance; we  never  have,  but  we  do  insist  that  some  regard 
must  be  had  for  appearance,  that  the  men  who  actually  reside  in 
the  Department  houses  may  feel  a  just  pride  in  keeping  in 
perfect  order,  the  valuable  property  intrusted  to  their  care.  We 
feel  fully  satisfied  in  saying  that  it  is  not  economy  to  attempt  to 
reduce  the  expenses  of  the  Department  a  few  hundred  dollars 
annually  by  substituting  sheet-iron  for  brass,  or  a  priming  coat 
of  paint  for  finished  work.  Din  ing  the  past  year  there  has  been 
a  decided  improvement  in  the  morale  of  the  Department,  nearer 
to  perfection  are  the  forces  approaching ;  the  officers  and  men  vie 
with  each  other  in  the  prompt  execution  of  their  duties,  and 
their  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  community.  When  the 
alarm  sounds,  the  Department  moves  with  a  precision  that  is 
truly  gratifying,  and  a  coolness  that  is  commendable.    We  have 
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no  isolated  instance  to  bring  to  your  notice,  where  all  are  so 
worthy,  and  we  must  here  tender,  through  you,  gentlemen,  our 
warmest  thanks  to  the  entire  Department,  for  their  uniform 
courtesy  towards  their  officers,  and  unswerving  devotion  to  the 
cause  in  which  they  are  engaged. 

WATER  AND  HOSE. 

Our  water  supply  is  all  that  we  can  ask,  as  far  as  it  goes,  but 
we  would  recommend  that  a  sixteen  (16)  inch  pipe  be  laid  the 
coming  season  without  fail,  the  entire  length  of  Main  street ;  the 
old  pipe  is  entirely  insufficient ;  it  is  but  a  six  (6)  inch,  and  no 
doubt  but  it  is  filled  up  with  rust,  so  that  now  it  is  probably  not 
more  than  four  (4)  inches.  Two  (2)  of  our  steam-engines  will 
take  all  the  water  that  it  will  supply,  so  that  our  Hose  Companies 
would  be  comparatively  useless  should  a  fire  occur  on  Main  street 
of  great  magnitude.  In  the  list  of  appliances  for  extinguishing 
fires,  water  and  hose  must  be  given  the  foremost  place,  the  one 
being  of  small  account  without  the  other,  compels  the  classifica- 
tion of  both  together  as  equal  necessities,  but  there  is  one  sense 
in  which  quality  comes  in  to  give  to  hose  the  precedence  in  im- 
portance ;  it  makes  no  difference  what  kind  of  water  is  used,  so 
long  as  it  reaches  the  flames,  it  does  its  work  ;  but  it  does  make 
a  difference  what  kind  of  hose  is  used,  for  upon  the  quality  of  the 
hose  it  depends  whether  the  fire  shall  be  put  out,  or  left  to  work 
its  disastrous  way  at  will.  Poor,  unreliable  hose  neutralizes  the 
value  of  all  efforts  of  the  Firemen,  and  their  apparatus,  however 
costly  and  well-appointed;  it  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  every- 
thing depends  upon  good  strong  hose,  and  without  such,  fire  ex- 
tinction is  always  in  doubt,  and  often  a  dangerous  delusion.  Ex- 
perience has  abundantly  proved  the  truth  of  these  assertions  ; 
time  and  again,  it  lias  been  demonstrated  that  property,  capital, 
and  even  life  itself,  has  been  sacrificed  by  placing  undue  reliance 
upon  such  hose  as  proved  to  be  literally  weaker  than  water, 
worse  than  useless  at  the  most  critical  moment ;  so  that  it  is  of 
vital  importance  that  our  Fire  Department  be  furnished  with  the 
best  quality  of  hose  that  can  be  obtained  ;  and  this  Board  would 
recommend  that  quite  a  quantity  be  purchased  the  coming  year. 
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We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  increasing 
the  number  of  lire  hydrants ;  we  think,  as  a  measure  of  economy, 
that  the  number  of  hydrants  should  be  doubled,  particularly  in 
the  business  centres.  We  believe  it  is  much  cheaper,  and  will 
render  the  Department  much  more  efficient.  If  the  hydrants 
were  placed  nearer  together,  in  case  of  a  large  fire  the  engines 
would  be  concentrated  in  a  smaller  space,  and  be  under  more 
efficient  control  of  the  officers.  There  is  no  section  of  the  city 
at  this  time  where  the  entire  Department  could  be  put  in  service 
effectually.  A  few  companies  would  get  position  within  a  reason- 
able distance  of  a  large  fire,  but  the  rest  would  have  to  force 
water  through  a  line  of  hose  of  perhaps  800  or  1000  feet,  or  it 
may  be  still  greater  distances,  and  this  would,  and  does,  materi- 
ally reduce  the  effectiveness  of  the  Department.  It  is  also  more 
destructive  to  the  hose,  as  the  longer  the  line  the  more  pressure 
it  has  to  sustain  and  the  more  liability  of  bursting,  and  there  is 
nothing  that  tends  more  to  delay  the  operations  of  firemen,  or 
causes  more  annoyance,  than  the  changing  of  a  length  of  hose, 
just  at  the  time,  perhaps,  when  the  men  are  most  in  need  of  a 
good  supply  of  water.  If  we  had  more  hydrants,  the  engines 
could  be  brought  into  close  proximity  to  the  fire,  could  operate 
more  effectually,  and  more  fully  under  the  control  of  its  officers, 
as  we  have  before  stated. 

To  place  a  hydrant  on  any  water  main  costs  about  $35  or  $40. 
One  hundred  (100)  feet  of  good  hose,  such  as  is  used  by  this 
department  costs  from  $120  to  $150.  The  hydrants  require  but 
few  repairs,  the  hose  has  to  be  renewed  about  every  three  years, 
so  that  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  of  great  advantage,  and 
would  save  many  thousands  of  dollars,  if  a  three  or  four  way 
hydrant  was  placed  at  every  corner  of  our  streets  in  the  business 
centres. 

We  will  take  a  fire  that  we  had  last  year,  between  Pearl  and 
Pleasant  streets,  for  an  example:  a  three  or  four  way  hydrant  on 
the  corner  of  Main  and  Pearl,  or  Main  and  Pleasant,  or  Pleasant 
and  Chestnut,  or  Chestnut  and  Pearl  streets,  the  engines  could 
be  concentrated,  and  all  playing  through  short  lines  of  hose;  the 
lines  could  be  doubled,  if  necessary,  we  could  completely  sur- 
round the  square  without  having  the  hose  stretched  across  the

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streets  to  be  run  over  by  vehicles,  this  being  a  great  saving  in 
hose.  At  the  fire  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  on  Pearl  street,  last 
April,  between  seven  and  eight  thousand  feet  of  hose  were  laid. 

We  lav  these  facts  before  your  Honorable  Board  for  con- 
sideration. 

STEAM  FIRE  ENGINES. 

This  Board  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  one  steam  fire 
engine.  The  old  "  Gov.  Lincoln,"  which  is  now  used  for  a  relief 
engine,  would  make  a  first-class  engine  by  an  addition  of  a  new 
boiler.  Her  running  parts,  engine  and  pumps,  are  in  good  con- 
dition. The  cost  of  a  new7  boiler  would  be  about  1,500  dollars. 
The  number  of  engines  at  present  in  the  Department  will  answer 
all  ordinary  purposes  and  enable  the  Department  to  battle  suc- 
cessfully with  fires,  such  as  our  city  has  been  visited  with  in  the 
past.  We  cannot,  howTever,  but  feel  that  our  city,  extending  as  it 
is  in  every  direction,  and  being  built  up,  to  a  great  extent,  of 
wood,  may,  some  day,  be  the  scene  of  a  destructive  and  ruinous 
conflagration,  one  that  it  would  take  years  to  recover  from,  if 
we  have  to  depend  on  the  present  force  of  the  Department. 
The  actual  cost  to  the  city  of  these  additional  engines  wTould  be 
trifling,  compared  with  the  loss  the  city  would  sustain  at  one 
fire,  should  the  present  force  of  the  Department  be  overpowered, 
or  the  engines  that  we  have  in  service  be  disabled.  Another 
view  that  suggests  itself  in  considering  the  cost,  is  that  the  engines 
will  be  required  by  the  Department  within  a  very  few  years,  as 
with  the  growth  of  the  city  will  necessarily  follow  the  growth  of 
the  Department ;  so  that,  in  fact,  the  only  cost  to  the  city  would 
be  the  interest  on  the  money  expended  in  the  purchase  of  the 
engines,  and  they  could  be  pufr  in  service  whenever  needed. 

It  seems  to  us  to  be  an  imperative  duty  on  the  part  of  the 
city  authorities  to  take  every  precaution  that  human  forethought 
can  suggest  to  prevent  the  visitation  of  a  calamity  by  fire,  which 
would  seriously  aflect  the  future  prosperity  of  our  growing  city. 
We  believe  our  city  to-day  offers  as  great  an  opportunity  for  an 
extensive  conflagation  as  any  in  New  England,  and  we  think

that  you  will  agree  with  us  that  this  is  not  an  extravagant  esti- 
mate of  the  danger  by  which  we  are  surrounded  when  you 
consider  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  our  city  is  composed  of 
wooden  buildings. 

HORSES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  of  horses  belonging  to  the  Department  is  eleven 
(11) ;  three  (3)  are  attached  to  Steamer  No.  1,  two  (2)  on  Hook  and 
Ladder  No.  1,  three  (3)  on  Steamer  No.  2,  one  (1)  on  Steamer 
No.  3  hose  carriage,  and  one  (1)  on  Hose  Nos.  6  and  7  respectively. 
They  are  all  in  good  condition  and  reflect  credit  on  the  drivers 
having  them  in  charge.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  horses 
go  too  far  from  the  apparatus,  when  at  work  on  the  streets ;  this  is 
one  of  the  greatest  obstacles  the  Department  has  to  contend  with ; 
this  is  the  difficulty  which  has  been  experienced  in  not  having 
horses  ready  to  draw  the  apparatus  to  fires  during  the  day  as 
well  as  the  night.  You  are  already  aware  that  two  of  the  Steamers 
and  one  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  trucks  are  drawn  by  horses  owned 
by  the  City,  and  kept,  but  not  exclusively,  for  the  use  of  the  Depart- 
ment ;  the  rest  of  the  apparatus  are  drawn  by  horses  hired  for  that 
purpose.  It  is  well  known,  and  is  the  subject  of  general  comment, 
that  the  machines  respond  to  an  alarm  more  readily  in  the  night 
than  during  business  hours.  That  there  is  any  difference — and  it 
must  be  admitted  that  there  is — is  not  the  fault  of  the  men  in  the 
Department ;  it  is  rather  to  be  attributed  to  the  practice  of  using 
the  horses  on  the  highways.  Would  it  not  be  well  for  your 
Honorable  Body  to  establish  regulations,  denning  the  limits  in 
which  they  are  expected  to  work  ?  It  often  happens,  that  the 
horses  used  for  drawing  the  apparatus  are  sent  over  a  mile  from 
the  houses  where  the  machines  are  kept,  and  on  one  occasion 
the  driver  of  the  horses  used  for  drawing  Steamer  No.  1,  was 
ordered  to  report,  with  his  team,  near  the  new  hospital  grounds, 
near  lake  Quinsigamond.  This  order  was  not  carried  out,  but  it 
has  often  happened  that  the  horses  have  been  at  work  a  mile 
from  the  house  where  they  are  kept,  while  horses  used  exclusively 
for  the  Highway  Department,  have  been  at  work  within  sight  of 
the  engine  house.    On  one  occasion  the  driver  of  Steamer  No.  1

was  at  work  at  the  sand  pit  on  May  street,  when  an  alarm  was 
rung  in,  and  failed  to  hear  either  the  bells  or  steam  whistles. 
Last  month  the  horses  attached  to  Hook  and  Ladder  No.  1,  were 
at  the  sand  pit  above  the  Boston,  Barre  and  Gardner  R.  R., 
when  the  alarm  was  given,  and  failed  to  report  at  the  house  until 
eight  minutes  after  the  alarm.  These  are  but  few  of  the  many 
cases  which  might  be  cited.  Fortunately  we  have  thus  far  escaped 
any  serious  tires  on  this  account,  but  it  must  be  admitted  that 
the  practice  is  a  dangerous  one,  which  we  trust  will  receive  your 
early  attention,  and  a  remedy  for  the  existing  evil  be  provided.  It 
is  our  duty  to  facilitate  in  every  manner  possible,  the  quickness  of 
both  men  and  horses  to  respond  to  the  first  stroke  of  the  bell. 
We  can  safely  say  that  the  horses  of  our  Department  are,  without 
an  exception,  as  well-trained  as  those  of  other  cities.  This  Board 
would  recommend  that  a  horse  be  purchased,  to  draw  the  carriage 
on  John  street. 


FIRES  AND  ALARMS. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  fifty-eight  alarms  of  fire ; 
a  decrease  of  five  over  the  previous  year.  Several  fires  have 
occurred,  and  been  extinguished  by  the  Policemen,  firemen  and 
citizens,  without  causing  an  alarm  ;  also,  the  Department  have 
responded  to  fires  outside  of  the  city  limits :  one  at  Leicester  for 
which  they  received  a  card  of  thanks  from  the  citizens  of  that 
town. 

The  continued  growth  of  the  city  and  neighboring  villages,  will 
continue  to  increase  the  duties  each  year,  of  the  Department  ;  it 
however  gives  us  pleasure  to  add,  that  though  some  of  the  fires 
during  the  year,  at  the  commencement,  assumed  a  threatening 
aspect,  in  no  instance  has  the  fire  extended  beyond  the  build- 
ing where  it  originated.  Only  three  fires  have  occurred  which  in- 
volved serious  loss,  viz :  Daniel  Tainter's  machine  shop,  on  Gard- 
ner street,  All  Saints  church,  Pearl  street,  and  the  Worcester 
St.  Railway  Co.'s  stable,  on  Market  street.  The  most  disastrous  was 
Tainter's  machine  shop ;  and,  considering  its  remote  situation 
from  fire  apparatus,  and  the  consequent  fierce  headway  the  fire 
had  gained  before  an  alarm  was  given,  it  is  surprising  that  the 
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fire  was  stopped  where  it  was.  At  the  time  the  fire  occurred,  a 
strong  breeze  was  blowing  from  the  southwest,  and  the  wing 
where  the  fire  originated  was  so  situated  that  the  flames  were 
driven  by  the  wind  directly  in  contact  with  the  east  wing  of  the 
building ;  but  by  the  almost  superhuman  efforts  of  the  Depart- 
ment, the  east  wing  was  saved  nearly  intact. 

The  fire  at  All  Saints  church,  on  Pearl  street,  originated  under 
extraordinary  circumstances,  and  for  a  time  almost  baffled  the  ex- 
ertions of  the  entire  force  of  the  Department,  and  was  only  con- 
trolled by  the  superhuman  efforts  of  our  noble  command.  Though 
for  a  time  stubborn  to  yield,  and  the  destruction  of  that  prominent 
square  was  predicted  by  the  great  crowd  of  spectators,  and  at  times 
it  was  almost  impossible  to  retain  our  positions  taken,  the  crowning 
efforts  of  the  Department  were  shown  to  a  gazing  public,  the 
surrounding  buildings  remaining  intact.  This  was  truly  pro- 
nounced good  work  for  the  Department.  It  is  a  notable  fact  that 
we  have  more  fires  from  barns  and  stables,  in  two  or  three 
months  succeeding  the  gathering  of  the  hay  crop  than  at  any 
other  time  in  the  year.  There  are  doubtless  many  farmers  who 
have  experienced  sudden  and  destructive  conflagrations  in  their 
lofts,  which  could  not  be  ascribed  to  any  exterior  agency ;  barns 
have  been  known  to  burst  into  flames  almost  without  warning, 
save  perhaps  a  significant  odor  for  a  few  days  previous,  around 
the  place  where  the  hay  was  stored,  and  a  summer's  harvest  is  swept 
away  in  as  many  minutes  as  it  has  taken  days  to  gather  it.  These 
unexpected  conflagrations  are  credited  to  tramps,  who  have 
made  the  hay-loft  their  sleeping  resort ;  but  it  is  now  asserted 
that  such  calamities  are  frequently  due  to  spontaneous  combus- 
tion of  the  hay  ;  a  circumstance  theoretically  quite  possible,  but. 
rarely  considered.  If  this  should  prove  to  be  the  fact,  it  certainly 
would  be  a  valuable  discovery. 

For  the  complete  and  accurate  statement  of  losses  by  fire,  and 
the  amount  of  insurance,  we  refer  you  to  the  tabular  statement 
accompanying  this  report. 

CONDITION  OF  ENGINE  HOUSES. 

The  engine  houses  generally,  are  in  good  order,  although  in 
some  of  them  much  remains  to  be  done  to  make  them  more 
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comfortable  for  the  members  who  sleep  there.  The  headquarters 
of  the  Department,  in  Bigelow  Court,  having  undergone  altera- 
tions, is  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  stone  floor, 
which  covers  one-half  of  the  ground  floor ;  that  should  be  taken 
out,  and  a  good  plank  floor  substituted ;  it  would  give  the  house 
a  more  cheerful  appearance,  and  would  be  a  great  advantage  to 
the  engine  there.  A  stone  floor  is  damp  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year,  and  this  fusts  the  apparatus,  thus  costing  more  for  repairs 
than  the  expense  of  putting  in  a  good  plank  one.  This  house  is 
occupied  by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  the  battery  and  machinery 
of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  Gov.  Lincoln  steam  engine,  and 
Hook  and  Ladder  No.  1,  and  the  horses  for  drawing  the  above 
apparatus.  The  building  is  warmed  by  steam  from  a  boiler  in 
the  cellar.  In  addition  to  the  above,  it  contains  a  work-room, 
store-room,  bed-rooms,  and  bathing-rooms,  all  furnished  for 
the  comfort  of  the  men  occupying  them. 

The  house  of  S.  E.  Combs  Steamer  Company  No.  2,  on  Bea- 
con street,  is  in  good  order.  The  floor  of  the  engine  room,  which 
was  stone,  has  been  removed,  and  a  good  plank  one  with  a  hard 
pine  top  substituted,  one  of  Meade's  furnace  stoves  has  been  put 
in  the  lower  room,  a  bath-room  has  been  put  in  up  stairs,  and 
only  needs  to  be  piped  for  hot  water  to  make  it  comfortable  and 
complete.  These  remarks  in  regard  to  stone  floors  apply  also  to 
the  house  on  School  street,  occupied  by  Steamer  Company  No.  3, 
and  City  Hose  No.  1,  that  being  in  the  same  condition,  and 
should  be  removed  as  a  matter  of  economy,  if  nothing  more. 

The  house  of  Ocean  Hose  Company  No.  2,  on  Bloomingdale 
street,  is  built  on  land  owned  by  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad 
Corporation,  and  will,  in  all  probability,  have  to  be  removed 
shortly.  In  view  of  this  fact,  this  Board  would  recommend  that 
a  suitable  location  be  found  in  that  vicinity  if  possible,  at  an 
early  day. 

The  house  occupied  by  Hose  No.  4,  on  Exchange  street,  has  no 
convenience  for  members  sleeping  there.  Their  beds  have  to  be 
in  their  meeting-room,  and  as  that  is  small,  it  is  overcrowded;  and 
this  will  apply  also  to  Hose  Companies  Nos.  1,  2,  and  5.  These 
houses  should  be  so  altered  as  to  give  better  sleeping  accommo- 
dations ;  they  should  also  be  supplied  with  bathing-rooms. 
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The  house  of  Hose  Company  No.  5  for  some  time  past  has 
been  used  for  a  ward  room,  at  State  and  Municipal  elections  for 
Ward  Six,  and  if  a  fire  should  occur  at  that  time,  it  would 
seriously  interfere  with  the  duties  of  the  company,  and  this  Board 
would  call  your  earnest  attention  to  this  matter. 

During  the  past  year  contracts  have  been  completed  for  the 
building  of  three  new  houses :  one  on  Lamartine  street,  one  on 
Pleasant  street,  and  one  on  John  street.  The  Lamartine  street 
house  is  designed  to  accommodate  a  Steamer,  Hook  and  Ladder, 
and  a  Hose  Carriage,  six  stalls  for  horses,  bed-rooms  and  bath- 
room ;  the  house  is  warmed  by  a  Meade's  furnace  stove.  The 
bath-room  needs  to  be  piped  for  hot  water,  and  the  entrance  made 
to  the  sewer ;  when  this  is  done  the  house  will  be  completed,  and 
will  be  one  of  the  most  convenient  in  the  city. 

The  Pleasant  street  engine  house  will  accommodate  the  same 
apparatus  as  the  one  described  above.  This  house  is  piped  for 
hot  water  in  the  bath-room,  and  gives  the  utmost  satisfaction.  ■ 

The  John  street  house  is  designed  for  a  Steamer  and  Hose 
Carriage,  three  stalls  for  horses,  hall,  sleeping-room  and  bath- 
room. This  house  is  the  best  finished  house  in  the  city ;  the 
work  is  done  very  thorough  and  complete,  it  is  heated  with  one 
of  Meade's  furnace  stoves,  with  register,  thus  warming  the  upper 
part  of  the  house  from  the  stove  below.  This  house  should  be 
piped  for  hot  water,  as  the  bath  room  is  of  but  little  use  without 
it  in  cold  weather. 

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  under  the  efficient  management  of 
its  superintendent,  has  performed  its  important  part  to  our  entire 
satisfaction,  and  added  no  little  to  the  dispatch  of  the  Department 
to  the  scene  of  action.  In  no  instance  has  it  failed  to  designate 
to  the  force  the  exact  locality  of  the  fires.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year  the  Department  was  annoyed  by  some  person 
or  persons  having  obtained  a  box  key,  in  consequence  of  which,  a 
number  of  false  alarms  of  fire  were  given.  The  Superintendent 
of  the  fire  alarm  altered  the  locks  on  the  boxes,  so  as  to  entrap 
the  key  in  the  box.    If  a  key  is  inserted  in  a  box,  it  cannot  be 
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taken  out,  except  by  an  engineer  of  the  Department.  We  con- 
sider it  a  valuable  invention  for  all  cities  that  may  be  troubled 
with  false  alarms. 

One  new  alarm-box  has  been  added  to  number  four  circuit, 
box  No.  57  has  been  removed  to  Taylor  &  Farley's  shop,  on 
Hermon  street,  and  the  new  box,  No.  71,  takes  its  place  on  the 
corner  of  Main  and  Central  streets. 

Two  large  engine  house  gongs  have  been  added  to  the  Depart- 
ment the  past  year.  They  are  placed  in  the  Lamartine  and 
Pleasant  street  houses.  It  will  be  necessary  to  put  another  large 
gong  in  the  John  street  house,  which  is  occupied  by  the  Babcock 
Extinguisher  Company. 

The  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  telegraph  pays  for  its 
maintenance  yearly,  as  a  large  'force  is  held  in  reserve  in  their 
houses,  thus  saving  a  great  expense  in  the  wear  of  the 
apparatus. 

During  the  past  year,  two  fires  have  occurred  in  North  Wor- 
cester, causing  a  considerable  loss  of  property,  a  portion  of 
which  might  have  been  saved  had  there  been  a  signal-box  within 
a  reasonable  distance  of  the  same.  As  a  partial  remedy,  it  is 
proposed  to  move  box  25,  now  located  on  R.  Ball  &  Co.'s  shop, 
but  a  few  rods  from  box  51,  and  place  it  at  the  corner  of  Grove 
and  North  streets.  It  would  be  well  to  extend  the  No.  4  cir- 
cuit to  Yalley  Falls,  and.  place  a  signal  box  there,  as  fires  occur 
in  the  manufacturing  establishments  there  quite  frequently,  and 
the  delay  necessary  in  going  to  Webster  square  to  give  the 
alarm  renders  the  efforts  of  the  Department  in  such  cases  almost 
abortive. 

A  striker  on  the  bell  at  Webster  square  is  also  very  desirable, 
as  the  only  means  of  conveying  the  alarm  to  that  point  is  through 
the  medium  of  a  small  gong  in  a  private  house.  It  will  readily 
be  seen  that,  in  the  absence  of  the  inmates,  it  would  be  impossi- 
ble to  call  the  Company  stationed  there,  let  the  necessity  be 
ever  so  great.  The  lady  of  the  house  in  question  is  entitled  to 
great  credit  for  denying  herself  the  pleasures  of  shopping  and  the 
exchange  of  friendly  visits  so  dear  to  the  female  heart,  lest  the 
voice  of  the  tiny  gong  might  sound  the  call  for  help  during  her 
absence,  with  no  one  near  to  convey  the  tidings  to  those  who 
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would  set  in  motion  the  deep-toned  notes  of  its  larger  brother, 
that  hangs  on  the  school-house  near  by. 

A  signal-box  should  be  placed  at  the  corner  of  Millbury  and 
Cambridge  streets,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Woodland  street 
school-house,  and  another  near  the  establishment  of  Graton  & 
Knight,  on  Blootningdale  street. 

UNSAFE  ILLUMINATING  OILS. 

This  is  a  question  of  growing  interest.  The  use  of  refined 
petroleum  as  an  illuminator  is  increasing  year  by  year.  It  is 
finding  its  way  into  every  village  and  farm-house  of  the  country. 
It  is  used,  for  the  most  part,  by  persons  wholly  ignorant  of  its 
nature,  its  possible  dangers,  and  of  the  proper  means  to  guard 
against  these  dangers.  It  is  used  carelessly  and,  sometimes, 
wickedly.  It  writes  its  history  of  deaths  and  burnings  in  every 
newspaper.  It  is  the  terror  of  firemen  and  the  hatred  of  in- 
surance companies  ;  and  yet  it  is  a  blessing,  for  it  supplies  a 
real  want  that  could  be  supplied  from  no  other  source,  and  it  is 
possible  to  get  the  full  measure  of  its  good  and,  at  the  same 
time,  to  reduce  its  danger  to  the  millions. 

Stringent  laws  should  be  enacted  in  every  State,  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  oil  unless  under  a  "  fire  test"  deemed  safe,  and  this 
should  be  high  enough  to  cover  possible  dangers.  All  oils 
should  be  tested  by  State  inspectors,  and  the  mode  of  inspection 
defined. 

Many  of  the  States  have  laws  embodying  most  of  these  pro- 
visions. We  have  one  in  this  State.  We  have  also  a  State 
inspector  in  this  city,  and  it  is  a  notable  fact  that  in  this  city 
accidents  from  the  use  of  these  oils  are  less  frequent  than  else- 
where. Previous  to  the  appointment  of  an  inspector  accidents 
were  of  almost  daily  occurrence.  The  law  regulating  the  storage 
and  sale  of  petroleum  on  the  statute  books  is  very  unsatis- 
factory and  obscure  in  some  of  its  provisions,  and  ought  to  be 
amended  as  soon  as  possible.  Until  this  is  done,  it  would  be 
well  for  all  cousumers  of  this  article  to  satisfy  themselves  of  two 

things — first,  "  has  the  oil  they  are  about  to  buy  been  inspected 
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by  the  local  inspector;"  and,  second,  "  what  is  the  test,"  for  it 
is  a  fact  that  oil  that  will  stand  120°  or  130°  of  heat  before 
igniting  is  not  only  better  in  point  of  economy,  but  what  is  of 
much  more  importance,  it  is  very  much  safer  than  that  which 
burns  at  110°  as  the  law  requires,  or  a  few  degrees  above  that 
point.  In  fact,  accidents  from  oil  of  the  above  standard  cannot 
occur  unless  through  gross  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
sumer. The  dealer  will  have  no  trouble  in  complying  with  this 
demand  of  the  consumer,  providing  he  has  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  for  the  inspector's  "brand"  on  the 
head  of  the  barrels,  or  his  certificate,  giving  the  test  and  date  of 
inspection,  answers  both  of  the  above  questions.  The  standard 
at  present  fixed  by  law  in  this  State  is,  by  most  people  con- 
versant with  the  matter,  considered  too  low.  There  being  two 
tests  required  renders  the  duties  of  the  inspector  quite  difficult. 
First,  is  the  "  flashing  test,"  or  the  lowest  point  where  the  oil 
gives  off  an  inflammable  vapor,  which  is  fixed  at  a  temperature 
of  100°.  This  is  by  far  the  most  important  test,  as  it  is  the  in- 
flammable vapor  evolved  at  atmospheric  temperature  that  causes 
most  of  the  accidents. 

Moreover,  an  oil  that  has  a  high  flashing  test  is  sure  to  have  a 
high  burning  test,  while  the  reverse  is  not  true.  The  burning 
test  fixes  the  burning  point  of  the  oil,  or  the  lowest  temperature 
at  which  it  will  take  tire.  The  law  fixes  the  point  at  which  this 
shall  not  go  below  at  110°.  The  burning  point  of  oil  is  from 
five  to  fifty  degrees  Fahrenheit  higher  than  the  flashing  point. 
The  two  points  are  quite  independent  of  each  other.  The  flash- 
ing point  depends  upon  the  amount  of  the  most  volatile  con- 
stituents present — naphtha,  &c,  while  the  burning  point  depends 
upon  the  general  character  of  the  whole  oil. 

Two  per  cent,  of  naphtha  will  lower  the  flashing  point  ( the  real 
cause  of  danger)  of  oil  ten  degrees  without  materially  affecting 
the  burning  test.  The  burning  test  does  not  determine  the  real 
safety  of  the  oil ;  that  is,  the  absence  of  naphtha.  For  this 
reason,  there  should  be  but  one  test:  viz.,  the  flash  test,  and 
that  should  be  fixed  at  least  10°  higher  than  it  now  is. 

While  the  2d  section  of  the  Act  regulating  the  sale  of  petro- 
leum and  its  products  defines  the  test  and  fixes  penalties,  and 
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makes  dealers  responsible  for  any  damage  that  may  occur 
through  the  sale  of  unsafe  oil,  except  for  the  purpose  of  re-manu- 
facture. The  third  section  reads  :  "  For  all  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  all  illuminating  oils  made  from  coal  or  petroleum  having  an 
igniting  point  of  less  than  one  hundred  and  ten  degrees  Fahren- 
heit, to  be  provided  in  the  second  section  of  this  Act,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  mixed  with  naphtha,  and  shall  be  branded  '  unsafe 
for  illuminating  purposes.'"  Now,  the  fact  is,  the  burning  test 
does  not  determine  the  presence  of  naphtha,  but  it  is  the  flash 
test,  which  is  not  mentioned  at  all  in  this  section,  that  does ; 
consequently  this  clause  is  rendered  inoperative.  A  penalty 
should  also  be  fixed  for  the  removal  of  the  inspector's  brand 
from  the  heads  of  barrels  containing  such  nnsafe  oils  before  they 
are  emptied. 

The  Inspector  of  Petroleum,  from  the  first,  has  experienced 
great  difficulty  in  the  collection  of  the  fees  to  be  paid  by  those 
requiring  his  services,  and  for  over  a  year  has  been  unable  to 
collect  a  single  cent. 

The  dealers  claim  that  it  should  be  paid  from  the  city 
treasury,  while  the  law  forbids  it.  The  reason  assigned  by  them 
for  not  paying  for  the  services  of  the  inspector  is  that  it  is  a 
public  benefit,  and  the  public  should  pay  for  it.  We  claim  that 
the  public  does  pay  it  in  an  advance  on  the  price  of  the  oil,  and 
it  would  be  injustice  for  them  to  pay  for  it  again  in  the  shape  of 
an  annual  tax.  If  the  dealers  in  this  article  have,  as  they  claim, 
paid  for  inspection  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  we  are  quite 
sure  it  is  something  the  public  does  not  require  of  them.  For 
who  is  there  in  this  city  who  would  refuse  to  pay  the  small  sum 
of  one-fourth  of  a  cent  a  gallon  on  the  price  of  an  oil  the  safety 
of  which  there  is  no  doubt  of,  in  preference  to  buying  an  article 
which  may  carry  death  and  destruction  to  his  home  ? 

It  is  also  claimed  by  the  wholesale  dealers  that  they  are  not 
required  by  the  terms  of  the  Act  to  have  their  oil  inspected. 
This  view  of  the  case  is  hardly  worth  noticing,  but  we  will 
suppose  such  was  the  case.  Under  those  circumstances,  cities 
or  towns  of  fifteen  hundred  or  more  inhabitants  would  be  pro- 
tected by  this  Act,  while  towns  containing  a  less  number  might 
be  flooded  with  unsafe  oils  with  impunity.     We  cannot  believe 
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for  a  moment  that  the  frame rs  of  this  Act  contemplated  any 
such  state  of  affairs. 

The  parties  interested  in  this  matter  petitioned  the  last  city 
government  for  a  reduction  of  the  fees,  and  were  given  a  patient 
hearing ;  on  which  occasion  they  argued  that  the  tax  was 
excessive  and  burdensome.  In  fact,  persons  unacquainted  with 
the  facts  would  be  led  to  believe  that  the  Stamp  Act  and  the 
tax  on  tea  which  caused  the  separation  of  the  Colonies  from  the 
mother  country  was  a  trivial  affair  compared  to  this.  We  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  conduct  of  those  gentlemen  in  this  matter  is 
not  at  all  creditable  to  them.  It  does  not  become  a  good  citizen  to 
add  to  our  already  large  burden  of  taxation,  to  evade  the  pay- 
ment of  this  just  claim  for  services  promptly  rendered  at  his 
request,  by  screening  himself  behind  a  lawyer's  quibble,  a  legal 
technicality,  or  an  excusable  oversight  of  a  branch  of  the  City 
Council.  As  it  was  evident  that  the  city  derived  no  revenue 
from  the  inspection  of  petroleum,  as  some  of  them  claimed,  and 
as  no  reduction  could  be  made  without  drawing  on  the  treasury 
for  the  compensation  of  the  inspector,  which  would  be  contrary 
to  law ;  consequently,  the  petitioners  were  given  leave  to 
withdraw. 

ACCIDENTS,  AND  FIREMEN'S  RELIEF. 

It  is  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  to  report  that  very  few  acci- 
dents have  befallen  firemen  or  citizens  in  going  to  or  working 
at  tires,  and  those  which  have  occurred  have  not  been  of  a  serious 
character.  The  most  serious  was  that  of  Albert  T.  Kitteridge,  a 
member  of  Hose  Co.  No.  5,  who  was  thrown  down  and  both 
wheels  of  the  hose  carriage  passed  over  his  head,  in  responding 
to  an  alarm  from  box  13,  October  2d. 

In  this  connection  we  wish  to  state  that  in  June  last,  an  Asso- 
ciation for  mutual  relief  was  organized  by  the  Fire  Department 
of  this  city,  and  about  150  firemen  have  become  members  of  it. 
The  sum  of  one  dollar  is  required  annually  for  membership.  With 
fees  for  membership,  and  the  generous  contributions  of  some  of 
our  public  spirited  citizens,  and  also  the  proceeds  of  a  union 
ball,  which  was  given  in  aid  of  this  Association  at  Mechanics 
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Hall,  New  Year's  night,  the  Association  have  a  fund  of  about 
one  thousand  dollars  in  the  treasury.  The  sum  of  ten  dollars 
per  week  is  paid  to  sick  or  disabled  members,  for  the  term  of 
ten  weeks,  and  in  case  of  death,  titty  dollars  is  paid  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased,  and  so  much  of  the  physician's  bill  as  the 
trustees  of  the  Association  may  determine.  The  sum  of  thirty- 
five  dollars  has  already  been  paid  to  Mr.  A.  T.  Kitteridge. 
This  Association  tends  to  strengthen  the  sympathies  and  friend- 
ship which  should  always  be  maintained  among  the  members  of 

the  Department. 

The  Board  of  Engineers,  in  behalf  of  the  members  of  the 
Association,  return  thanks  to  those  citizens  who  have  aided 
them,  and  would  commend  the  Association  to  the  favorable 
consideration  of  all  our  citizens.  Some  say  that  they  are  paid 
for  it,  and  that  they  are  entitled  to  no  credit  for  doing  their  duty  ; 
but  we  say  that  they  are.  When  battling  with  the  fiery  ele- 
ment, do  they  think  of  the  money  they  are  to  receive?  When, 
perchance,  they  save  some  precious  life,  do  you  mean  to  say  that 
they  expose  themselves  to  such  personal  risk  for  the  sake  of  a 
few  paltry  dollars  ?  No  !  we  say  they  do  not ;  for  money  will 
not  buy  them.  And  in  conclusion  we  think  it  no  more  than  just, 
that  when  accidents  are  met  with  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty,  they  should  be  pensioned  on  the  community,  and  entitled 
to  the  honor  of  every  true  American. 


SUGGESTIONS. 

Before  closing  this  report,  the  Board  again  desire  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  procuring  another  Hook  and  Ladder 
Carriage,  by  which  we  may  reach  the  upper  stories  of  our  high- 
est buildings. 

We  believe  that  an  Ordinance  should  be  framed,  obliging  owners 
of  buildings,  to  add  at  least  four  fire  escapes,  to  large  blocks,  by 
which  inmates  could  escape  in  case  of  fire.  It  would  also  facili- 
tate the  working  of  the  Department  in  case  of  fire.  The  recent 
fire  at  the  Granite  Mill  in  Fall  River,  should  teach  us  a  lesson. 
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It  is  therefore  the  most  sacred  duty  of  the  people,  if  their  repre- 
sentatives will  not  do  it,  to  show  how  to  take  better  care  of  our 
brothers,  husbands,  fathers  and  sons,  with  a  more  substantial 
machine  than  the  flimsy  and  shaky  ladders.  When  they  risk  their 
lives  to  save  our  property,  the  necessity  of  being  supplied  with 
apparatus,  by  which  the  upper  stories  of  tall  buildings  can  be 
reached  and  lives  saved,  is  an  imperative  one. 

This  Board  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  Hose 
Carriages,  for  Hose  Companies  No*.  2  and  5  ;  the  carriages  that 
they  now  have  in  use  are  entirely  unfit  for  service.  Before  leav- 
ing this  topic  we  desire  to  express  the  hope  that  the  recom- 
mendations and  suggestions  may  meet  your  early  consideration 
and  approval. 


CONCLUSION. 


In  conclusion,  this  Board  would  do  themselves  injustice,  did 
they  not  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  express  their 
sincere  thanks  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  entire  Depart- 
ment, for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have, 
on  every  occasion,  responded  to  the  call  of  duty,  to  their  bravery 
and  quickness  of  action,  and  strict  obedience  to  orders.  This 
Board  give  full  credit  for  our  success  in  conquering  at  the  start, 
what  bid  fair  to  be  some  of  the  worst  fires  we  have  ever  had  in 
this  city,  and  we  feel  proud  to  say,  that  with  its  manual  force 
and  such  equipments  and  apparatus,  the  best  of  hose  and  horses, 
Worcester  was  never  so  well  protected  as  at  the  present  time. 
To  Mr.  Frank  E.  Hall,  Water  Commissioner,  this  Board  would 
tender  their  thanks,  for  the  cheerful  and  valuable  assistance  ren- 
deared  at  fires.  To  the  gentlemen  constituting  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Fire  Department,  the  Board  are  under 
renewed  obligations,  for  the  careful  attention  always  cheerfully 
given  to  the  requirements  of  the  Department,  for  the  cordial 
support  and  endorsement  of  all  matters  tending  to  the  improve- 
ment and  advancement  of  the  best  interest  of  the  Department, 
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and  for  the  careful  manner  in  which  co-operation  has  been  given 
the  past  year.  Finally  the  Board  desire  to  acknowledge  their 
gratitude  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and 
gentlemen  of  the  City  Council,  for  their  continued  liberality  to 
the  financial  wants  of  this  Department.

Gov.  Lincoln  Steam  Fire  Engine  No.  1. 


Located  at  Bigelow  court.  This  engine  was  built  by  the  Amos- 
keag  Manufacturing  Co.,  Manchester,  N.  EL,  and  delivered  to 
this  Department  in  February,  1873.  It  is  a  double  reciprocating, 
vertical  engine,  with  two  steam  cylinders,  7f  inches  diameter,  and 
8  inch  stroke ;  pump  4^  inches  diameter,  and  8  inch  stroke.  At 
a  fair  working  speed  it  will  deliver  600  gallons  of  water  per  min- 
ute. The  boiler  is  vertical,  32  inches  diameter,  66  inches  long, 
and  contains  301  brass  tubes  18  inches  long  and  1J  inches  diame- 
ter. Weight,  when  drawn  to  a  fire,  8,000  pounds.  With  this 
machine  there  is  a  four-wheeled  hose  carriage,  carrying  700  feet 
of  hose,  and  all  the  necessary  equipments.  This  carriage  was 
built  by  Albert  Tolman  &  Co.,  of  this  City,  and  is  in  good  con- 
dition. Three  horses  are  in  the  house,  owned  by  the  City,  with 
permanent  driver.  Four  hosemen  occupy  beds  in  the  house,  also 
the  driver.    Company  when  full  is  thirteen  men,  including  driver. 

The  inventory  of  property  in  charge  of  this  company,  includ- 
ing one-half  of  the  engine  house,  lot,  horses  and  equipments,  is 
$20,528.17.

S.  E.  Combs  Steam  Fire  Engine  No.  2. 


Situated  on  Beacon  street.  This  engine  was  built  by  H.  C. 
Silsby  &  Co.,  Seneca  Falls,  N.  Y.  This  machine  was  delivered 
to  this  Department  in  August  last,  in  exchange  for  the  steamer 
Col.  Davis,  which  was  found  to  be  in  an  unsafe  condition  and 
very  much  worn,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  En- 
gineers and  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department. 

This  engine  has  given  perfect  satisfaction  ;  in  fact,  her  working 
powers  excel  her  beauty  and  symmetry,  which  are  declared  by 
good  judges  to  be  almost  faultless.  It  is  one  of  the  finest  pieces 
of  mechanism  in  a  steam  fire  engine  that  we  have  in  this  City,  if 
not  in  the  State.  It  will  throw  about  550  gallons  of  water  per 
minute,  at  a  fair  working  pressure,  and  weighs,  when  going  to  a 
fire  about  8,400. 

With  this  engine  there  is  a  four-wheeled  hose  carriage,  built  by 
Corbett  &  Willard,  of  this  City,  in  September  last,  which  we 
consider  the  best  carriage  in  the  Department ;  it  will  carry  800 
feet  of  hose.  Permanent  horses  are  kept  for  the  steamer  and 
hose  carriage,  with  permanent  driver.  The  engineer,  fireman 
and  two  hosemen  occupy  beds  in  the  engine  house.  The  compa- 
ny when  full  has  thirteen  men,  including  driver. 

The  inventory  of  property  in  charge  of  this  company,  includ- 
ing engine  house,  lot,  horses  and  equipments,  is  $19,511.05.

This  engine  is  located  on  School  street,  and  was  built  by  H. 
C.  Silsby  &  Co.,  Seneca  Falls,  N.  Y.,  in  1865.  It  has  Holly's  ro- 
tary engine  and  pump,  a  decided  improvement  over  the  first  made 
for  this  City  by  the  above  firm,  having  cost  scarcely  anything  for 
repairs  since  its  introduction  here ;  in  fact,  it  has  given  the  fullest 
satisfaction.

1.  The  Companies  are  ordered  to  go  to  alarms  of 
fire  given  from  boxes  as  indicated  in  the  annexed 
table. 

2.  Upon  an  alarm,  all  Companies  not  called  to 
that  box  will  report  to  their  Engine  House  and  re- 
main thirty  minutes,  unless  dismissed  by  the  signal 
on  the  bells. 

3.  Drivers,  with  their  horses,  will  report  the  same 
as  other  members  of  the  Department.  Hose  car- 
riages to  go  in  advance  of  Steamers  to  which  they 
belong,  in  all  cases. 

4.  Three  strokes  on  the  bell  will  constitute  a 
second  alarm  ;  Companies  so  called  will  report  to  an 
Engineer  before  commencing  work  ;  and  all  compa- 
nies are  ordered  to  wait  fifteen  seconds,  to  be  sure 
that  it  is  not  an  alarm  from  another  box. 

5.  After  an  alarm  has  been  given,  one  stroke  on 
the  bells  will  call  for  the  Hook  and  Ladder  remain- 
ing in  the  house. 

6.  Two  strokes  on  the  bells  after  an  alarm  has 
been  given,  Companies  are  dismissed.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 

WORCESTER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Engineer's  Office,  ) 
Worcester,  January  2pth,  1875.  3 

Article  1.  Any  Engine  or  Hose  Company  arriving  at  a  fire, 
and  finding  an  incomplete  line  of  hose  laid  out  from  any  steamer 
or  hydrant,  shall  attach  to  and  lengthen  out  such  line  until  the 
fire  is  reached ;  and  in  all  cases  the  Company  reaching  the  fire 
with  their  hose  are  entitled  to  the  pipe. 

Article  2.  Any  member  of  the  Department  who  wilfully 
and  maliciously  turns  a  stream  of  water,  or  directs  or  causes  it  to 
be  done,  on  any  person  or  persons,  shall  be  liable  to  be  dismissed 
from  the  service.  No  charge  will  be  entertained  against  any 
member  of  the  Department  unless  such  charge  be  made  in  writ- 
ing within  five  days  after  the  act  complained  of  shall  have  been 
committed. 

Article  3.  Each  Driver  shall  give  his  entire  time  to  the 
interests  of  the  Department,  and  shall  always  be  at  or  near  the 
engine  house  where  his  machine  is  kept,  except  when  directed 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  to  perform  other  duty,  or  when  allowed 
to  be  absent  from  said  house  by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Article  4.  All  Drivers  are  strictly  forbidden  to  run  their 
horses  to  fires,  under  penalty  of  expulsion  ;  and  they  are  required 
to  use  all  due  caution,  and  not  drive  over  a  line  of  hose  if  it  can 
be  avoided. 
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Article  5.  The  several  companies  will  run  on  first  and  sec- 
ond alarms  of  fire,  in  accordance  with  tables,  from  time  to  time 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

Article  6.  Each  Company,  in  cases  where  their  apparatus 
do  not  respond  to  the  first  alarm,  shall  assemble  at  their  respective 
stations,  and  wait  thirty  minutes,  before  calling  the  roll.  Should 
the  re-call  be  sounded  within  thirty  minutes,  the  roll  shall  not  be 
called  in  less  than  twenty  minutes  from  the  first  alarm. 

Article  7.  All  horses  in  good  health  must  be  exercised  at 
least  one-half  hour  every  day,  except  on  Sunday  or  in  inclement 
weather,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  engine  house,  at  no 
time  proceeding  faster  than  a  walk,  and  if  in  cold  weather  they 
shall  be  blanketed.  The  hours  of  exercise  shall  be  from  9  to  10 
a.m.  Days  when  the  horses  are  worked  on  the  streets,  and  in  case 
of  fire  in  the  morning,  such  exercise  will  be  omitted.  The  drivers 
shall  in  no  case  take  their  horses  beyond  calling  distance  from 
their  respective  houses. 

Article  8.  No  profane  or  ungentlemanly  language  or  disor- 
derly conduct  will  be  allowed  on  the  part  of  any  member  of  the 
Department,  when  on  duty,  under  penalty  of  suspension  or  dis- 
missal ;  and  the  citizens  will  be  treated  by  the  members  in  a  civil 
and  gentlemanly  manner  at  all  times. 

Article  9.  The  hose  must  be  changed  on  the  reel  at  least 
once  in  three  weeks,  for  which  purpose  the  Foreman  will  warn 
the  Steward  having  charge  of  the  same,  and  if  the  Steward 
neglects  to  change  it  the  Foreman  shall  cause  it  to  be  done  at 
the  expense  of  the  Steward. 

Article  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Foreman  to  see  that 
the  apparatus,  and  buildings  in  which  the  same  are  deposited, 
and  all  things  in  or  belonging  to  the  same,  are  kept  neat  and 
clean  and  in  order  for  immediate  use ;  and  to  see  that  the  house 
is  closed  at  or  before  10  o'clock  p.  m. 

Article  11.  No  fireman  shall  sleep  in  any  engine  house  or 
hook  and  ladder  house  without  the  consent  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
or  one  of  his  Assistant  Engineers,  and  in  no  case  will  permission 
be  given  to  persons  not  members  of  the  Department  to  use  or 
occupy  beds  in  the  engine,  hose  or  hook  and  ladder  houses.

Article  12.  The  occupant  of  each  bed  will  be  held  responsi- 
ble for  the  cleanliness  of  the  same,  and  will  be  held  strictly 
accountable  for  any  damage  to  either  bed  or  bed  clothing  through 
carelessness.  After  retiring  the  occupants  will  refrain  from  loud 
talking,  or  in  any  manner  disturbing  the  rest  of  others,  and  any 
member  retiring  in  a  state  of  intoxication  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Chief  Engineer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  recommend  such  per- 
son for  discharge  from  the  Department. 

Article  13.  If  a  charge  of  intoxication  be  preferred  and 
proven  against  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Department,  he 
shall  be  reprimanded,  suspended,  or  discharged,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Department  to  report  any  member  violating  this  rule 
to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Article  14.  JSTo  officer  or  permanent  member  shall  leave  the 
city  without  first  notifying  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  procuring  a 
substitute  to  his  acceptance ;  and  every  other  member  expecting 
to  be  absent  twenty-four  hours  or  more,  shall  be  required  to  pro- 
cure a  substitute  to  the  approval  of  his  Foreman,  failing  to  do 
which  he  shall  forfeit  one  month's  pay.  No  member  will  be 
allowed  a  substitute  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence  from 
the  city,  and  in  no  instance  for  a  longer  period  than  one  month, 
except  in  case  of  sickness. 

Article  15.  No  Company  will  be  allowed  to  take  their  appa- 
ratus away  from  the  engine  house,  except  in  case  of  lire,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Article  16.  If  by  accident  or  otherwise,  the  property  of  any 
person  in  the  city  is  damaged  by  any  Company,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  officer  of  said  Company  causing  such  damage  to 
report  the  same  immediately  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Article  17.  Hose  drivers  must  not  permit  persons  not  con- 
nected with  the  Department  to  ride  upon  the  hose  carriage,  and 
not  more  than  two  hosemen  will  be  permitted  to  ride  to  a  fire, 
the  pipemen  in  all  cases  to  have  the  preference,  and  in  muddy 
weather  or  heavy  wheeling,  the  driver  must  not  permit  any  one 
to  ride  on  the  carriage  when  returning  from  fires. 

Article  18.  Any  Driver  in  the  Department  who  carelessly  or 
wilfully  comes  in  collision  with  a  vehicle  of  any  kind,  while  going 
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to  or  returning  from  a  tire  alarm,  shall  be  held  responsible  for  all 
damages  that  may  occur. 

Article  19.  The  Foreman  or  person  in  command  of  each 
Company  when  in  service,  shall  remain  by  his  Company  or 
apparatus  of  which  he  has  charge  to  direct  its  operations,  and  all 
members  of  the  several  Companies  except  when  otherwise  en- 
gaged on  special  duty,  will  remain  at  or  about  the  apparatus  to 
which  they  are  attached  ;  he  will  also  see  that  the  hose  is  well 
guarded. 

Article  20.  All  members  arriving  early  at  fires,  will  assist 
the  first  apparatus  in  getting  to  work  (or  until  the  arrival  of  their 
own  machine),  and  no  person  other  than  an  Engineer  or  Officer 
of  the  Company  will  be  allowed  to  give  any  orders  when  the 
Foreman  is  present. 

Article  21.  No  buildings  used  by  any  Company  in  the  Fire 
Department,  shall  be  opened  or  occupied  on  Sunday,  except  in 
case  of  alarm  of  fire.  This  rule  shall  not  be  construed,  however, 
to  prevent  employes  and  those  detailed  to  sleep  in  the  house 
from  occupying  them,  but  the  doors  of  said  houses  must  be  kept 
closed  on  the  Sabbath. 

Article  22.  No  balls,  parties  or  social  gatherings  of  any  de- 
scription, shall  be  held  in  any  building,  used  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, without  the  consent  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Article  23.  No  subscription  papers  or  books  shall  be  circu- 
lated under  the  auspices  of  any  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
soliciting  money  from  citizens  without  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Engineers. 

Article  24.  When  a  first  alarm  of  fire  is  given,  all  Compa- 
nies not  responding  will  be  governed  by  telegraphic  signals,  viz  : 
two  blows  upon  the  engine  house  gongs  and  alarm  bells  will  be 
understood  as  proclaiming  the  fire  extinguished,  and  the  Compa- 
nies in  attendance  at  liberty  to  answer  other  alarms.  Three 
strokes  will  constitute  a  general  alarm,  and  all  Companies  will 
report  immediately.  After  a  first  alarm  is  given,  and  before  the 
re-call  signal  is  struck,  should  an  alarm  be  given  from  another 
box,  all  unemployed  first  and  second  alarm  Companies  will  re- 
spond.   Should  another  alarm  be  given  from  yet  another  box 
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previous  to  the  re-call  signal  being  given,  all  unemployed  Com- 
panies will  respond. 

Article  25.  Any  violation  of  these  rules  and  regulations  by 
any  member  of  the  Department  will  be  deemed  good  cause  for 
his  discharge.

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  KEY-HOLDERS. 


1.  Alarms  should  be  given  from  the  box  nearest  the  location  of 
the  fire. 

2.  Upon  the  discovery  or  positive  information  of  a  fire,  you  will 
unlock  the  box,  pull  down  the  slide  or  hook,  once  only,  and  let  go. 
This  gives  the  desired  alarm  all  over  the  city,  repeating  itself  four 
times. 

3.  Each  box  contains  a  small  bell,  which,  if  heard  before  you  pull 
the  hook,  indicates  that  the  alarm  has  been  previously  given  from 
another  box  ;  in  such  cases  do  not  pull  the  hook  until  you  are  sure  the 
alarm  has  been  completed. 

4.  Never  signal  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance  ;  never  touch  the  hook 
except  to  give  an  alarm  of  fire.  Give  an  alarm  for  no  cause  other 
than  actual  fire.    Be  sure  and  close  the  door  on  leaving  the  box. 

5.  For  a  fire  near  box  4,  the  bells  will  be  struck  four  times,  two  and 
one-half  seconds  apart ;  then,  after  a  pause  of  twenty  seconds,  four 
times  again,  and  so  on.  For  a  fire  near  box  45,  the  bells  will  give 
four  strokes  (for  the  tens),  and  after  a  pause  of  seven  seconds,  five 
strokes,  to  be  repeated  at  intervals  of  twenty  seconds. 

6.  Never  pull  the  hook  twice  for  the  same  fire  ;  if  a  second  alarm 
is  necessary,  an  engineer  will  give  it. 

7.  Never  let  the  key  go  out  of  your  possession  unless  called  for  by 
the  Chief  Engineer.  If  you  change  your  residence  or  place  of  busi- 
ness where  the  key  is  kept,  return  it  to  this  office.

AN  ORDINANCE 

CONCERNING  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  CITY  OF  WORCESTER. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Worcester,  in  City  Council  assembled,  as  follows : 

Sec.  I.  The  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Worcester  shall  consist  of  a 
Chief  Engineer,  four  Assistant  Engineers,  and  of  as  many  engine  men,  hose 
men,  hook  and  ladder  men,  and  other  persons,  to  be  divided  into  companies, 
as  the  number  of  engines  and  the  number  and  quantity  of  other  fire  apparatus 
in  service  belonging  to  the  City,  shall  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sec.  2.  The  Engineers  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  January,  in 
each  year,  organize  themselves  as  a  Board  of  Engineers  by  choosing  a  Clerk 
by  ballot.  They  shall,  at  such  times  as  they  may  by  their  by-laws  determine, 
hold  such  meetings  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prompt  transaction  of  all  busi-^ 
ness  coming  before  them,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  Board  shall  be  necessa- 
ry to  constitute  a  quorum.  They  may  make  such  rules  and  orders  for  their 
government,  as  a  Board  of  Engineers,  as  they  may  see  fit,  and  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  in  addition  to  this  ordinance  for  the  better  government,  disci- 
pline, and  good  order  of  the  Department  and  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires, 
as  they  may  from  time  to  time  think  expedient,  the  same  not  being  repugnant 
to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  to  any  ordinance  of  the  city,  and  being 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  to  amendment  or  re- 
peal by  said  Engineers  at  any  time,  subject  to  such  approval. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Engineers,  whenever  a  fire  shall  break 
out  in  the  City,  immediately  to  repair  to  the  place  of  such  fire,  and  to  carry 
with  them  a  suitable  badge  of  their  office ;  to  take  proper  measures  that  the 
several  engines  and  other  apparatus  be  arranged  in  the  most  advantageous 
situations,  and  duly  worked  for  the  effectual  extinguishment  of  the  fire ;  to 
require  and  compel  assistance  from  all  persons,  as  well  as  members  of  the 
department,  in  extinguishing  the  fire,  removing  the  furniture,  goods,  or  other 
merchandise  from  any  building  on  fire,  or  in  danger  thereof,  and  to  appoint 
guards  to  secure  the  same ;  and  to  suppress  all  tumults  and  disorders.  It  shall 
also  be  their  duty  to  cause  order  to  be  preserved  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
fires,  and  at  all  times  when  companies  attached  to  the  department  are  on 
duty. 
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Sec.  4.  Whenever  it  shall  be  adjudged,  at  any  fire,  by  three  or  more  of  the 
Engineers,  of  whom  the  Chief,  if  he  be  present,  shall  be  one,  to  be  necessary, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  further  spreading  of  the  fire,  to  pull  down  or  other- 
wise demolish  any  building,  the  same  may  be  done. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engineers  to  enquire  for  and  examine 
into  all  shops  and  other  places  where  shavings  or  other  combustible  materials 
may  be  collected  and  deposited,  and  at  all  times  be  vigilant  in  taking  care  of 
the  removal  of  the  same,  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  any  two  of  them,  the 
same  may  be  dangerous  to  the  security  of  the  city  from  fires,  and  to  direct  the 
tenant  or  occupant  of  said  shops  or  other  places,  to  remove  the  same ;  and  in 
case  such  tenant  or  .occupant  shall  neglect  or  refuse  so  to  do,  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  such  tenant  or  occupant. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Engineers  to  take  cognizance 
of  all  buildings  in  the  city  in  which  steam  engines  are  used,  and 'of  all 
buildings  in  the  city  in  process  of  erection  or  alteration,  and  to  make  a 
record  of  such  thereof  as  in  their  judgment  may,  from  any  cause,  be  danger- 
ous, and  report  the  same  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  forthwith.  It  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  said  Engineers  to  cause  prosecutions  to  be  instituted  in  all 
cases  of  violation  of  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings, 
or  of  any  other  law  or  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  Fire  Department,  and  for 
the  prevention  of  fire  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

Sec.  7.  Engineers  upon  complaint  to  them,  or  upon  their  knowledge 
of  any  defective  chimney  or  hearth,  within  the  city  of  Worcester,  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  examined,  and  shall  order  the  same  either  to  be  repaired  or 
taken  down,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient ;  and  if  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
such  chimney  or  hearth  shall  wilfully  neglect  to  repair  or  take  down  the  same, 
after  having  been  notified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  and  they  shall  have  full  authority  to  cause 
such  defective  chimney  or  hearth  to  be  repaired  or  taken  down,  and  the  owner 
or  owners  of  the  same  shall  pay  the  whole  expense  of  repairing  or  taking 
down  such  chimney  or  hearth. 

Sec.  8.  The  Engineers,  officers  and  members  of  the  several  companies  regu- 
larly appointed,  shall  wear  such  caps,  badges,  or  insignia  of  office,  when  on 
duty,  as  the  Board  of  Engineers  may  from  time  to  time  direct,  and  no  others,  to 
be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  city ;  and  no  other  person  or  persons  shall 
wear  the  same  at  any  time,  except  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as 
the  said  Engineers  may  direct. 

Sec.  0.  Whenever  any  fire  occurs  out  of  the  city  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
only  such  and  so  many  of  said  Engineers  to  repair  thither  as  shall  have  been 
designated  for  such  purpose  by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board  of  Engineers,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  herein 
contained,  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  grant  to  any  officer  or  mem- 
ber of  the  Fire  Department,  if  they  shall  think  it  compatible  with  the  interests 
of  the  Department,  a  vacation  not  exceeding  two  weeks  in  any  one  year,  upon 
such  terms  as  they  shall  think  expedient.  And  the  Mayor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  may,  if  he  sees  fit,  whenever  any  officer  or 
member  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  not  by  reason  of  such  vacation,  or 
sickness,  or  otherwise,  attend  to  his  duties  in  the  department,  appoint  a

substitute  to  act  in  his  place  during  his  absence,  and  such  substitute  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  pay  of  the  person  absent  while  he  shall  thus  act. 

Sec.  11.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  sole  command  at  fires,  over  all 
other  Engineers,  and  all  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all 
other  persons  who  may  be  present  at  fires ;  and  shall  direct  all  proper  meas- 
ures for  extinguishment  of  fires,  protection  of  property,  preservation  of 
order  and  observance  of  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  respecting  fires. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Chief  Engineer  to  examine  into  the  condition 
of  the  engines  and  all  other  fire  apparatus,  and  of  the  Engine  and  otherhouses, 
and  the  reservoirs  belonging  to  the  city,  and  used  by  the  Eire  Department, 
and  of  the  companies  attached  to  the  said  Department,  as  often  as  circum- 
stances may  render  it  expedient,  or  whenever  directed  so  to  do  by  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  or  by  the  committee  on  the  Fire  Department,  and  annually  to 
report  the  same  to  the  City  Council,  and  oftener  if  requested.  Also  feo  cause  a 
full  description  of  the  same,  together  with  the  names,  ages,  and  residence  of 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Department,  to  be  published  annually,  in  such 
a  manner  as  the  City  Council  shall  direct ;  and  whenever  the  engines  or  other 
fire  apparatus,  engine  or  other  houses,  used  by  the  Department  require  al- 
terations, additions,  or  repairs,  the  said  Chief  Engineer,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department,  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  made.  And  it  shall  be,  moreover,  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
to  place  on  file  all  returns  of  officers,  members,  and  fire  apparatus,  made  by 
the  respective  companies,  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  all  other  communica- 
tions relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  Fire  Department ;  to  keep,  or  cause  to  be 
kept,  fair  and  exact  rolls  of  the  respective  companies,  specifying  time  of  ad- 
mission and  discharge  of  each  member,  and  also  a  record  of  all  accidents  by 
fire,  which  may  happen  within  the  city,  with  the  causes  thereof,  as  well  as  can 
be  ascertained,  and  the  number  and  description  of  the  buildings  destroyed  or 
injured,  the  amount  of  insurance  upon  the  same,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
owners  or  occupants,  and  report  the  same  once  in  each  year,  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil. He  shall  have  the  superintendence  and  control  of  all  the  engine  and  other 
houses  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  of  all  the 
furniture  and  apparatus  thereto  belonging,  and  of  the  horses,  engines  and  all 
other  fire  apparatus  belonging  to  the  City,  and  over  all  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  several  companies  attached  to  the  Fire  Department.  He  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  discipline,  good  order,  and  proper  conduct  of  the  whole 
Department,  both  officers  and  men,  and  for  the  care  of  all  houses,  engines, 
hose  carriages,  hook  and  ladder  carriages,  furniture,  and  apparatus  thereto 
belonging. 

Sec.  12.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  power  to  suspend  any  officer  or 
member  of  the  Department  for  insubordination  or  disorderly  conduct,  for  such 
length  of  time  as  he  may  deem  proper,  provided,  that  such  suspension  shall  be 
reported  by  him  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  at  their  next  meeting  after  said 
suspension,  unless  such  officer  or  member  shall  have  been  previously  rein- 
stated by  said  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  13.  All  supplies  for  the  use  of  the  Department  shall  be  drawn  on 
requisition  upon  the  Chief  Engineer;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
Foreman  of  each  and  every  company  to  see  that  all  necessary  supplies  are 
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kept  constantly  on  hand,  to  secure  the  proper  working  of  the  apparatus  in 
their  charge,  and  all  supplies  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Foreman  of  the  several 
companies. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  or  the  Assistant  En- 
gineer in  command,  to  order  from  the  ground  all  fire  associations  or  fire  com- 
panies not  belonging  to  the  Fire  Department.  And  no  such  fire  association  or 
fire  company,  or  any  member  thereof,  shall  act  at  any  fire  in  said  city  as  a  fire 
company  or  as  a  fireman.  Provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  fire  companies  belonging  to  other  Fire  Departments. 

Sec.  15.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chief,  the  Assistant  Engineer  next  in  rank 
shall  act  with  full  powers,  and  their  seniority  in  rank,  and  all  questions  rela- 
tive thereto,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sec.  16.  The  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  or  Chief  Engineer  may  from  time  to  time  direct ; 
and  also  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  of  Engineers  by  their  rules  and  orders 
may  from  time  to  time  determine.  He  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all 
books,  records,  papers  and  documents  belonging  to  the  Board ;  and  he  shall 
deliver  the  same  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Sec.  17.  As  many  engine,  hose,  and  hook  and  ladder  companies  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  formed  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  as  they  shall  deem  expe- 
dient ;  and  each  company  shall  consist  of  as  many  officers  and  members  as 
shall  be  thus  appointed  and  duly  qualified  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance ;  and  vacancies  in  the  Department  may  be  filled  at  any  time  by  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen;  and  each  company  shall  meet  for  general  business  on 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month. 

Sec.  18.  Every  company  using  a  hand  engine,  shall  have  a  first,  second 
and  third  Foreman,  and  a  Clerk ;  those  using  a  hose  carriage  or  hook  and  lad- 
der carriage  shall  have  a  first  and  second  Foreman,  and  a  Clerk ;  those  using 
a  steamer  shall  have  a  first  and  second  Foreman,  Clerk,  Engineer  and  an  As- 
sistant Engineer.  These  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  their  respective 
companies,  together  with  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  at  meetings 
specially  held  for  that  purpose  in  the  month  of  December  annually,  and  the 
Chief  Engineer,  or  some  member  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  to  be  designated 
by  the  Chief  Engineer,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  for  the  election  of  officers. 

Sec.  19.  Every  officer  and  every  member  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  sign 
the  following  agreement,  to  be  deposited  with  the  Board  of  Engineers  :  "  I,  A. 
B.,  having  been  appointed  as  a  member  of  the  Worcester  Fire  Department, 
do  hereby  agree  to  abide  by  all  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council,  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  and  of  the  Board  of  En- 
gineers relating  thereto."  And  any  officer  or  member  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  sign  the  same  shall  not  be  qualified  as  a  member  of  the  Department. 

Sec.  20.  Whenever  any  person  shall  have  been  elected  to  any  office,  as 
aforesaid,  he  shall  perform  all  the  duties  thereof  for  the  year  for  which  he  was 
chosen  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  unless  discharged 
therefrom,  either  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Foremen  to  see  that  the  several  engines 
and  other  apparatus  intrusted  to  their  care,  and  the  several  buildings  in  which 
the  same  may  be  deposited,  and  all  things  in  or  belonging  to  the  same,  are 
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kept  neat,  clean,  and  in  order  for  immediate  use ;  to  preserve  order  and  disci- 
pline at  all  times  in  their  respective  companies  and  houses,  and  require  and 
enforce  a  strict  compliance  with  the  city  ordinances,  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Department,  and  the  orders  of  the  Engineers. 

Sec.  22.  The  Clerks  of  the  several  companies,  before  entering  upon  their 
duties,  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  thereof.  They  shall  make 
quarterly  returns  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  all  absences  of  the  members  of  their 
respective  companies  from  fires,  or  fire  alarms,  or  from  meetings  for  the  choice 
of  officers,  and,  if  it  shall  appear  that  any  member  has  failed  to  perform  his 
duties  satisfactorily  to  the  Board  of  Engineers,  no  compensation  shall  be 
allowed  him  for  such  length  of  time  as  he  may  have  been  delinquent;  and  if 
any  Clerk  shall  make  a  false  report,  he  shall  be  expelled  from  the  Department, 
and  any  pay  that  may  be  due  him  at  the  time  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  city. 
They  shall  also  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  by  the  Clerk  of  their  respective  com- 
panies, fair  and  exact  rolls  specifying  the  time  of  admission  and  discharge  of 
each  member,  with  their  age  and  residence,  and  accounts  of  all  the  city  prop- 
erty entrusted  to  the  care  of  the  several  members,  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose  by  the  city,  which  rolls  or  record  books  shall  always  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  or  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Fire  Department.  They  shall  also  make  or  cause  to  be  made  to 
the  Chief  Engineer,  true  and  accurate  returns  of  all  the  members  and  the  ap- 
paratus entrusted  to  their  care,  whenever  called  upon  so  to  do.  They  shall 
have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  books,  records,  papers  and  documents  be- 
longing to  the  Company,  and  shall  record  all  the  doings  of  the  Company  in  a 
book  to  be  furnished  by  the  city;  and  they  shall  deliver  said  books,  records, 
papers  and  documents  to  their  successors  in  office. 

Sec.  23.  For  every  absence  or  tardiness  at  any  roll  call,  there  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  pay  of  the  absent  or  tardy  officer  or  member  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents,  and  at  an  alarm  of  fire,  one  dollar,  which  amount  so  de- 
ducted shall  be  paid  to  meet  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  company.  And  if 
any  officer  or  member  snail  have  been  absent  or  tardy  at  more  than  one-third  of 
the  fires,  or  alarms  of  fire  occurring  during  the  year,  if  more  than  five,  except 
in  case  of  sickuess,  such  absence  or  tardiness  shall  be  considered  good  cause 
for  his  discharge  from  the  Department. 

Sec.  24.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  Fire  Department  who  shall  wilfully 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  his  duty,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  disorderly  conduct 
or  disobedience  to  his  superiors  in  office,  shall  for  such  offence,  besides  being 
subject  to  the  penalty  hereinafter  provided,  be  dismissed  from  the  Department ; 
and  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Fire  Department  may,  at  any  time  be  re- 
moved or  dismissed  from  the  Department,  or  deposed  from  any  office  that  he 
may  hold  therein  by  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  25.  In  all  cases  of  removal  from  office,  or  from  the  Department  by 
the  Mayor,  the  name  of  the  person  removed  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons 
therefor,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  at  their  next 
regular  meeting,  and  no  officer  who  may  have  been  dismissed  or  removed 
from  the  Fire  Department,  shall  be  reinstated  therein,  unless  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Aldermen. 

Sec.  26.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  several 
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engine,  hose  and  hook  and  ladder  companies,  whenever  a  fire  shall  break  out 
in  the  city,  to  repair  forthwith  to  their  respective  engines,  hose,  hook  and 
ladder  carriages,  and  other  apparatus,  and  to  convey  them,  in  as  orderly  a 
manner  as  may  be,  to  or  near  the  place  where  the  fire  may  be,  and,  in  con- 
formity with  the  direction  of  the  Chief  or  other  Engineers,  to  exert  themselves 
in  the  most  orderly  manner  possible,  in  working  and  managing  the  said 
engines,  hose,  and  hooks  and  ladders,  and  other  apparatus  ;  and  in  performing 
any  duty  that  they  may  be  called  on  to  do  by  any  Engineer;  and,  upon  per- 
mission of  the  Chief  or  other  Engineers,  shall,  in  an  orderly  and  quiet  manner, 
return  the  said  apparatus  to  their  respective  places  of  deposit.  Provided,  in 
the  absence  of  all  the  Engineers,  such  direction  and  permission  may  be  given 
by  their  respective  Foremen. 

Sec.  27.  No  company  shall  draw  water  from  the  reservoirs,  except  in  case 
of  fire,  unless  by  special  permission  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  nor  shall  any 
engine,  hose,  or  hook  and  ladder  be  taken  to  a  fire  out  of  the  city,  without 
permission  of  an  Engineer ;  nor  shall  any  apparatus  of  the  Fire  Department 
be  taken  from  the  city,  other  than  to  a  fire,  without  permission  from  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sec.  28.  No  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  shall  be  employed  or 
act  as  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department ;  nor  shall  any  person  be  so  employed 
or  so  act  unless  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  29.  There  shall  be  paid  to  each  member  of  the  Department,  such  sum, 
in  semi-annual  payments,  as  the  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine ;  and  any  member  of  the  Fire  Department  who  shall  perform  the  duties 
for  a  less  term  than  one  year,  shall  be  paid  pro  rata,  for  the  number  of  months 
he  may  have  been  in  service;  but  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  for  a  less 
term  of  service  than  three  months. 

Sec.  30.  The  members  of  the  several  companies  shall  not  assemble  in 
the  houses  intrusted  to  their  care  on  the  Sabbath,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  the  engine  or  apparatus,  on  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  of  returning  the  same 
to  the  house,  and  taking  the  necessary  care  of  said  apparatus  after  its  return, 
and  any  member  violating  this  regulation  herein  made,  shall  be  liable  to  be 
discharged  from  the  Department  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen.  This  regula- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  the  officers  and  stewards  of  the  several  companies. 

Sec.  31.  No  person  shall  bring  into,  or  suffer  to  remain  in,  any  building 
occupied  by  any  Company  in  the  Fire  Department,  any  cards,  dice  or  other 
articles  used  for  gaming,  nor  shall  any  intoxicating  liquor  be  kept  or  used 
therein,  and  no  person,  not  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  shall  frequent 
the  house  of  any  fire  company ;  nor  shall  any  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  run  with  any  such  company. 

Sec.  32.  No  person  shall  insult,  menace,  hinder,  obstruct,  oppose  or  give 
an  order  to  any  Engineer  or  fireman  while  on  duty,  nor  shall  any  person  pre- 
sume to  act  as  a  member  of  any  company  belonging  to  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  city  of  Worcester  until  he  has  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified. 

Sec.  33.  No  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  truck,  or  hose  carriage  shall,  in 
going  to  or  returning  from  any  fire,  or  at  any  other  time,  be  run,  driven, 
^heeled,  drawn  or  placed  on  any  sidewalk,  except  by  the  special  order  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  or  of  an  Assistant  Engineer. 
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Sec.  34.  In  case  of  an  alarm  of  fire  the  several  bells  of  the  ciiy  shall  be 
rung-  or  tolled  and  the  whistles  sounded  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  Board  of  Engineers  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  and  no  person  shall 
knowingly  give  a  false  alarm  of  fire,  or  knowingly  proclaim  that  any  fire  is 
extinguished  or  out  when  it  is  not. 

Sec.  35.  No  person  shall  keep  or  suffer  to  be  kept  in  any  building  or  tene- 
ment occupied  by  him  within  the  limits  of  said  city  any  friction  match,  or 
matches,  unless  the  same  be  kept  inclosed  and  well-secured,  in  a  box  or  ves- 
sel of  iron,  or  some  other  incombustible  material. 

Sec.  36.  No  person  shall  keep  ashes  in  any  vessel  made  of  wood ;  nor 
shall  any  person  set  on  fire  any  straw,  shavings,  or  other  combustible  materi- 
als, in  any  street,  lane,  alley,  or  other  place  in  said  city  except  between  sun- 
rise and  sunset. 

Sec.  37.  No  person  shall  carry  fire  in  or  through  any  street,  highway,  lane, 
alley  or  public  place  in  said  city,  except  in  some  covered,  secure  vessel ;  nor 
shall  any  person  have  in  his  possession  in  any  rope- walk,  barn  or  stable  iu  said 
city,  any  fire,  lighted  pipe  or  segar,  nor  lighted  candle  or  lamp,  except  such 
candle  or  lamp  is  kept  in  a  secure  lantern. 

Sec.  38.  No  person  shall  carry  into,  or  use  in  any  barn,  stable,  hay-loft,  or 
other  place  in  said  city  in  which  hay  or  straw  is  kept  or  used,  any  lighted 
candle,  or  lamp,  not  inclosed  in  a  lantern,  nor  any  lighted  -pipe  or  segar. 

Sec.  39.  No  person  shall  leave  any  shavings,  straw,  or  other  combustible 
matter,  in  any  highway,  street,  lane,  or  other  public  place,  or  in  any  other 
situation  in  said  city,  exposed  to  fire. 

Sec.  40.  The  tenant  of  each  and  every  workshop  in  said  city,  shall,  at  least 
once  in  six  days,  cause  all  shavings  in  such  shop  to  be  removed  therefrom  to 
some  suitable  or  safe  place. 

Sec.  41.  The  municipal  year  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  begin  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January  annually,  at  6  o'clock  P.  M. 

Sec.  42.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  use  of  the  city  of  Worcester  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  43.  The  nineteenth  chapter  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances  of  the  City 
of  Worcester  is  hereby  repealed ;  but  such  repeal  shall  not  affect  any  act  done, 
or  the  tenure  of  office  of  any  person  holding  office  at  the  time  it  takes  effect. 

Sec.  44.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  Hon.  Edward  L.  Davis,  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Worcester  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  respectfully  present  their 
fourth  annual  report. 

On  the  20th  of  January  of  the  present  year,  the  work  of 
removal  of  patients  and  furniture  from  the  Bigelow  Mansion, 
hitherto  occupied  as  a  hospital,  to  the  present  location  of  this 
charity,  the  Jaques  Homestead  on  Wellington  street,  took  place. 
By  the  change,  greater  convenience,  increased  accommodation 
and  a  more  agreeable  situation  was  obtained,  besides  an  opportu- 
nity to  treat  four  more  patients,  making  a  maximum  of  sixteen. 
The  new  location  has  proved  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  a 
hospital,  and  the  advantage  of  a  large  area  for  exercise  of  con- 
valescent patients  has  been  fully  demonstrated,  while  the  kitchen 
and  flower  garden  have  offered  the  comforts  of  home  at  a  small 
expense.  The  large  barn  on  the  estate  has  been  turned  to  good 
account.  Besides  the  stables,  three  rooms  have  been  arranged 
for  purposes  of  a  laundry,  and  another  room  for  the  gardener, 
while  there  is  still  remaining  much  available  opportunity '  for 
storage  and  for  other  purposes. 

Upon  the  removal  of  the  Hospital  from  Front  Street,  the 
Memorial  Free  Dispensary,  a  charity  kindred  to  our  own, 
established  by  the  benefaction  of  Hon.  Ichabod  Washburn,  took 
]><»session  of  the  Bigelow  Mansion,  and  has  been  doing  a  good 
work  in  relieving  the  poor  of  the  city  in  want  of  medical  treat- 
ment. 
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In  the  month  of  May,  the  Hospital  Medical  Staff,  consisting  of 
twelve  members,  effected  an  organization  to  enable  them  better 
to  consider  and  discuss  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  Hospital, 
to  establish  a  means  of  official  communication  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  to  advance  medical  knowledge.  For  this  purpose 
they  adopted  a  set  of  By-Laws,  and  appointed  officers  and  com- 
mittees. Their  report  is  herewith  presented.  The  continued 
faithfulness  manifested  by  these  physicians  in  gratuitously  attend- 
ing to  the  daily  practice  of  the  hospital  should  not  be  forgotten. 
Two  physicians  visit  it  each  day,  and  upon  them  the  care  and 
responsibility  for  the  welfare  of  the  patients  rests  during  their 
term  of  service,  which  is  two  months,  at  the  end  of  which  time 
other  two  succeed.  The  attention  and  treatment  of  each  patient 
is  the  same  as  in  private  practice. 

The  most  considerable  gift  received  during  the  year  was  a  con- 
sulting Library  of  Medical  Books,  selected  with  especial  reference 
to  the  necessities  of  hospital  practice.  The  following  is  a  copy 
of  the  vote  of  the  Trustees  with  reference  to  this  gift : — 

"  Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital 
be  presented  to  our  associate,  Mr.  Albert  Curtis,  for  his  very 
liberal  and  judicious  donation  of  standard  works  in  medicine  and 
surgery,  which  make  for  the  hospital  an  admirable  foundation  for  a 
Library  of  Reference,  and  constitute  the  first  contribution  in  this  di- 
rection :  and  that  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  enter  the  list  of  titles 
in  the  Records  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  the  Superintend- 
ent be  desired  to  affix  to  the  cover  of  each  volume  a  label  stating 
that  it  is  the  gift  of  Albert  Curtis,  Esq,." 

Valuable  medical  works  were  also  presented  by  Dr.  Albert 
Wood  and  Dr.  Oramel  Martin. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  valuable  Book  and  Instrument  Case, 
the  receipt  of  which  the  Trustees  acknowledged  by  the  following 
vote  : — 

"  Voted,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  be  extended  to  Mr. 
Stephen  Salisbury,  jr.,  for  the  beautiful  Library  and  Instrument 
Case,  which  he  has  presented  to  the  City  Hospital,  and  which  is 
admirably  adapted  to  our  wants,  besides  being  a  most  generous 
and  appropriate  donation." 

In  order  to  secure  proper  treatment  for  those  who  are  suffering 
from  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  Dr.  L.  S.  Dixon  has  been  ap- 
pointed oculist  and  aurist  upon  the  Medical  Staff,  and  the  Trustees 
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consider  themselves  fortunate  in  having  secured  such  able  advice 
in  this  department. 

In  the  month  of  August,  a  communication  from  the  Board  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  brought  clearly  before  the  Trustees  the 
inadequacy  of  accommodation  of  our  present  quarters  and  the 
pressing  need  of  additional  room.  In  consequence  of  this  state- 
ment of  facts,  which  coincided  so  exactly  with  their  own  views, 
the  Trustees  obtained  a  hearing  before  a  joint  convention  of  the 
City  Council  and  were  represented  by  the  President  and  other 
members  of  the  Board,  together  with  a  portion  of  the  Medical 
staff.  The  Trustees  advocated  erecting  a  pavilion  of  one  or  two 
stories  in  height,  capable  of  accommodating  from  twenty-five  to 
forty  patients,  in  addition  to  those  already  cared  for  in  the 
present  building.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  enlargement  was 
$8,000.00,  which  sum  was,  thought  to  be  amply  large  for  all 
contingent  expenses. 

After  a  full  presentation  of  facts  at  this  hearing,  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  was  selected,  which  made  a  report  un- 
favorable to  the  proposed  enlargement.  '  This  course  of  action 
on  the  part  of  the  City  Government  was  unexpected  and  was  a 
disappointment  to  the  Trustees.  They  had  based  their  argument 
in  favor  of  this  scheme:  1st.  Upon  the  actual  necessities  of  the 
case,  as  the  number  of  applicants  fit  subjects  for  treatment  often 
outnumbered  the  accommodations.  2d.  Upon  the  fact  that  the 
present  crowded  condition  of  the  Homestead  was  liable  to  pro- 
duce injurious  effects  upon  the  patients  by  preventing  the  proper 
classification  of  diseases,  while  the  construction  of  the  building 
does  not  permit  of  satisfactory  ventilation  when  used  for  so  large 
a  number  of  patients.  3d.  The  change  in  the  theory  of  Hospital 
construction  from  the  former  system  of  elaborate  permanent 
buildings  of  several  stories  in  height  to  a  series  of  detached  pavil- 
ions of  inexpensive  construction,  which  shall  be  considered,  to  a 
certain  extent,  temporary,  so  that  after  a  certain  time  they  can 
be  removed,  is  so  recent',  that  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  ex- 
periment upon  a  large  scale  should  be  first  proved  incontestably 
a  success  before  its  adoption  in  the  construction  of  a  permanent 
Hospital,  to  meet  the  present  and  prospective  wants  of  the  city. 
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4th.  It  was  thought  that  by  a  moderate  expenditure  at  the  pres- 
ent time  sufficient  additional  accommodation  might  be  secured  to 
postpone  the  necessity  of  any  further  movement  in  this  direction 
for  five  years  at  least. 

Though  this  subject  is  now  disposed  of  for  the  present,  the 
Trustees  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  urgency  of  necessity  will 
compel  a  reconsideration  of  this  action  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  coming  year. 

Dr.  Leonard  Wheeler,  who  has  filled  the  office  of  Resident  and 
Admitting  Physician  at  the  Hospital  since  July,  1872,  with 
ability  and  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Trustees,  resigned  his  posi- 
tion November  1,  to  enter  upon  general  practice  in  this  city.  Dr. 
Charles  A.  Peabody,  favorably  known  as  a  physician  at  the  Wor- 
cester Free  Dispensary,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Wheeler, 
and  has  entered  upon  his  duties. 

On  the  7th  of  November  the  executors  of  the  will  of  our 
benefactor,  George  Jaques,  made  over  the  whole  personal  prop- 
erty remaining  in  their  hands  to  the  care  of  the  City  Treasurer, 
in  the  presence  of  the  President  of  this  Board,  to  the  amount  of 
$20,852.79.  The  Real  Estate  is  already  in  control  of  the  city, 
and  represents  a  value  of  over  $200,000.  By  the  ninth  clause  of 
Mr.  Jaques'  will,  he  makes  the  following  disposition  of  his 
property  : — 

"All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate,  real,  personal 
or  mixed,  not  herein  otherwise  disposed  of,  of  which  I  may  die 
seized  and  possessed  or  to  which  I  may  in  any  way  be  entitled  at 
the  time  of  my  decease,  whatever  the  same  may  be,  wherever  it 
may  be  or  be  situated,  I  give,  devize  and  bequeath  unto  the  city 
of  Worcester,  in  trust  however,  to  be  by  the  city  applied  to  the 
sole  and  particular  use  and  benefit  of  the  institution  recently 
established  and  known  as  the  Worcester  City  Hospital,  and  to  no 
use  or  purpose  other  than  that  whatsoever.  While  I  would  not 
wish  to  give  any  particular  direction  to  the  bequest,  nor  incur  the 
risk  of  defeating  the  purpose  I  have  in  view  in  making  it  by  im- 
posing any  limitation  or  condition  as  to  the  manner  of  its  use, 
still  I  should  prefer  to  see  it  set  apart  as  a  separate  fund,  and  the 
income  thereof  only  applied  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
said  Hospital,  if  such  a  course  shall  commend  itself  to  the  wis- 
dom of  those  having  it  in  charge." 

There  are  two  purposes  to  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  managers 
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of  any  charitable  bequest  or  of  a  fund  the  income  of  which  is  to 
support  a  benevolent  undertaking  :  1st,  to  keep  the  fund  safely 
invested  in  such  a  way  that  a  reasonable  income  may  be  annually 
realized ;  2d,  to  manage  the  bequest  in  accordance  with  the  ex- 
pressed wishes  of  the  donor,  not  only  thereby  to  discharge  a 
solemn  duty  to  the  giver,  but  also  by  a  faithful  compliance  with 
the  conditions  of  the  gift  to  obtain  the  confidence  of  the  com- 
munity, and  induce  others  interested  in  the  same  charity  to 
contribute  to  its  support  in  a  similar  manner.  This  purpose  is 
most  satisfactorily  accomplished  in  a  case  like  the  present  by  such 
investment  of  the  legacy  as  shall  provide  for  the  gradual  incease 
of  the  fund  so  liberally  bestowed.  To  the  Trustees  of  the  Hos- 
pital, it  appears  of  far  more  consequence  that  the  tacit  obligation 
of  the  recipients  should  be  faithfully  discharged  than  that  the 
city  should  be  temporarily  relieved  of  the  support  of  one  of  its 
charities.  It  must  be  remembered  that  only  $21,000  of  the  gift 
of  Mr.  Jaques  is  producing  income,  the  remainder,  in  the  form 
of  real  estate,  bringing  in  no  immediate  returns. 

The  distinct  purpose  and  expressed  wish  of  Mr.  Jaques,  as 
appears  in  his  will,  was  that  his  entire  property  should  be  devoted 
to  the  support  of  a  City  Hospital ;  also  that  his  bequest  of  real 
and  personal  estate  should  be  consolidated  into  a  general  fund, 
the  income  from  which  alone  should  be  used  for  the  support  of 
the  Hospital.  Much  of  the  real  estate  is  not  susceptible  of  im- 
mediate sale  or  improvement,  and  a  wise  policy  would  require  a 
conservative  management  of  the  land.  The  community  expect  of 
the  city  that  this  legacy  shall  be  placed  in  such  control,  whether 
in  the  hands  of  trustees  advisory  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of 
the  City  Hospital,  or  in  some  other  management,  so  that  the 
whole  and  entire  value  of  the  gift  may  be  realized  for  the  benefit 
of  this  object.  It  now  becomes  the  duty  of  the  City  Government 
to  devise  some  scheme  by  which  this  property  shall  be  managed 
in  the  future,  independent  of  the  dangerous  influences  of  party  or 
clique,  so  that  what  is  accomplished  with  the  Jaques  fund  may 
be  a  monument  to  the  generous  benefactor  in  all  time. 

In  this  connection  attention  is  called  to  a  communication  of 
the  .President  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  is  appended  to 
this  report,  and  which  suggests  and  advocates  a  change  in  the 
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city  ordinance  relating  to  the  investment  of  bequests.  The  views 
therein  expressed  commend  themselves  to  the  Trustees  of  this 
Hospital,  and  are  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  City 
Government. 

In  the  last  annual  report  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  Free 
Beds,  now  become  so  general  in  the  hospitals  of  the  country,  was 
considered.  By  this  means,  individuals  can  assist  in  the  support 
of  such  an  institution  while  them  selves  acquiring  the  right  to 
send  patients  for  treatment,  free  of  charge.  Should  the  Hos- 
pital be  enlarged  during  the  coming  year,  it  is  confidently  ex- 
pected that  quite  a  number  of  Free  Beds  would  be  subscribed 
for. 

The  following  report  in  detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of 
maintaining  and  conducting  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year,  is 
submitted.  The  extraordinary  expense  of  preparing  and  furnish- 
ing the  Jaques  Homestead  for  use  as  a  hospital,  is  distinctly  stated 
in  the  account.

There  are  at  present  employed  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital, 
besides  the  resident  physician,  Dr.  Charles  A.  Peabody,  and  the 
Matron,  Miss  M.  A.  Hales,  a  cook  and  assistant,  a  male  and 
female  attendant,  a  night  watchman,  a  gardener  and  a  laundress. 

A  communication  from  the  President  to  the  Trustees,  concern- 
ing the  management  of  the  Jaques  property  is  appended  to  this 
report,  also  the  report  of  the  resident  physician,  giving  a  detailed 
account  of  cases  treated.  The  report  of  the  Medical  Staff  is  here- 
with presented,  containing  valuable  suggestions  as  to  the  urgency 
of  increasing  the  accommodations  for  patients  and  also  a  state- 
ment of  the  style  of  construction  most  approved  by  physicians 
for  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  medical  and  surgical  cases. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  hospital  in  1871,  there  have  been  512 
patients  admitted.  Last  year  169  patients  were  treated.  This 
year  187  patients  have  been  cared  for.

COMMUNICATION  OF  THE  PEESIDENT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of 
the  Jaques  legacy  to  the  city  hospital ;  its  present  condition, 
future  management,  etc.  At  our  last  meeting,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, I  reported  that  Mr.  Jaques'  executors  had  recently  paid 
over  the  sum  of  $20,852.79,  it  being  the  balance  of  his  personal 
property, — consisting  of  sundry  stocks,  city  of  Worcester  bonds, 
and  a  small  amount  of  cash, — which,  under  your  direction,  was 
duly  transferred  to  the  custody  of  the  City  Treasurer,  substantially 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance  relating 
thereto.  The  balance  and  bulk  of  Mr.  Jaques'  munificent  bequest, 
as  you  are  well  aware,  consists  of  about  twenty-one  acres  of  unoc- 
cupied land,  situated  in  the  central  part  of  the  city,  and  at  present 
yielding  no  income.  The  three  acres  of  land  on  Prince  street 
which  he  donated  for  a  site  for  hospital  buildings  are  not  included 
in  this  statement.  It  is  becoming  an  urgent  and  important  ques- 
tion, what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  this  large  landed  property 
in  the  interests  of  the  hospital  ?  Shall  it  remain,  as  at  present, 
with  the  expectation  of  an  eventual  advance,  in  the  value  of  the 
land  with  the  growth  of  the  city ;  or  shall  it  be  sold  in  lots  from 
time  to  time,  as  a  favorable  market  presents  itself  and  the  pro- 
ceeds invested  to  increase  the  Jaques  fund  already  begun  with 
his  personal  estate  ?  I  would  venture  to  suggest  that  the  more 
remote  and  less  valuable  land  might  be  sold  and  the  money  used 
in  building  desirable  blocks  for  rent  upon  that  centrally  located, 
and  the  balance  rented  on  long  lease  to  parties  to  build  upon  ; 
thus  securing  the  rise  of  the  land  for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital, 
and  at  the  same  time  making  the  surest  possible  investment. 
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While  the  trustees  are  required  to  exercise  a  careful  supervision 
of  all  property,  funds  and  estate  given  or  bequeathed  for  the  use 
of  the  hospital  so  as  to  prevent  any  loss  or  diminution  of  the 
value  thereof,  they  are  wholly  without  authority  to  sell,  invest 
money,  except  in  city  scrip,  or  make  any  changes  with  the  view 
to  improvement  of  the  property.  The  ordinance  referred  to  re- 
quires that  all  moneys  which  shall  be  received  directly  or  in- 
directly for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital  shall,  unless  conditions 
are  connected  with  the  gift  or  bequest  inconsistent  therewith,  be 
deposited  in  the  city  treasury  and  city  scrip  shall  be  issued 
therefor  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  the  interest  to  be  added  to  the  moneys 
which  shall  have  been  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  hospital. 
Mr.  Jaques  in  his  will  made  no  conditions  or  restrictions  as  to 
how  his  bequest  should  be  invested  or  managed,  but  reposing 
full  confidence,  left  these  details  to  the  wisdom  and  fidelity  of 
those  having  it  in  charge,  explicitly  stating  that  it  is  given  in 
trust,  and  only  providing  that  it  should  be  used  solely  for  the 
benefit  of  the  hospital  and  for  no  other  use  whatsoever.  He 
however  expresses  a  preference  to  have  it  set  apart  as  a  separate 
fund  and  the  income  only  applied  to  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  hospital,  which  ought  to  be  respected  and  faithfully  carried 
into  execution. 

No  one  would  assume,  that  the  city  in  its  corporate  capactity, 
is  in  any  sense  the  bona  fide  owner  of  this  property,  or  authorized 
to  dispose  of,  or  invest  it,  except  as  a  trust  fund  given  for  a 
special  and  specified  object,  but  is  bound  both  by  the  will  and  by 
constitutional  law  relating  to  trust  funds,  to  safely  invest  and 
manage  the  property  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  purposes  designed  by  the  testator.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  ordinance  quoted,  which  was  framed  at  the  inception  of  this 
enterprise,  when  no  one  anticipated  what  so  rapidly  followed, 
disposes  of  this  whole  matter  in  a  summary  and  very  questionable 
manner.  The  investment  of  this  large  trust  fund  by  the  city,  in 
its  own  securities  at  a  low  rate  of  interest  is  inexpedient  and  mani- 
festly unjust,  and  tends  to  work  evil  to  the  bequest.  Moreover 
it  is  regarded  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  other  high  legal  authority, 
as  unwarranted  by  law. 
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For  these  reasons  and  others  that  might  be  mentioned,  I  would 
suggest  for  your  consideration,  the  propriety  of  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  the  City  Council  to  these  facts,  and  recommending  that 
such  alterations  be  made  in  the  hospital  ordinance,  as  shall  enable 
a  finance  committee  of  this  board,  or  perhaps  a  special  commission, 
to  invest  and  manage  this,  and  all  similar  legacies  belonging  to 
this  institution,  under  such  restrictions  as  shall  be  deemed  ad- 
visable. 

The  admirable  management  of  Dr.  Green's  bequest  to  the 
Public  Library,  as  provided  by  the  will,  could  be  quoted  with 
great  force,  as  also  that  of  similar  trust  funds  belonging  to  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  and  other  benevolent  institu- 
tions throughout  the  country.

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Of  this  number,  more  than  one  third  were  refused  for  lack  of 
room. 

In  view  of  our  crowded  condition,  it  is  a  cause  for  congratula- 
tion that  the  rate  of  mortality  for  the  year  has  been  so  low  (7.5 
per  cent).  So  favorable  a  result  can  hardly  be  looked  for  another 
year,  while  we  are  situated  as  at  present.  We  occupy  a  mansion 
house,  and  our  wards  are  filled  with  beds  to  double  their  capacity  ; 
two  things  which  are  in  direct  opposition  to  the  teachings,  not  of 
other  hospitals  only,  but  also  of  our  own  ;  for  while  the  first  year 
in  the  Bigelow  Mansion,  the  rate  of  mortality  was  11.8  per  cent, 
the  second  year  it  was  14.2  per  cent,  while  the  average  rate  at 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  is  about  8  per  cent. 

That  we  have  come  so  near  to  the  best  results  of  other  hospitals, 
the  past,  year,  is  due  not  merely  to  the  class  of  cases  treated,  but 
especially  to  the  healthfulness  of  our  surroundings,  and  to  the 
efficient  management  of  the  late  Superintendent,  Dr.  Wheeler, 
who  continued  in  charge  until  the  first  of  November.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  STAFF. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  their  first  annual  report,  the 
Medical  Staff  congratulate  the  Trustees  on  the  high  degree  of 
public  confidence  enjoyed  by  the  Hospital,  and  on  the  marked 
success  which  has  been  attained  in  the  short  period  of  its  ex- 
istence. 

No  one  at  its  beginning  could  have  intelligently  predicted  such 
rapid  growth  and  prosperity.  But  while  its  present  position  is 
so  flattering  and  its  future  so  full  of  promise,  the  demands  made 
upon  it  by  an  appreciating  and  rapidly  growing  community  are 
greater  than  its  capacity  to  supply. 

In  a  communication  addressed  to  you  last  July,  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Conference,  it  was  urged  that  increased  accommoda- 
tions for  patients  were  greatly  needed  ;  that  provision  should  be 
made  for  "  isolating  the  noisy,  foul,  and  infectious  cases  ;"  and  it 
was  suggested  that  this  could  easily  be  done  by  building  an  in- 
expensive wooden  pavilion.  Your  attention  was  respectfully 
called  to  the  following  points  : — 

The  present  building  is  already  full.  Many  worthy  applicants 
are  necessarily  refused  admission.  "  That  through  want  of  room, 
large  and  important  classes  of  cases,  such  as  chronic  diseases  of 
the  joint  and  of  the  spine,  are  entirely  debarred  from  treatment 
and  cure."  The  present  building  cannot  be  properly  ventilated. 
Large  corporations  and  adjoining  towns  are  asking  for  opportunity 
to  acquire  the  right  of  free  beds.  An  Oculist  has  been  added  to 
the  staff,  and  a  Lying-in  ward  is  much  needed. 
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As  yet  nothing  has  been  done  to  relieve  the  institution  of  these 
hindrances  to  its  greater  usefulness.  What  is  most  needed  is 
more  room.  As  co-workers,  we  beg  to  offer  a  few  suggestions. 
On  the  continent,  in  England,  and  in  our  own  country,  the  most 
important  subject  which  is  agitating  the  minds  of  medical  men, 
at  the  present  time,  is  the  proper  construction  of  hospitals. 
There  is  an  almost  unanimous  opinion  among  those  who,  from 
large  experience,  high  professional  standing,  and  close  study  of 
the  subject,  are  best  qualified  to  judge,  that  no  more  large  build- 
ings of  many  stories  should  be  erected  for  hospital  purposes. 
The  aggregation  of  the  sick  in  such  buildings,  begets  and  brings 
to  maturity  a  most  formidable  enemy  which  has  been  christened 
Hospitalism.  All  statistics  of  capital  operations  show  the  rate  of 
mortality  to  increase,  in  nearly  a  geometrical  ratio  to  the  numbers 
associated  together.  Mr.  Erichsen,  in  his  recently  published 
lectures  on  Hospitalism,  has  shown  that  he  can  predict  with 
certainty  an  outbreak  of  surgical  fever  in  his  accident  ward,  when 
the  number  of  severe  cases  reaches  a  given  point.  This  ward- 
room is  thoroughly  ventilated,  and  contains  fourteen  beds.  Each 
patient  is  allowed  full  fifteen  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space. 

He  says :  "  The  average  number  of  open  wounds  in  this  ward 
is  about  seven,  or  half  the  number  of  patients  it  contains ;  and 
if  these  wounds  be  not  severe,  such  a  number  can  be  retained  in 
it  with  moderate  safety.  But,  if  they  rise  above  this  in  number, 
or  if  the  majority  be  severe,  then  septic  disease  will  certainly 
break  out."  To  put  one  floor  over  another  is  also  generally  con- 
demned. It  can  never  be  done  without  sooner  or  later  giving 
rise  to  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

The  convergent  testimony  of  all  the  late  writers  upon  the  gen-- 
eral  subject  of  hospital  hygiene,  unites  in  the  recommendation  to 
erect  only  one-story  buildings ;  these  to  be  disconnected  from 
each  other,  and  of  the  capacity  to  contain  as  few  beds  as  a 
proper  regard  to  economy  will  allow.  One  built  of  brick  at  Fort 
Independence,  Boston  Harbor,  of  the  capacity  of  twenty -four 
beds,  cost  $13,500.  It  is  probable,  from  much  evidence  already 
collected,  that  to  build  of  wood  is  equally  good,  and  possibly 
better.    The  experience  gained  from  the  late  great  wars  of  this 
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and  other  countries,  has  thrown  a  flood  of  light  npon  this  whole 
subject.  From  this  experience,  it  was  clearly  shown  that  field- 
tents  in  summer,  and  rough  board  barracks,  or  even  tents  but  im- 
perfectly warmed,  in  winter,  gave  better  results  than  were  re- 
ported from  the  metropolitan  institutions  of  any  country. 

From  this  we  learn  the  true  work  of  the  hospital — the  cure  of 
its  patients.  Nothing  should  stand  in  the  way  of  securing  this 
most  desirable  object.  Nothing  should  be  considered  impractica- 
ble or  inexpedient.  No  question  of  mere  economy  should  be- 
come paramount.  The  hospital  grounds  should  not  be  so  limited 
as  to  prevent  carrying  out  this  plan. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  generous  donor  of  our  munifi- 
cent hospital  fund,  would  have  its  usefulness  imperilled  or  im- 
paired by  the  erection  of  costly  and  ornamental  structures,  such 
as  ambitious  architects  and  an  uneducated  community  might 
rejoice  to  see,  but  which  in  the  light  of  the  present,  would  thwart 
the  purpose  intended.  What  the  sick  need  is  fresh,  pure  air, 
and  in  great  abundance.  The  fewer  there  are  crowded  together, 
charging  the  air  with  their  fetid  and  poisonous  exhalations,  gen- 
erating the  miasm  of  hospitalism,  the  better  their  chances  of  re- 
covery. It  is  conclusively  proved  that  many  of  the  evils  and 
scourges  of  great  hospitals  are  preventable.  Duty  requires 
therefore,  that  in  the  interests  of  humanity,  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  prevent  them.  What  Dr.  Bowditch  calls  preventive 
or  state  medicine,  is  the  problem  of  the  near  future.  How  to 
prevent  disease  is  more  important  than  how  to  cure  disease.  One 
writer  has  aptly  said,  that  the  school-master  is  seldom  asked  to 
build  the  school-house,  but  is  it  presuming  too  much  to  suggest 
that  the  party  best  qualified  to  devise  a  plan  for  a  proper  hospi- 
tal building  is  the  physician  ? 

To  confine  the  operations  of  the  hospital  within  its  present 
limits  for  any  considerable  length  of  time,  will  endanger  its  suc- 
cess and  injure  its  reputation.  Its  rooms  are  small  and  do  not 
admit  of  proper  ventilation.  Thus  the  difficulty  is  two-fold. 
The  number  of  cubic  feet  allotted  to  each  patient  in  one  ward,  is 
a  little  more  than  one-third  of  that  allowed  in  Mr.  Erichsen's 
ward,  and  worse  still,  without  ventilation.  Already  have  wo  en- 
countered grave  cases  of  septic  disease.    Once  more  the  medical 
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staff  urge  the  request,  that  when  action  is  taken,  ample  grounds 
shall  be  furnished,  to  contain  as  many  of  these  small,  model  hos- 
pital pavilions  as  from  time  to  time  the  necessities  of  our  growing 
city  shall  require.

DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Clark  Jillson,  If  ay  or,  and  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Worcester: 

The  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library  respectfully  submit 
their  Fifteenth  Annual  Report. 

The  untimely  illness  of  the  President  deprives  the  Board  of  the 
great  aid  which  his  wise  judgment  would  give  in  summing  and 
discussing  the  transactions  of  the  past  year. 

The  history  of  the  management  of  the  important  trust  com- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  present  condition  of 
the  Library,  are  set  forth  in  the  comprehensive  reports  of  the 
Librarian  and  of  the  standing  committees  of  the  Board,  which  are 
herewith  transmitted. 

Additions  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  the  Green 
Reference  Library  of  6  books  by  gift,  576  by  purchase  and  4  from 
other  sources ;  in  all  586.  To  the  circulating  and  intermediate 
department,  282  books  and  928  pamphlets  have  been  added  by 
gift,  3,180  by  purchase,  and  164  bound  volumes  of  periodicals 
from  the  reading-room  ;  in  all  3,626  books  and  928  pamphlets. 

The  report  of  the  Library  Committee  states  fully  the  principles 
which  have  regulated  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  several  de- 
partments. The  Green  Library,  under  the  wise  restrictions  im- 
posed by  its  founder,  naturally  accumulates  works  of  reference, 
many  of  them  rare  and  costly.  The  Circulating  Library  presents 
books  of  general  interest  for  borrowers.  The  one  becomes  more 
and  more  a  store-house  of  bullion ;  the  other  of  coin.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  some  of  the  largest  and  most  expensive  works,  such 
as  the  Transactions  of  the  Royal  Society,  and  Dingler's  Polytech- 
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nisches  Journal,  are  often  consulted  by  some  of  the  busiest  and 
most  practical  of  our  fellow-citizens  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  our 
teeming  industries. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  a  striking  increase  in  the 
use  of  the  library.    The  following  table  presents  the  facts  :

No  comparison  of  issues  of  new  cards  can  be  made  between 
this  year  and  last ;  but  it  is  interesting  to  notice  the  fact  that  new 
accounts  have  been  opened  with  2,919  persons. 

Not  the  least  of  the  important  services  rendered  by  the  Libra- 
rian is  giving  information  not  only  of  the  location  of  books  and 
items  demanded  by  borrowers,  but  also  of  safe  and  profitable 
reading  to  the  multitudes  who  visit  the  library  without 
any  definite  end.  Such  timely  advice  does  much  to  avert  the 
main  danger  that'  attends  the  use  of  public  libraries,  which  is  that 
habits  of  superficial  and  unmethodical  reading  will  diminish  the 
sense  and  the  love  of  absolute  accuracy  in  thought  and  expression 
so  essential  to  public  virtue  and  sound  learning.  The  successful 
endeavor  of  the  Librarian  in  this  direction,  has  contributed  to  the 
increase  of  the  usefulness  of  the  library. 

But  an  increasing  library,  which  provides  every  year  for  an 
augmented  body  of  patrons,  will  soon  reach  a  limit  of  house-room 
which  was  set  in  less  prosperous  times.  The  Directors  are  unani- 
mous in  urging  upon  the  City  Council,  immediate  provision  for 
larger  shelf-room,  and  easier  access  to  what  already  exists.  The 
report  of  the  Building  Committee  suggests  a  feasible  expedient, 
which  is  in  accord  with  principles  of  prudences  and  economy.  The 
case  is  also  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Library  Committee. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Reading  Room — one  of 
the  .most  attractive  features  of  the  Library — shows  that  it  is  use- 
ful to  large  numbers  of  people,  whose  changing  wants  are  care- 
fully anticipated  and  provided  for.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Reading  Room  Fund  exhibits  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures in  this  department. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  gives  in  detail  a  state- 
ment of  the  manner  in  which  the  City  Appropriations  have  been 
expended,  and  the  condition  of  the  Green  Fund.  This  fund  now 
amounts  to  $35,062.96.  The  financial  reports  are  all  properly 
audited  and  give  in  small  compass  the  results  of  much  care  and 
labor. 

A  pleasing  incident  of  the  year  is  the  correspondence  between 
the  Directors  of  the  Library  and  the  officials  of  the  City  of  Wor- 
cester, England,  resulting  in  reciprocal  pledges  of  esteem,  and 
the  consequent  establishment  of  intimate  intercourse,  which  can- 
not fail  to  be  productive  of  good.  The  correspondence  is  ap- 
pended to  the  Librarian's  report. 

The  Directors  are  sensible  of  the  liberality  of  the  City  Council 
in  providing  for  the  Library,  and  in  enabling  them  to  carry  out  a 
policy  which  aims  at  meeting  all  the  reasonable  wants  of  our 
people.  A  library  well  administered,  is  an  indispensable  aux- 
iliary to  the  growth  of  any  really  prosperous  modern  city ;  for  it 
not  only  furnishes  tools  for  the  workman,  but  food  to  the  hungry 
and  refreshment  to  the  weary,  and  it  completes  in  the  best  manner, 
the  work  of  education  begun  in  the  schools. 

1  We  therefore  commend  the  Library  to  the  most  thoughtful  care 
and  favor  of  the  City  Council,  to  which  it  is  already  so  largely 
indebted.

Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library. 

Herewith  I  transmit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  librarian  :  It 
will  contain,  however,  little  more  than  a  record  of  our  routine 
work  during  the  year  that  has  just  closed.  The  reason  of  this 
is  that  the  use  of  the  institution,  in  all  its  departments,  began  to 
increase  so  rapidly  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  and  has 
continued  to  grow  in  such  an  unexampled  degree  that  it  foas 
been  necessary  to  use  nearly  all  the  time  and  energy  of  tbe 
officers  in  attending  to  the  regular  work  of  the  library,  and  id 
postpone  the  introduction  of  improvements. 

There  is,  therefore,  little  unusual  work  to  report  upon  as  ac- 
complished during  the  year. 

It  seems  inopportune,  also,  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  im- 
provements in  the  immediate  future,  since  a  spirit  of  economy 
pervades  the  community,  and  we  must  join  the  other  departments 
of  the  government  in  trying  to  keep  down  expenditures. 

I  proceed,  then,  to  give  an  account  of  the  routine  work  done 
here  during  the  past  year,  an  1  to  make  the  few  suggestions 
for  the  future  which  the  imperative  needs  of  the  library  demand 
should  be  made  at  once.

This  statement  shows  that  more  books  have  been  added  to  the 
library  during  the  year  that  has  just  closed  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

Thus  in  the  year  1872-3,  403  volumes  were  placed  in  the 
Green  Library,  and  3,035  in  the  Circulating  and  Intermediate 
Departments.  During  the  year  1873-4,  586  and  3,626  books, 
respectively,  were  placed  in  these  two  divisions  of  the  library. 

Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  a  list  of  givers.*  But 
few  of  the  gifts  call  for  especial  mention. 

As  depositary  for  United  States  documents  the  library  has 
received  from  the  Interior  Department  during  the  year  115 
volumes.  Senator  Washburn  has  sent  us  eight  books,  and  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  the  volumes  which  we  receive  from  it 
annually. 

William  T.  Harris,  Esq.,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools 
in  St.  Louis,  has  given  us  a  set  of  the  valuable  school  reports  of 
that  city,  14  volumes  in  all.

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We  are  indebted  to  the  Astor  Library  for  a  copy  of  the  supple- 
ment of  its  catalogue  with  an  alphabetical  index  of  subjects,  and 
to  the  Boston  Athenseuin  for  the  first  volume  of  the  admirable 
catalogue  in  process  of  preparation  by  Charles  A.  Cutter,  Esq., 
the  librarian. 

Drew,  Allis  &  Co.,  have  given  us  four  copies  of  directories 
and  a  map  of  the  city  of  Worcester.  H.  D.  Warner,  27  photo- 
graphs of  views  and  objects  of  interest  in  Worcester ;  and  the 
trustees  of  the  city  hospital  a  framed  photograph  of  the  building 
occupied  by  that  institution  until  recently  on  Front  Street. 

We  have  received  from  the  estate  of  the  late  John  Milton 
Earle,  51  volumes  and  324  pamphlets;  and  from  Edward  W. 
Lincoln,  Esq.,  8  books  and  2  pamphlets.  The  last  named  gift 
includes  the  three  volumes  which  contain  the  "  Official  Report  of 
the  Debates  and  Proceedings  in  the  State  Convention  assembled 
May  4th,  1853,  to  revise  and  amend  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,"  and  the  volume  in  which  the 
journal  of  the  same  convention  is  printed. 

We  have  had  gifts  also  of  the  following  books  and  pamphlets 
written  by  gentlemen  resident  in  Worcester  : — 

A  Memorial  of  Governor  John  Endecott,  by  Hon.  Stephen 
Salisbury ;  a  paper  of  Henry  Clarke,  M.  D.,  on  the  Surgical 
Treatment  of  Empyema ;  The  Church  Porch,  by  Rev.  William 
R.  Huntington,  D.  D. ;  and  Orthodoxy  and  Heresy  in,  the 
Christian  Church,  by  Rev.  Edward  H.  Hall. 

The  American  Antiquarian  Society  has  also  sent  us  reports  of 
its  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  October  21,  1873,  and  April 
29,  1874,  which  contain,  besides  the  Memorial  of  Endecott  by 
Mr.  Salisbury,  mentioned  above,,  other  papers,  by  Samuel  F.. 
Haven,  Esquire;  Joseph  Sargent,  M.  D.;  and  John  D.  Washr- 
burn,  Esq. 

The  gift  of  valuable  books  from  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Citizens  of  Worcester,  England,  will  be  referred  to  in  another 
part  of  the  report. 

More  books,  probably,  have  been  added  to  the  library  by 
purchase  during  the  past  year  than  in  any  previous  year.  Con- 
siderably less  money  has  been  spent,  however,,  'm  buying  these 
than  was  expended  for  the  same  purpose  iu  the  year  1872-3. 
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So  many  books  are  now  placed  in  the  library  in  the  course  of 
a  year,  that  it  has  become  impracticable  to  do  more  in  the  annual 
report  than  to  mention  the  titles  of  some  of  the  more  important 
works  added.  It  seems  desirable  to  do  as  much  as  this,  however, 
for  citizens  are  thus  enabled  to  see  what  kinds  of  books  are  put 
into  the  library,  and  to  judge  of  the  value  of  the  additions. 

Care  has  been  taken  during  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  as 
in  previous  years,  to  add  to  our  collection  valuable  works  of 
reference  which  may  be  consulted  with  interest  and  profit  by 
students  of  the  natural  sciences,  and  by  persons  engaged  in  in- 
dustrial occupations.  In  pursuance  of  this  policy,  we  have  com- 
pleted our  set  of  Sillimau's  Journal  of  Science  and  Arts,  by  buy- 
ing the  49  volumes  of  the  first  series  of  the  work. 

We  have  also  secured  the  seventy-two  volumes  needed,  with 
the  few  volumes  already  in  the  library,  to  make  a  perfect  set  of 
the  Journal  of  the  Franklin  Institute.  The  Institute  kindly  co- 
operated with  us  in  doing  this  piece  of  work,  and  the  success 
achieved  is  largely  due  to  the  generous  efforts  in  our  behalf 
of  Professor  Pliny  Chase,  of  Philadelphia. 

The  largest  purchase  made  during  the  year  in  this  department 
is  that  of  Dingler's  Polytechnisches  Journal,  in  197  volumes. 
This  periodical  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  world  of 
the  serials  devoted  to  industrial  subjects.  Although  the  set  has 
been  in  the  library  but  a  few  months,  it  has  already  been  con- 
siderably consulted.  Among  other  acquisitions  are  a  set  of  Van 
Nostrand's  Eclectic  Engineering  Magazine  ;  and  a  good  assortment 
of  such  popular  works  as  Simms's  Practical  Tunnelling ;  Haskoll's 
Practice  of  Engineering  Field  Work;  Leffel's  Construction  of 
Mill-dams;  and  Jacquemart's  History  of  the  Ceramic  Art. 

In  the  department  of  Fine  Arts,  we  have  bought  several  books 
on  Spanish  painting  and  architecture.  Chief  among  these  is  Sir 
William  (Sterling)  Maxwell's  Annals  of  the  Artists  of  Spain,  in 
three  volumes,  a  work  which  has  now  become  very  scarce  and 
expensive.  Others  are  a  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  Ford's  Hand- 
book for  Travelers  in  Spain ;  Sir  William  Maxwell's  Velasquez, 
and  his  Works  ;  Mrs.  Tollemache's  Spanish  Towns  and  Spanish 
Pictures;  and  Street's  Gothic  Architecture  in  Spain.  A  set  of 
the  Portfolio  has  been  purchased.    Also  an  elaborate  work,  in 
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two  volumes  folio,  on  the  Works  of  Early  Masters  in  Stained 
Glass  ;  a  copy  of  the  English  Edition  of  Mrs.  Jameson's  Memoirs 
of  Early  Italian  Painters ;  Mrs.  Heaton's  Leonardo  de  Yinci  and 
his  Works  ;  Thornbury's  Life  of  Turner  ;  Willshire's  Introduction 
to  the  Study  and  Collection  of  Ancient  Prints  ;  the  Schiller  Gal- 
lery ;  and  Kaulbach's  Female  Characters  of  Goethe. 

The  library  has  also  secured  a  copy  of  the  great  work  of 
Hachette  et  Cie,  of  Paris,  in  two  folio  volumes,  containing  Les 
Saints  Evangiles,  with  designs  by  M.  Bida. 

Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  our  collection  of 
musical  compositions.  Among  these  are  the  scores  of  many 
standard  operas  and  of  a  few  new  works,  such  as  Balfe's  11  Talis- 
mano,  Arthur  Sullivan's  Light  of  the  World,  and  Henry  Smart's 
Jacob.  While  I  am  writing,  we  are  unpacking  an  invoice  of 
books  just  received  from  Paris,  among  which  are  Verdi's  Messe 
de  Requiem,  Ai'da,  and  Don  Carlos,  Wagner's  Reinzi,  and  De 
Yaisseau  fantome,  Gounod's  Romeo  and  Juliette,  Thomas's 
Mignon  and  Hamlet,  and  Marchetti's  Ruy  Bias.  Among  the 
purchases  of  the  year  are,  also,  Otto's  Treatise  on  the  Structure 
and  Preservation  of  the  Violin,  Sandys's  and  Forster's  History  of 
the  Violin,  Hopkins's  and  Rimbault's  The  Organ,  its  History  and 
Construction,  Rimbault's  Gallery  of  Great  Composers,  the  Vocal 
music  of  Shakespeare's  Plays,  Sir  John  Hawkins's  History  of  the 
Science  and  Practice  of  Music,  in  5  volumes,  and  the  first  volume 
(the  only  one  yet  issued)  of  Chappell's  History  of  Music. 

Among  the  books  in  the  French  language  procured  during  the 
year  are,  Michelet's  Histoire  de  France  in  17  volumes,  Sainte- 
Beuve's  Causeries  du  Luncli,  15  volumes,  his  Nouveaux  Lundi, 
13  volumes,  and  a  fine  edition  of  Balzac's  Oeuvres  Completes  in 
23  octavo  volumes. 

Among  works  in  the  German  language  bought  last  year  are, 
A.  W.  Schlegel's  Sammtliche  Werke,  Nachtriige  to  Goethe's 
Werke  von  Eduard  Boas,  Almanach  de  Gotha,  Jacob  Grimm's 
Deutsche  Grammatik,  volume  1,  and  Jacob  and  Willhelm  Grimm's 
Deutsches  Worterbuch,  or  rather  so  much  of  this  work  as  has 
been  published. 

Many  stories  in  the  French  and  German  languages  have  been 
placed  in  the  circulating  department. 
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In  classical  literature,  a  few  additions  have  been  made.  I  find 
on  the  lists  of  accessions,  Opera  Omnia  of  Apuleus,  Anacreontis 
Carminum  reliquiae,  Blackie's  edition  of  Homer  and  the  Iliad  and 
translations  of  the  works  of  Pindar,  Anacreon  and  Aristo- 
phanes. 

Several  bibliographical  works  have  been  procured.  Among 
them,  Hain's  Repertorium  Bibliographicum. 

Several  volumes  on  the  subject  of  Prison  Reform,  kindly 
selected  for  us  by  Dr.  Wines,  have  been  bought. 

In  the  departments  of  Theology  and  Biblical  criticism  and 
interpretation,  numerous  additions  have  been  made.  Among 
them  are  Chalmers's  Works  in  25  volumes,  his  Posthumous  Works 
in  9  volumes,  Jonathan  Edwards's  Works,  Thomas  Rees's  Edition 
of  the  Racovian  Catechism,  many  modern  lectures,  essays  and 
treatises,  illustrative  of  the  views  of  the  various  religious  denomi- 
nations, Lange's  Commentary,  the  volumes  published  of  the  trans- 
lation of  Meyer's  Commentary,  Buttmann's  Grammar  of  the  New 
Testament  Greek,  and  Winer's  Grammar  of  the  idiom  of  the  New 
Testament. 

A  large  part  of  the  work  of  such  a  library  as  ours,  consists  in 
collecting  other  than  current  publications  and  in  securing  standard 
works,  many  of  which  are  out  of  print  or,  atleast,  hard  to  procure. 
Of  such  a  character  are  many  of  the  books  already  enumerated, 
and  following  are  the  titles  of  a  few  more  which  will  answer  for 
specimens  of  the  large  number  of  similar  works  added  since  the 
last  report  was  written  :  Pickering  edition  of  Milton's  works  in  8 
volumes,  Hunter's  Annals  of  Rural  Bengal  and  his  Orissa,  Francis 
Palgrave's  History  of  Normandy  and  England,  Works  of  Hartley 
Coleridge,  John  Quincy  Adams's  Report  upon  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures, Chambers's  Biographical  Dictionary  of  Eminent  Scotsmen, 
Ingram's  Memorials  of  Oxford,  LeKeux's  Memorials  of  Cam- 
bridge, Curtis's  Treatise  on  the  Law  of  Patents,  Jesse's  George 
Selwyn  and  His  Contemporaries,  his  Life  and  Reign  of  George  the 
Third,  and  his  Memoirs  of  King  Richard  the  Third,  Jeremy  Bel- 
knap's American  Biography,  Gladstone's  State  in  its  relations  with 
the  Church,  Napoleon's  History  of  Julius  Ccesar,  Bolingbroke's 
Works,  Report  on  the  Geology  of  Vermont.  The  Correspondence 
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of  Charles,  first  Marquis  of  Cornwallis,  Watt's  Bibliotheca  Britan- 
nica,  Chalmers's  General  Biographical  Dictionary  and  a  copy  of 
the  original  edition  of  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

An  indefinitely  long  list  of  the  titles  of  current  publications 
added  within  a  twelvemonth  to  the  library,  might  be  given. 
Your  patience  will  be  taxed  by  reading  only  the  few  following  : 
Thomson's  Illustrations  of  China  and  its  People,  a  large  collection 
of  photographs,  with  explanatory  text,  Humbert's  Japan  and  the 
Japanese,  Lacy's  Male  and  Female  Costumes,  The  Geological 
Survey  of  Canada,  Phillimore's  Commentaries  on  International 
Law,  Marriott's  Vestiarium  Christianum,  Ammidown's  Historical 
Collections,  numbers  of  Smith's  Historical  Atlas  of  Ancient 
Geography,  and  volumes  of  the  American  Cyclopaedia,  Barclay's 
Ship  of  Fools  (a  reprint),  Princess  Lechtenstein's  Holland  House, 
Shakespeare's  Home,  and  Rural  Life,  Picturesque  America, 
Lacroix's  Military  and  Religious  Life  in  the  Middle  Ages,  and  a 
fac-simile  reproduction  of  William  Tyndale's  Testament. 

The  Library  has  purchased,  within  the  year,  a  set  of  the  London 
Illustrated  News  in  63  handsomely  bound  volumes,  and  has  come 
into  possession  of  a  unique  collection  of  Plays  and  Poems, 
made  by  the  late  General  Charles  Richard  Fox  of  England. 
It  has  also  bought  a  set  of  the  London  Athenaeum,  and  L'Art 
de  verifier  les  dates  in  43  volumes. 

Successful  efforts  have  been  made  to  complete  our  set  of  the 
Congressional  Globe,  and  a  copy  of  Benton's  Abridgment  of  the 
Debates  of  Congress  from  1789  to  1856  has  been  secured. 

I  will  mention  only  one  more  of  our  purchases.  This  must  not 
be  omitted  for  it  is  the  largest  of  them.  I  refer  to  a  complete 
set,  well  bound,  of  Cobbett's  Parliamentary  History  (1066 — Au- 
gust 12, 1803),  and  of  the  three  series  of  Hansard's  Parliamentary 
Debates  (November  22, 1803  to  the  present  time)  in  319  volumes. 

This  work  is  of  great  value  to  students  of  history  and 
politics,  and  is  one  of  the  fountain  heads  to  be  consulted  in  settle- 
ment of  questions  of  parliamentary  law.  It  is  fortunate  that 
we  have  bought  this  work,  for  it  is  becoming  scarce  and  hard  to 
procure.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  this  purchase  was  made 
from  the  Green  Library  fund.

USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  use  of  all  the  departments 
of  the  library  during  the  past  year.  Thus,  the  reading-rooms 
have  been  used  much  more  than  ever  before.  It  will  also  appear 
from  statistics  to  be  given  presently,  that  the  use  of  the  reference 
library  has  grown  rapidly,  and  that,  there  has  been  an  unprece- 
dented augmentation  of  the  number  of  books  given  out  in  the 
circulating  department. 

This  increase  is  largely  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact,  that  in  the 
present  season  of  depression  in  business,  persons  find  more  time 
than  they  can  usually  command  for  reading,  but  in  a  great  degree 
also  to  the  considerations,  that  the  generous  expenditures  made 
for  books  during  the  last  two  years,  and  the  added  facilities  af- 
forded users  of  the  library  have  enhanced  the  interest  felt  by 
citizens  in  the  institution,  and  made  them  desirous  of  availing 
themselves  of  its  privileges. 

In  the  circulating  department  102,575  books  have  been  given 
out  during  the  year ;  66,855  is  the  number  of  books  delivered  to 
holders  of  cards  during  the  previous  year. 

From  this  statement  it  appears  that  35,720  more  books  were 
given  out  in  the  year  1873-4,  than  in  the  year  1872-3.  In  other 
words,  the  increase  in  the  use  of  the  circulating  department  has 
been  nearly  53^  per  cent,  in  a  single  year.

The  Circulating  Library  has  been  kept  open  307  days  during 
the  year.  That  is,  it  has  only  been  closed  on  five  legal  holidays, 
memorial  day  and  the  fifty-two  Sundays  of  the  year. 

The  average  daily  issue  of  books  is  334,  against  218  of  the 
previous  year. 
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During  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August,  this  daily  issue 
was  272  against  169  the  year  before. 

During  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  the  num- 
ber of  books  given  out  daily  was,  in  the  average,  404  against  240, 
the  record  in  the  last  report. 

The  largest  number  of  books  issued  in  any  one  day  is  731,  the 
number  given  out  January  24.  The  largest  number  of  the  year 
before,  was  588.    This  number  was  given  out  March  22. 

The  smallest  number  of  books  given  out  in  one  day  is  162, 
which  number  is  the  record  of  delivery  for  May  21.  Only  on 
a  very  few  days  during  the  year  has  a  smaller  number  than  200 
books  been  given  out. 

The  number  of  persons  with  whom  we  have  opened  new  ac- 
counts during  the  past  year  is  2,919.  We  have  no  figures  with 
which  to  compare  this  number  in  the  previous  year,  as  in  that 
year  we  called  upon  all  users  of  the  library,  to  take  out  new  cards. 

In  the  year  1871-2,  the  number  of  new  accounts  opened  was 
2,412. 

Full  use  of  the  reference  department,  or  Green  Library,  has 
been  allowed  every  day  in  the  year,  excepting  the  five  legal  holi- 
days and  Memorial  Day.  On  these  days,  also,  books  from  this 
department  have  been  procurable  for  use  in  the  lower  reading- 
room,  upon  application  to  the  assistant  in  attendance  there. 

In  the  Green  Library  it  appears  that  20,550  persons  have  had 
books  given  them,  or  have  helped  themselves  to  books  to  be  used 
in  answering  their  inquiries,  or  to  give  them  enjoyment.  That  is 
to  say,  66  persons,  on  an  average,  have  been  assisted  to  informa- 
tion, or  put  in  the  way  of  enjoyment,  or  have  helped  themselves 
to  information,  or  derived  enjoyment  from  the  use  of  books 
within  the  Library  building,  every  day  of  the  307  secular  days 
during  which  the  library  has  been  accessible  during  the  year. 
15,672  persons  were  reported  as  having  received  benefit  or 
pleasure  from  this  department  during  the  previous  library 
year. 

Thus  there  has  been  in  this,  as  in  the  three  preceding  years, 
a  steady  and  large  increase  in  the  use  of  this  department  of  the 
Library. 
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USE  ON  SUNDAYS. 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  used  the  reading-rooms  on 
Sundays  during  the  past  year,  is  7,179  against  5,706  in  fifty-two 
Sundays  of  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number,  3,810  have  visit- 
ed and  used  the  upper  room,  and  3,369  the  lower.  The  num- 
bers of  visitors  to  the  two  rooms  respectively,  in  the  year  1872-3, 
were  2,979  and  2,727.  Thus,  during  the  last  year  138  persons, 
upon  an  average,  have  read  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  rooms 
every  Sunday;  the  average  attendance  for  the  upper  room  for  the 
whole  year  being  73,  and  for  the  lower  room  65.  The  averages 
in  the  previous  year  were  respectively,  110,  57£,  and  52J . 

The  whole  number  of  readers  for  the  six  months  included  be- 
tween the  dates  of  December  7,  1873  and  March  29,  1874,  and 
between  the  dates  October  4  and  November  29,  was  4,333, 
against  3,556  in  the  year  1872-3.  That  is,  167  persons  used  the 
rooms,  on  the  average,  every  Sunday  during  the  colder  months, 
against  137  in  the  previous  .year. 

They  were  divided  between  the  two  rooms  as  follows  :  86  visit- 
ed the  upper,  and  80  the  lower  room,  on  the  average,  every 
Sunday  during  these  months. 

During  the  remaining  six  months,  namely  :  those  including  the 
Sundays  from  April  5  to  September  27,  the  whole  attendance  was 
2,846,  against  2,150  in  the  year  before.  1,568  of  the  visitors 
read  in  the  upper  room,  and  1,278  in  the  lower.  The  average  at- 
tendance during  these  warm  months,  was  60  in  the  upper,  and 
49  in  the  lower,  or  109  in  all.  The  Sunday  showing  the  small- 
est attendance,  is  May  24,  when  only  62  used  the  rooms.  One 
Sunday  in  1872-3,  only  46  persons  visited  the  rooms.  245  per- 
sons came  to  the  rooms  November  29.  This  is  the  largest  num- 
ber that  came  in  one  day.  The  largest  number  came  March  30, 
in  the  previous  year,  namely  :  214. 

It  thus  appears  that  there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  use 
of  the  reading-rooms  on  Sundays  during  the  year  that  has  just 
closed,  over  the  preceding  year.  The  numbers  who  came  on 
Sundays  the  first  year  were  large,  those  that  have  come  in  the 
second  have  been  larger  still ;  and  if  we  may  judge  from  the  few 
Sundays  which  have  already  passed  in  the  third,  there  will  be  a 
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large  increase  in  the  use  made  of  the  rooms  the  present  year. 
We  have  thus  far,  however,  been  able  to  provide  for  all  who  have 
come.  Still,  it  has  become  necessary  within  a  few  weeks,  to  em- 
ploy a  second  assistant  to  attend  to  the  wants  of  visitors  and 
look  after  the  rooms.  It  is  believed  this  will  prove  a  require- 
ment in  the  winter  months  only. 

The  great  mass  of  readers  last  year,  as  the  year  before,  have 
sought  reading  of  the  lighter  kinds,  but  considerable  solid  work 
has  been  engaged  in  every  Sunday.  Recognizing  the  fact  that 
this  is  the  people's  Library,  we  have  welcomed  heartily  all  citi- 
zens, and  aimed  to  satisfy  the  humblest  tastes,  when  wholesome. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  supplied  with  books  for  reading 
or  study,  upon  application  to  the  officers  of  the  Library  during 
the  year,  is  1,678,  against  1,143  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  an 
average  of  32  persons  a  Sunday.  The  average  number  of  per- 
sons supplied  the  year  before  is  22  a  Sunday. 

Of  course  it  is  understood  that  the  reading  furnished  upon  ap- 
plication by  the  officers  of  the  Library  is  additional  to  that  which 
readers  help  themselves  to,  from  encyclopaedias,  dictionaries,  pa- 
pers, reviews  and  magazines. 

The  rooms  have  been  open  Sundays,  during  the  last,  as  in  the 
previous  year,  from  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  9  in  the  evening.

A  larger  sum,  it  appears,  has  been  spent  for  library  service  out 
of  the  money  received  for  fines  and  the  sale  of  catalogues  during 
the  past  year  than  in  the  year  before. 

This  will  surprise  no  one,  however,  when  the  growth  in  the 
use  of  the  library  during  the  year  is  considered. 

The  growth  has  even  made  it  necessary  to  employ  another  per- 
manent assistant.  Miss  Lucie  A.  Young  was  elected  to  the  position 
July  1,  and  has  served  in  this  capacity  since  that  date. 

Miss  Ellen  L.  Otis  was  chosen  a  permanent  assistant  last 
January.  Her  appointment  was  rendered  necessary,  however,  by 
the  increase  of  work  previous  to  the  beginning  of  the  past  year, 
and  was  not  in  consequence  of  the  growth  in  the  use  of  the 
library  in  this  year. 

Two  permanent  assistants  have  thus  been  added  to  the  corps  of 
officers  since  the  last  report  was  written. 


Losses  of  the  Library. 

These  have  been  insignificant.  The  new  system  of  keeping 
accounts  introduced  here  a  year  ago  last  July  has  worked  admira- 
bly the  past  year.  It  has  been  well  tested,  too,  the  number  of 
books  given  out  has  been  so  large. 

The  accounts  indicate  that  only  four  books  have  been  lost  and 
not  paid  for.  A  few  others  have  been  lost,  paid  for,  and  replaced 
in  the  library. 
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The  number  of  books  given  out  in  the  circulating  department 
the  past  year  has  been,  it  will  be  remembered,  upwards  of  102,000. 
We  have  lent,  then,  102,000  books,  and  lost  only  four  of  them. 

Before  we  introduced  the  present  system  we  were  losing  books 
at  the  rate  of  200  a  year. 

Catalogues. 

A  printed  supplement  to  the  catalogue  of  the  circulating 
department  was  issued  early  in  the  year.  It  contains  records  of 
such  books  as  were  added  to  this  department  after  the  issue  of 
the  catalogue  in  1870,  and  before  January  1  of  the  present  year. 

A  printed  list  of  books,  added  to  the  circulating  department  of 
the  library  from  January  1  to  June  1,  with  a  record  of  some  of 
the  books  placed  in  the  intermediate  department  between  these 
dates  was  issued  in  the  middle  of  the  year. 

It  is  proposed  to  publish  as  soon  as  possible  after  January  1,  a 
list  of  the  books  added  between  the  dates  June  1,  1874,  and 
January  1,  1875. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  increase  during  the  year  in  the 
routine  work  of  the  library,  much  labor  has  been  expended  in 
remedying  the  defects  of  the  manuscript  accessions  catalogue  of 
the  circulating  department,  and  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  in  this  direction.  This  piece  of  work  will  probably  be 
concluded  the  coming  vear. 

Building. 

The  space  now  appropriated  to  books  in  the  circulating  depart- 
ment will  be  entirely  filled  during  the  coming  year.  This,  too, 
notwithstanding  provision  has  been  made  the  past  year  for  the  ^ 
accommodation  of  2,500  volumes  by  shelving  a  gallery,  and  pro- 
viding stairs  to  reach  it.  It  will,  therefore,  become  indispensable 
to  arrange,  during  the  coming  summer,  for  the  accommodation  of 
at  least  2,500  more  volumes.  It  will  be  wiser  to  get  ready  to  re- 
ceive 5,000  volumes.  To  obtain  the  needed  room  it  will  be  nec- 
essary to  resort  to  the  basement  of  the  building  and  use  such 
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apartments  there,  that  have  not  hitherto  been  occupied  by  the 
Library,  as  may  be  needed  for  our  immediate  wants.  It  will 
soon  become  needful,  also,  to  arrange  for  the  occupation  of  all  the 
remaining  portions  of  the  upper  story  of  the  library  building  for 
the  use  of  the  reference  department. 

In  providing  for  this  immediate  growth  of  these  two  depart- 
ments of  the  Library,  the  problem  has  been  to  arrange  for  easy 
access  from  the  main  floor  of  the  building,  both  to  the  basement 
and'  to  the  upper  story.  After  careful  consideration  of  a  unani- 
mous report  of  the  building  committee  recommending  it,  you 
have  declared  it  to  be  your  conviction  that  an  elevator  is  needed 
to  solve  the  problem. 

Although  particular  mention  will  probably  be  made  of  the  ele- 
vator in  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  building,  it  is  proper 
for  me  to  say  here,  that  in  recommending  the  further  use  of  the 
basement  and  upper  story,  a  single  eye  has  been  had  to  economy. 
The  recommendation  has  been  made  with  the  sole  purpose  of 
utilizing  all  the  remaining  available  space  in  the  building,  and  in 
the  belief  that,  if  adopted,  the  necessity  for  the  enlargement  of 
the  building,  or  removal  to  a  new  site,  can  be  postponed  several 
years. 

In  order  to  obtain  money  for  the  elevator,  and  yet  act  heartily 
in  conjunction  with  the  other  branches  of  the  City  Government 
in  securing  retrenchment,  the  estimates  for  the  running  and  other 
expenses  of  the  Library  for  the  coming  year,  have  been  made 
very  low,  as  low  indeed  as  the  demands  of  citizens  and  the  great 
use  now  made  of  the  Library,  render  possible. 

Worcester,  England. 

A  pleasant  episode  in  the  current  of  the  affairs  of  the  library 
during  the  past  year  is  the  interchange  of  civilities,  which  has  taken 
place  between  this  institution  and  the  goverment  of  the  city  in 
England,  whose  name  our  city  bears.* 


*Copies  of  the  letters  sent  to  the  city  government  of  Worcester,  England,  and  received 
in  reply,  may  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  2. 
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I  superintended  with  hearty  interest  the  preparation  of  the 
volumes,  the  selection  of  which  you  sanctioned,  and  it  is  a  source 
of  real  satisfaction  to  me,  as  well  as  to  you,  that  our  advances 
were  so  cordially  responded  to  by  our  elder  brothers  in  the 
mother  country. 

It  is  my  duty  to  acknowledge  in  this  report  the  valuable  gift 
of  books  which  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Worcester, 
England,  have  made  to  us. 

Accompanying  a  letter  reciprocating  the  kindly  feeling  ex- 
pressed in  yours  were  the  following  books : 

Dr.  Nash's  valuable  and  expensive  work  entitled,  Collections 
for  the  History  of  Worcestershire  in  2  volumes  folio. 

The  History  and  Antiquities  of  the  City  and  Suburbs  of  Wor- 
cester in  2  volumes  4to,  by  Yalentine  Green. 

In  this  place  it  is  proper  also,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
a  gift  from  John  D.  Washburn,  Esq.,  who  acted  as  our  messenger 
to  carry  your  letter  to  Worcester,  England.  Mr.  Washburn 
brought  us,  on  his  return,  a  copy  of  Thomas's  Survey  of  the  Cathe- 
dral Church  of  Worcester. 

I  wish  to  join  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Washburn  with  yours  for  the 
admirable  way  in  which  he  appears  to  have  discharged  the  deli- 
cate duties  entrusted  to  him. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  make  it  my  duty  to  send  yearly  to 
the  Mayor  of  Worcester,  a  copy  of  the  document  containing  the 
annual  reports  of  the  different  departments  of  our  city.  In  this 
way  something  will  be  done  to  keep  up  the  acquaintance  which 
has  been  so  pleasantly  renewed. 

Conclusion. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  congratulate  the  board  of  directors 
upon  the  fact  that  the  library  has  grown  much  in  value  and 
usefulness  during  the  past  year,  and  to  express  satisfaction  that 
the  institution  under  our  charge  is  becoming  every  year  more  and 
more  firmly  rooted  in  the  affection  of  the  citizens  of  Worcester.

We  have  received  with  feelings  of  the  liveliest  pleasure  and  gratification, 
your  graceful  expression  of  the  good  will  you  entertain  towards  us,  and  of 
the  kindly  interest  you  take  in  the  welfare  of  our  ancient  city. 

We  cordially  reciprocate  your  kindly  feelings,  and  rejoice  in  the  knowledge 
that  though  divided  from  you  by  the  vast  expanse  of- the  Atlantic,  we  are 
drawn  near  together  by  community  of  origin,  of  name,  of  interests,  and  of 
all  that  makes  a  people  great,  prosperous  and  happy. 

We  rejoice  at  the  tidings  of  your  prosperity,  and  sincerely  hope  that  this 
prosperity  will  continue  to  increase  more  and  more. 

The  books  and  papers  you  have  sent  us  reflect  the  greatest  credit  on  your 
city  and  its  inhabitants.  We  accept  with  gratitude  your  valuable  presents, 
and  assure  you  that  the  volumes  you  have  sent  will  form  an  acceptable  addition 
to  our  civic  library,  and  the  information  they  afford  as  to  the  conduct  of  your 
municipal  affairs  will  prove  a  source  of  interest  to  us. 

We  confidently  trust  that  the  interchange  of  friendly  greetings  you  have  now 
renewed  in  so  well-timed  and  graceful  a  manner,  may  result  in  a  continuing 
bond  of  amity  between  your  city  and  our  own,  and  awaken  and  keep  alive  a 
mutual  interest  in  each  other's  welfare.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library  : — 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  appeal  with  confidence  to  the 
statistics  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Librarian  as  evidence  that 
the  affairs  of  the  institution  have  never  been  more  efficiently 
administered  or  its  privileges  better  appreciated  than  during  the 
past  year.  In  the  light  of  this  fact,  they  desire  to  add  such 
weight'  as  their  testimony  can  carry  to  what  has  been  urged  by 
both  the  Librarian  and  the  Committee  on  the  Building  with 
reference  to  the  need  of  enlarged  facilities  for  the  accommodation 
of  books.  A  growing  library,  like  a  growing  city,  is  liable  con- 
tinually to  find  itself  straitened  for  house-room.  Sooner  or  later, 
from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  either  an  enlarged  building,  or  a 
new  one,  will  be  the  only  remedy  for  the  evil  now  beginning  to 
be  felt;  but,  meanwhile,  your  Committee  believe  that  the  expedi- 
ent suggested  in  the  way  of  temporary  relief  will  secure,  in  addi- 
tion to  many  direct  advantages  this  indirect  one,  namely,  further 
leisure  for  the  patient  and  intelligent  study  of  our  real  needs. 
The  longer  we  can  postpone  enlargement,  the  more  wisely  shall 
we  enlarge. 

In  the  discharge  of  their  duty  of  censorship,  your  Com- 
mittee have  been  governed  by  the  same  general  principles 
that  have  guided  their  action  in  previous  years.  They  conceive 
that  the  collection  of  literary  rarities,  as  such,  is  no  part  of  their 
duty.  A  public  library  is  not  so  much  a  cabinet  of  curiosities  as 
it  is  a  tool  chest.  Hence,  while  they  have  sought  to  define 
utility  in  its  highest  sense,  they  do  not  deny  that  utility  has  been 
their  main  criterion  in  determining  which  books  ought  and  which 
ought  not  to  go  upon  the  shelves. 
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These  remarks,  however,  must  be  understood  as  applying  only 
in  part,  and  under  limitations,  to  the  purchases  made  for  the 
Green  Library.  In  supplying  this  department,  the  Committee 
have  felt  that  they  might  rightly  exercise  a  larger  liberty  in  the 
direction  of  luxury,  than  would  be  reasonable  or  just  in  their  use 
of  money  raised  by  taxation.  In  a  permanent  collection  of  books, 
quality  is  a  consideration  of  more  moment  than  quantity,  and  our 
ambition  for  the  Green  Library  ought  to  be  not  so  much  that  it 
may  rank  among  the  largest  of  American  libraries,  as  that  it 
may,  in  time,  take  its  place  among  the  best. 

Your  Committee  have  during  the  year  recommended  for  pur- 
chase 3,180  volumes  for  the  Circulating  Department,  and  580 
volumes  for  the  Green  Library.  They  have,  through  their  secre- 
tary, approved  bills  to  the  amount  of  $6,633.14  for  the  Circulating 
Department,  and  bills  to  the  amount  of  $1,464.20  for  the  Green 
Library. 

It  only  remains  to  speak  the  word  of  annual  commendation, 
none  the  less  genuine  because  now  often  repeated,  of  the  efficient 
and  acceptable  manner  in  which  the  attendant  officers,  the 
Librarian  and  his  assistants,  have  discharged  their  varied,  labori- 
ous and,  in  some  respects,  perplexing  duties.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  READING  EOOM. 


To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Free  Public 
Library : — 

The  Committee  on  the  Reading  Room  beg  leave  to  present 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1874. 

It  will  be  convenient  to  divide  the  publications  w7hich  this 
Committee  have  in  charge  into  two  classes :  those  devoted  to  the 
news  of  the  day,  which  are  to  be  found  in  the  Reading  Room, 
and  the  periodicals  and  illustrated  papers  now  placed  in  the  Green 
Library.  It  may  be  said,  in  a  general  way,  that  the  use  of  these 
two  classes  of  reading  matter  is  distinct.  Those  who  visit  the 
Reading  Room  care  mainly  for  facts  and  actual  events ;  those 
who  spend  frequently  their  leisure  hours  over  the  magazines  and 
illustrated  and  scientific  journals,  in  the  Green  Library,  are 
accustomed  to  give  more  play  to  their  imaginations,  and  have 
special  tastes,  literary  or  mechanical.  It  was  probably  the 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  there  were  these  two  classes  of 
readers,  added  to  the  inducement  of  immediate  convenience, 
which  led  originally  to  the  separation  of  the  newspapers  from  the 
periodicals.  Yet  it  is  certain  that  no  defined  line  can  be  drawn 
between  those  who  make  use  of  the  two  departments,  and  it  may 
be  well  to  consider  whether  it  would  not  be  advantageous  to  the 
community  to  eventually  present  to  them  in  the  same  room  both 
kinds  of  reading.    The  hall  of  the  Green  Library  contains  mainly 
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books  for  the  aid  of  those  engaged  in  thoughtful  and  laborious 
study.  It  is  certain  that  its  use  by  those  who  are  wandering 
naturally,  and  sometimes  aimlessly,  from  magazine  to  magazine, 
must  in  time  become  a  distraction  and  a  nuisaDce.  These  points 
seem  to  the  Committee  worth  careful  consideration  in  the  event 
of  any  re-arrangement  of  the  rooms  of  the  building. 

In  regard  to  the  periodical  department,  the  Committee  consider 
the  list  of  magazines  and  weekly  publications  to  which  the 
Library  subscribes  ample  for  the  wants  of  the  public.  It  is 
believed  that  no  American  magazine  especially  desirable  is 
omitted,  and  although  subscription  for  foreign  periodicals  might 
be  considerably  extended,  it  will  hardly  be  desirable  for  some 
time  to  come.  The  committee  have  been  empowered  to  add  from 
time  to  time  any  publication  which  was  new  and  praiseworthy,  or 
for  which  a  need  existed,  and  this  policy  can  be  continued  by  an 
occasional  pruning  of  the  list,  without  materially  increasing  the 
expense. 

The  news  department,  the  Committee  consider  less  satisfactory 
and  complete,  although  they  desire  to  say  explicitly  that  it  has 
been  built  up  with  uncommon  discretion  and  judgment  by  their 
predecessors,  considering  the  means  at  their  disposal ;  they  could 
hardly  have  used  the  same  money  to  better  advantage.  The 
Boston  and  New  York  lists  for  which  we  subscribe  are  sufficiently 
full,  but  with  these  exceptions,  the  Worcester  papers,  and  a  single 
journal  published  in  Germany,  the  only  cities  of  the  world  repre- 
sented in  our  Reading  Room  by  dailies  are  Springfield,  Provi- 
dence, Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  Louisville — the  last  a  gift. 
Weeklies  and  semi-weeklies,  from  various  points,  cover  the  ground 
respectably,  but  the  citizens  of  many  centres  of  business  and 
population,  coming  to  Worcester  temporarily  or  for  a  permanent 
residence,  will  not  find  here  any  newspapers  of  their  section. 
Our  foreign  list  might  also  be  increased  to  advantage.  The 
Committee  go  no  farther  into  details,  because  nothing  more  can 
be  done  without  more  money,  and  the  present  is  clearly  not  the 
time  when  that  ought  to  be  asked. 

The  popular  use  of  the  Reading  Room  lias  grown  larger  during 
the  year,  and  it  is  often  crowded.  This  is  partly  owing  to  the 
increased  leisure  of  many  citizens,  but  the  habit  of  using  the 
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room  will  outlast  the  season.  More  commodious  quarters  are 
needed,  although  the  convenience  and  capacity  of  the  apartment 
has  been  slightly  increased  during  the  year  by  the  addition  of  a 
few  new  stands. 

The  greater  part  of  the  periodicals  and  the  most  important 
newspapers  are  bound  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  these  volumes 
already  nearly  fill  the  two  rooms  assigned  them  in  the  second 
story  of  the  building. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  gives  the  statistics  of  the  attend- 
ance on  Sunday. 

The  whole  number  of  publications  received  is  now  189,  of 
which  37  are  gifts  and  152  are  taken  by  subscription.  The  num- 
ber of  journals  devoted  to  news  includes  22  dailies,  1  semi-week- 
ly, 4  tri- weeklies,  and  18  weeklies  ;  in  all  45. 

Practically,  no  publication  has  been  cut  off  during  the  year. 
One  railway  guide-book  has  been  exchanged  for  a  larger  one,  and 
one  weekly  eclectic,  to  which  we  subscribed,  has  been  merged  in 
another,  also  on  our  list.  There  have  been  added  the  art  jour- 
nal called  the  Aldine,  the  Traveller's  Official  Guide,  covering 
every  railroad  station  in  the  United  States,  the  Engineering  and 
Mining  Journal,  Van  Nostrantfs  Eclectic  Engineering  Maga- 
zine, and  the  United  States  Official  Postal  Guide. 

To  the  gifts  acknowledged  in  former  reports  may  be  added : 
the  Congressional  Record,  in  place  of  the  Globe,  from  Hon. 
George  F.  Hoar ;  the  Daily  Louisville  Commercial,  from  Mr. 
L.  S.  Howlett,  formerly  a  Worcester  journalist ;  the  Y.M.  C.A. 
Monthly,  in  place  of  Our  Paper,  from  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  of  Worcester ;  and  The  Word,  from  Mr.  E.  H. 
Hey  wood  of  Princeton,  Mass.  The  National  Temperance  Ad- 
vocate, a  gift  from  Pev.  H.  T.  Cheever,  is  no  longer  received. 

The  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  the  faithfulness  and  gen- 
eral efficiency  of  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants.

To  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  the  Building  has  to  report 
that  its  principal  items  of  expenditure  during  the  past  year  have 
been  for  a  stair-ease,  shelving  and  whitening. 

The  additional  shelving  will  accommodate  about  2,500  volumes, 
according  to  the  Librarian's  estimate.  All  the  available  space  for 
the  use  of  the  circulating  department  in  the  first  or  principal 
story  of  the  Building  has  been  furnished  with  shelving.  Further 
additions  will  soon  be  required,  and  should  be  made,  according  to 
the  judgment  of  the  Librarian  and  Committee,  in  the  basement, 
where  there  is  as  much  space  that  may  be  used  as  is  now  used  by 
the  circulating  department.  Therefore,  the  question  has  arisen, 
how  can  this  space  be  made  available  in  the  best  way  ?  After 
long  and  careful  consideration,  we  recommend  the  construction 
of  a  Water  Pressure  Elevator  ;  to  be  operated  by  the  city  water, 
and  to  be  made  of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  a  person  and  about 
200Tbs  of  books  at  a  time.  The  books  may  be  placed  in  a  light 
carriage,  which  can  be  run  on  to  the  elevator  and  about  the  floors 
of  the  Building,  for  the  collection  and  distribution  of  the  books. 
This  kind  of  elevator,  operating  as  it  does  with  great  rapidity, 
will  enable  a  person  to  get  books  from  the  room  below  and  return 
them  nearly  as  quickly  as  they  could  be  got  and  returned  on  the 
main  floor.

But  we  do  not  propose  to  confine  the  nse  of  the  elevator  to 
communicating  with  the  basement,  intending  to  carry  it  to  the 
upper  story,  where  there  is  not  a  little  space  that  may  be  utilized 
for  either  the  circulating  or  reference  department,  according  as  it 
may  be  required  by  the  one  or  the  other  of  these. 

As  to  the  economy  of  using  such  an  elevator  in  lieu  of  stair- 
cases, we  have  to  say  that  the  Building  has  been  examined,  esti- 
mates have  been  made,  and  a  party  has  offered  to  contract  to  put 
in  the  proposed  elevator,  complete,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding 
$1,500.  The  cost  of  working  the  elevator  will  be  as  follows  : — 
To  go  to  the  basement  and  return  will  require  10  gallons  of  water 
at  501bs.  per  square  inch,  which  is  about  the  pressure  of  the  city 
water  at  the  Building.  Therefore,  by  using  1,000  gallons  of  city 
water,  at  the  highest  price  charged,  namely  25  cents,  one  hundred 
trips  to  the  basement  and  back  could  be  made ;  and  these  would 
be  equal  to  a  person's  climbing  an  elevation  of  1,250  feet  with  a 
load  of  200Tbs.  Seventy  trips  can  also  be  made  to  the  floor 
above  for  the  same  amount. 

This  kind  of  elevator  is  not  a  novelty,  as  there  are  already  six 
of  them  in  operation  in  this  city,  the  first  one  having  been  in 
constant  use  at  the  works  of  the  Washburn  and  Moen  Manufac- 
turing Company  more  than  four  years.  No  person  has  been 
injured  thus  far  by  their  use. 

They  are  also  in  operation  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  and  in 
the  principal  hotels  in  London,  where  they  are  considered  the 
safest  and  most  economical  that  can  be  used. 

In  order  to  fit  the  basement  for  the  requirements  of  the  coming 
year,  according  to  the  estimates  which  have  been  made,  shelving, 
heating  pipes  and  gas  fixtures  will  be  needed,  that  are  estimated 
to  cost  not  more  than  $250. 

The  Building  and  fixtures  are  in  good  condition,  and  will  need 
but  little  repair  for  the  coming  year.

THE  TWENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HOPE  CEMETERY, 

For  the  Year  1874. 


To  The  Hon.  Clark  Jillson,  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Worcester: 

The  Commissioners  of  Hope  Cemetery  respectfully  present 
their  twenty-first  annual  report. 

Condition  of  the  Cemetery. 

Since  the  purchase  of  this  territory  devoted  to  the  sacred  pur- 
poses of  a  cemetery,  in  1852,  so  great  have  been  the  improve- 
ments, alterations  and  embellishments,  that  while  the  labor  of  each 
succeeding  year,  required  to  preserve  the  roadways,  paths  and  lots 
already  laid  out,  continually  increases,  the  annual  record  pre- 
sents fewer  radical  and  decided  changes.  At  the  time  of  the 
purchase,  the  land  was  thickly  wooded  and  entirely  destitute  of 
all  artificial  divisions.  Possessing  a  great  variety  of  natural 
beauty,  in  a  territory  abounding  in  hill  and  vale,  it  offered  greater 
obstacles  to  be  surmounted  in  the  preparation  of  the  grounds, 
than  if  a  more  level  and  less  picturesque  area  had  been  selected. 
But  the  wisdom  of  the  purchase  is  now  conclusively  demon- 
strated by  the  beautiful  cemetery,  which  is  the  result  of  the  care- 
ful and  well  directed  improvements  of  twenty-three  years,  and 
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the  city  now  possesses  grounds  which  are  acceptable  to  the 
citizens,  and  are  of  very  considerable  extent. 


Necessity  of  Enlargement. 

The  present  area  of  the  Cemetery  includes  some  fifty-two 
acres.  From  the  rapidity  with  which  this  territory  is  being 
appropriated,  more  than  half  the  area  being  already  sold  to 
proprietors,  and  from  the  fact  that  the  Rural  Cemetery,  the  only 
other  burying-ground  of  large  extent,  has  already  reached  its 
utmost  possible  expansion,  and  also  from  the  melancholy  spec- 
tacle afforded  by  several  small  and  now  abandoned  and  neglected 
graveyards  in  our  midst,  it  behoves  the  city  authorities  to  con- 
sider the  propriety  of  a  further  increase  of  Hope  Cemetery,  by 
purchase  of  adjacent  fields  upon  the  south  and  east,  while  the 
opportunity  offers,  and  before  other  occupation  renders  further 
enlargement  impossible.  The  Commissioners  are  convinced  that 
the  only  security  of  a  cemetery  for  undisturbed  existence  during 
any  considerable  length  of  time,  lies  in  the  extent  of  territory 
embraced  within  the  enclosure.  From  the  time  when  all  the 
lots  in  a  cemetery  are  disposed  of,  the  grounds  begin  to  lose  the 
interest  they  held  in  the  public  mind,  and  at  once,  unless  special 
provision  is  made,  the  lots  and  surroundings  suffer  from  neglect. 
It  is  now  practicable  to  obtain  an  addition  to  the  area  of  this 
cemetery  of  at  least  equal  extent,  and  the  Commissioners  recom- 
mend a  present  enlargement  to  the  immediate  action  of  the  City 
Government.  A  complete  survey  of  the  proposed  addition  has 
been  made,  from  the  Cemetery  southward,  as  far  as  Hope  ave- 
nue. It  is  proper  to  notice  in  this  connection  the  provisions  of 
chapter  112  of  the  Supplement  to  the  General  Statutes  of 
Massachusetts,  entitled,  "An  Act  Concerning  the  Enlargement 
of  Burial-Grounds,"  which  provides  for  the  appropriation  of  land 
required  for  such  enlargement,  on  the  payment  of  damages 
awarded  by  the  County  Commissioners  at  a  hearing,  or  by  a 
jury. 
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Pine  Meadow  Burying-Ground. 

The  unsatisfactory  and  neglected  condition  of  the  remaining 
portion  of  Pine  Meadow  Burying-Ground,  is  brought  to  your 
attention.  In  1866  and  in  1872  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad 
purchased  land  from  this  burying-ground,  and  the  removal  of  the 
remains  there  buried  was  accomplished  with  the  approval  and 
cooperation  of  the  relatives  and  friends  of  the  deceased.  An 
attractive  location  in  Hope  Cemetery  was  prepared  for  the 
reception  of  these  remains,  and  care  and  consideration  attended 
the  work  of  removal,  which  was  performed  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  Hon.  D.  Waldo  Lincoln,  so  that  far  from  being  a 
cause  of  complaint  to  the  representatives  of  the  deceased,  all 
interested  have  been  uniformly  satisfied  and  gratified  by  this 
arrangement.  The  time  seems  to  be  fully  come  when  all  the 
remains  in  the  Pine  Meadow  Burying-Ground  should  be  removed. 
The  encroachments  of  the  railroads  and  the  rapidly  increasing  oc- 
cupation of  this  section  of  the  city,  caused  by  the  construction 
of  the  Union  Depot,  increases  the  liability  to  trespass  and  dese- 
cration. It  is  recommended  that  these  grounds  be  sold  and  that 
lots  contiguous  to  those  already  occupied  in  Hope  Cemetery  by 
removals  from  this  Burying-Ground,  be  prepared  for  the  transfer 
of  remains,  under  superintendence  of  the  Commissioners.  It 
would  seem  not  inappropriate  that  money  received  from  the  sale 
of  the  Pine  Meadow  Grounds  be  added  to  the  deposit  now  on 
interest  to  the  credit  of  Hope  Cemetery,  to  be  used  in  the  pur- 
chase of  new  territory,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  deemed  expe- 
dient. 

Improvements  in  the  Year  1874. 

During  the  past  year,  Pine  and  Cedar  Avenues  have  been 
graded  and  improved,  and  twenty  new  lots  laid  out.  River  and 
Cherry  Avenues  have  been  graded,  and  the  adjacent  land  pre- 
pared to  be  laid  out  into  lots.  The  land  bordering  on  Laurel 
and  Juniper  Avenues  has  been  cleared.  Between  Maple  and 
Rue  Avenues,  sixty-two  lots  have  been  laid  out,  and  a  few  of 
them  have  been  sold.    On  Aspen  and  Chapel  Avenues  seven 
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valuable  lots  have  been  prepared,  two  of  which  are  already  sold, 
and  have  been  tastefully  laid  out  and  enclosed. 

Fund  for  the  Care  of  Lots. 

It  has  been  the  experience  of  all  Cemeteries  of  any  considera- 
ble age,  to  suffer  from  the  neglect  of  the  proprietors  of  lots  to 
take  proper  care  of  them.  As  time  goes  on,  this  evil  always 
increases,  and  in  many  cases  there  are  no  relatives  or  friends 
surviving  to  care  for  the  last  resting-place  of  those  whose 
remains  are  there  buried.  1  Hope  Cemetery,  now  more  than 
twenty  years  old,  begins  to  show  the  existence  of  this  difficulty, 
and  it  occasions  much  solicitude  to  the  Commissioners  and  to 
those  proprietors  who,  while  anxious  for  the  careful  protection 
of  their  own  property,  are  equally  interested  that  contiguous 
lots  should  be  kept  in  good  order,  and  that  the  general  attract- 
iveness of  the  grounds  should  not  be  marred  by  instances  of 
neglect.  The  Corporation  of  the  Rural  Cemetery,  in  this  city, 
have  established  a  fund  for  the  care  of  lots  of  such  proprietors 
as  may  contribute  to  it.  The  amount  required  of  the  proprietor 
is  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  deed  of  gift  sets  forth  that  this 
sum  is  given  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Proprietors  of  said  Ceme- 
tery, "  to  the  sole  use  of  said  proprietors  forever,  in  trust, 
nevertheless,  that  the  Trustees  of  said  Corporation  for  the  time 
being  shall,  in  order  to  obtain  an  income  therefrom,  securely 
invest  the  same  from  time  to  time,  in  their  discretion,  on 
interest,  and  shall  apply  the  income  and  interest  thereof  faith- 
fully and  as  in  their  judgment  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  to 
keeping  in  repair  the  said  lot  in  said  Rural  Cemetery,  and  the 
monument  therein,  and  the  fence  surrounding  the  same,  and  to 
improving  the  same  so  far  as  said  interest  and  income  will  allow; 
the  said  Trustees  exercising  their  own  best  taste  and  discretion 
in  the  manner  and  time  of  such  repairs  and  improvements,  and 
holding  and  appropriating  any  surplus  which  may  accumulate 
from  time  to  time,  beyond  keeping  in  suitable  repair  and  pre- 
servation the  monument,  fences,  trees,  shrubbery  and  soil  of 
said  lot,  to  the  general  ornament  and  preservation  of  the  grounds 
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of  the  Cemetery.  Provided,  however,  that  the  said  Trustees 
shall  never  be  responsible  for  their  conduct  in  the  premises, 
except  for  good  faith,  and  such  reasonable  diligence  as  may  be 
required  of  mere  gratuitous  agents.  And  provided,  further, 
that  said  Trustees  shall  in  no  case  be  obliged  to  make  any  sepa- 
rate investment  of  the  sum  so  given,  and  that  the  average  income 
on  interest  derived  from  all  funds  of  the  like  nature  belonging 
to  the  Corporation  shall  annually  and  proportionably  be  carried 
to  the  credit  of  each  lot  entitled  thereto." 

This  arrangement  has  been  in  operation  for  fourteen  years, 
and  many  proprietors,  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
of  providing  for  the  care  of  their  lots  when  they  themselves  will 
be  no  longer  present  to  look  after  them.  The  Corporation  has 
lately  adopted  an  increased  scale  of  prices  for  lots  yet  remaining 
unsold,  and  engages  to  assume  all  care  of  lots  hereafter  pur- 
chased when  they  shall  have  once  been  put  in  good  condition 
by  the  proprietor,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Commissioners,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Treasurer 
of  the  City  of  Worcester  be  authorized  and  directed,  by  an 
order  of  the  City  Council,  to  establish  such  a  fund,  and  to 
receive  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  from  the  owners  of  lots  who 
wish  to  avail  themselves  of  such  an  arrangement,  and  such  other 
money  as  may  be  donated  for  such  a  purpose,  and  that  the 
aggregate  amount  be  regarded  as  a  special  fund,  to  be  recorded 
separately  in  a  book,  to  be  called  the  Record  of  Gifts  and 
Bequests  to  Hope  Cemetery.  And,  further,  that  after  such  gift 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  time 
being,  and  the  conditions  required  shall  have  been  fully  com- 
plied with,  that  the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  give  a 
receipt  to  the  donor  similar  to  that  now  in  use  by  the  Corporation 
of  the  Proprietors  of  the  Rural  Cemetery. 

Sale  of  Lots. 

The  whole  number  of  Lots  sold  since  the  opening  of  this 
Cemetery  in  1852,  has  been  1,600,  for  which  $28,872  has  been 
received.  During  the  past  year,*  9-1  Lots  have  been  purchased 
for  $3,726.    While  the  price  of  valuable  Lots  has  increased  with 
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the  progress  of  general  improvement  and  embellishment,  the 
purpose  entertained  at  the  beginning  of  affording  to  all  a  last 
resting  place  has  not  been  lost  sight  of,  and  desirable  Lots  are 
still  offered  at  a  very  low  price.  That  portion  of  the  Cemetery 
set  apart  for  free  burials  has  received  much  attention  and  shows  a 
marked  improvement  from  its  condition  at  the  date  of  the  last 
report. 

Expenses  of  1874. 

The  total  receipts  in  the  year,  including  cash  on  deposit,  have 
been  $8,660.36,  and  of  this  sum  $3,367.40  has  been  expended, 
leaving  $5,292.96  still  to  the  credit  of  the  Commission.  This 
amount  is  thought  to  be  ample  for  the  requirements  of  the  ensu- 
ing year.. 

The  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
year  1874,  is  appended  to  this  report.  Again  the  Commissioners 
desire  to  record  their  indebtedness  to  Wra.  S.  Barton,  Esq.,  the 
City  Treasurer,  for  valuable  assistance  in  the  sale  of  lots,  and  for 
other  important  services.

JUVENILE  OFFENDERS. 

In  the  execution  of  the  law,  I  feel  that  there  is  scarcely  a  more 
delicate  and  important  duty  than  is  connected  with  the  class 
known  in  our  courts  as  juvenile  offenders ;  and  I  am  more  and 
more  satisfied  that  to  reform  the  parties  in  these  cases  should 
constitute  a  very  prominent  consideration  in  their  management. 

The  law  wisely  provides  a  special  court  for  their  trial,  also  an 
agent  acting  under  the  Board  of  State  Charities  to  attend  to  the 
trial  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  is  the  best  possible  dis- 
position of  such  cases,  with  a  view  of  saving  the  youth  if  possible. 

This  law  seems  to  be  based  upon  the  theory  that  the  influence 
best  calculated  to  be  effective  with  this  class  is  that  which  comes 
from  a  well  regulated  home. 

38 
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A  very  large  number  of  the  cases  considered  during  the  past 
year  have  been  put  on  probation,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Vassal,  the  State  Agent,  and  with  such  results  thus  far  very  com- 
plimentary to  that  gentleman's  sagacity  and  fidelity. 

Only  two  of  the  number  thus  disposed  of  have  as  yet  been 
subjects  of  re-arrest. 

I  give  my  most  cordial  and  hearty  approval  to  that  legislation 
wThich  so  wisely  throws  around  the  juvenile  delinquent  such  kind 
and  healthful  influences  to  cheer  him  from  a  life  of  vice  and 
crime. 

The  success  which  has  attended  this  course  is  so  apparent  that 
I  cannot  believe  any  unfeeling  hand  will  ever  be  allowed  to  strike 
from  our  statute-book  such  kind  and  paternal  laws. 

Herewith,  I  present  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  whole  number 
of  cases  this  year ;  and  of  the  ninety-five  cases  after  the  most  care- 
ful and  humane  investigation,  only  one  was  adjudged  to  be  so 
depraved  and  lost  to  kind  influences  as  to  justify  his  commitment 
to  the  House  of  Correction. 

There  have  been  ninety-five  juvenile  offenders  arrested  during 
the  year,  six  of  whom  were  girls.

Only  four,  or  less  than  four  per  cent,  have  been  arrested  a 
second  time  during  the  year.  One  was  fined  ten  dollars  and 
costs  for  larceny,  and  for  the  second  offence  was  sentenced  to  the 
Reform  School,  but  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court  and  escaped 
punishment. 

One  paid  five  dollars  and  costs  twice  for  petty  larceny.  One 
paid  costs  for  a  petty  larceny  the  first  time,  and  one  dollar  and 
costs  for  violation  of  the  Lord's  day,  for  which  the  second  arrest 
was  made. 

The  other  paid  costs  for  larceny  the  first  time,  and  for  a  second 
offence  was  sent  away  by  the  Board  of  State  Charities. 

Of  those  who  were  allowed  to  have  their  cases  put  on  file  by 
the  payment  of  costs,  only  two  have  been  re-arrested;  one  of  these 
was  sent  away. 

The  putting  on  file  on  payment  ol  the  costs,  is  a  sort  of  proba- 
tion, it  being  understood,  that  if  the  offender  is  again  convicted 
he  will  be  dealt  with  for  the  old  offence. 
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Those  who  went  on  probation  without  payment  of  costs,  were 
children  of  very  poor  parents,  some  of  them  widows,  who  could 
not  pay.  The  offences  committed,  of  too  trivial  a  character  to 
justify  the  committing  to  jail,  or  the  Reform  School.  It  was 
thought  better  by  the  Court,  to  let  the  County  pay  the  costs,  and 
put  the  children  on  their  good  behavior,  rather  than  commit  at 
a  great  expense  to  the  City,  County  or  State.  No  one  of  these 
children  has  ever  been  arrested  again. 

Of  the  five  stubborn  children  who  went  home  on  their  good 
behavior,  none  have  violated  their  promise,  and  after  being  kept, 
some  of  them  months  on  probation,  the  parents  were  satisfied  to 
pay  the  costs. 

The  value  of  probation  is  shown  by  the  above. 


STATION  HOUSES. 

I  desire  to  renew  the  suggestion  which  has  before  been  made, 
of  the  necessity  of  branch  station  houses  in  the  northern,  southern 
and  eastern  sections  of  the  city.  The  rapid  increase  of  the  popu- 
lation in  these  various  sections  of  the  city,  is  too  well  known  by 
every  citizen  to  need  remark  from  me,  and  this  fact  is  a  sufficient 
general  index  as  to  what  should  be  the  location,  and  also,  the 
necessity  for  the  same. 

Officers  on  beats  upon  the  "  Island,"  East  Worcester  and  in 
the  northern  sections  of  the  city,  are  too  far  removed  from  the 
central  office  always  to  perform  their  duties  with  the  greatest 
efficiency. 

The  location  of  stations  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  would 
obviate  the  necessity  of  being  obliged  to  communicate  with  head- 
quarters in  an  exigency,  and  when  their  personal  presence  could 
be  illy  spared. 

It  seems  to  me,  that  the  suggestion  of  this  want  is  sufficient. 
The  reason  for  additional  facilities  will  be  more  and  more  im- 
perative each  year  until  furnished. 

Your  attention  is  also  called,  to  the  insufficiency  and  inade- 
quateness  of  present  accommodations  at  the  station,  in  City  Hall 
building,  for  the  demands  that  are  made  upon  it.    It  is  nightly 
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converted  into  a  general  lodging  house  for  the  unfortunate  and 
wayfaring,  and  unless  we  are  prepared  to  deny  to  this  class,  that 
charity  which  feeds  the  hungry  and  protects  from  the  pitiless 
cold,  it  will  continue  to  be  the  refuge  in  the  hour  of  distress  for 
these  unfortunate  people. 

The  lodgers  and  prisoners  are  in  such  close  proximity,  that  the 
former  are  more  or  less  tainted  by  the  drunken  abuse  and  jeers  of 
the  latter,  and  this  is  hardly  to  be  avoided  with  our  present 
accommodations. 

The  want  of  suitable  ventilation  is  another  evil  connected  with 
this  place.  It  is  only  to  be  had  by  the  windows  upon  the  side 
next  to  a  public  street,  where  facilities  are  afforded  for  passing  in 
to  the  prisoners,  clandestinely,  liquor  and  other  articles  not  con- 
ducive to  the  welfare  of  the  prisoners. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  FORCE. 

Among  so  large  a  number  of  men  it  is  apt  to  be  found  that 
personal  jealousies  and  differences  operate  to  diminish  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  the  whole ;  but  in  the  case  of  the  force  this  year, 
I  have  to  say  that  no  such  disturbances  have  been  allowed  to  mar 
the  harmony  and  efficiency  of  this  department  of  the  municipal 
government. 

If  there  has  been  rivalry,  it  was  to  see  who  should  most  faith- 
fully perform  the  duty  assigned.  If  jealousy  existed,  it  was  that 
jealousy  that  holds  the  security  of  person  and  property  in  the 
highest  esteem,  and  above  all  personal  considerations.  Indeed,  I 
say  with  pride,  that  I  have  never  been  connected  with  an  equal 
number  of  men  who  so  completely  held  the  public  security  so 
absolutely  above  all  personal  or  private  considerations. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  I  acknowledge  myself  under  great 
obligations,  for  the  courteous  and  kindly  advice  he  has  ever  been 
ready  to  give  in  matters  brought  to  his  notice,  and  for  the  gen- 
erous confidence  ever  manifested  in  this  branch  of  the  public  ser- 
vice ;  and  I  bear  most  willing  testimony  to  his  unvarying  require- 
ment that  the  duties  of  this  department  should  be  performed  en- 
tirely and  impartially  in  the  interest  of  the  whole  people. 
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Of  Assistant  Marshals  McFarland  and  Conklin,  and  Captains 
Hall  and  Ratigan,  I  can  speak  only  in  praise  of  the  readiness  and 
fidelity  with  which  they  have  performed  their  duties.  If  discre- 
tion, faithfulness  and  energetic  performance  of  difficult  and  many 
times  wearisome  duty,  entitle  officers  to  the  consideration  of  their 
superiors,  these  officers  are  entitled  to  a  large  share. 

To  the  rank  and  file  of  the  force  I  shall  always  cherish  grateful 
feelings,  for  the  promptness  and  zeal  with  which  they  have  ever 
performed  the  most  unwelcome  duty. 

The  varied  and  many  times  difficult  duties  devolving  upon  the 
Police  in  a  city  as  large  as  ours,  requires  men  of  intelligence, 
energy,  and  a  capacity  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  necessities  of 
the  hour.  That  the  men  of  this  force  have  been  able  to  do  this, 
and  give  to  life  and  property  the  largest  measure  of  security,  is  a 
commendation  I  believe  they  are  honestly  entitled  to,  and  will 
receive  from  an  appreciative  public. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kindly  assistance 
ever  willingly  rendered  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  by  the 
Hon.  Hartley  Williams,  Judge,  and  T.  S.  Johnson,  Esq.,  Clerk  of 
the  Central  District  Court.  The  manner  in  which  these  officers 
subordinate  all  other  interests  and  considerations  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice,  entitle  them  to  the  most  implicit  confidence  of 
the  general  public.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  WATER 


To  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester  : — 

An  ordinance  of  the  city  requires  a  report  from  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Water,  accompanied  by  the  reports  of 
the  Water  Commissioner  and  Water  Registrar,  for  the  year 
ending  November  30,  1874. 

The  report  of  the  Registrar  indicates  an  unwarrantable  con- 
sumption of  Water  in  the  absence  of  meters,  and  in  view  of  this 
fact  the  Committee  will  deem  it  their  duty  to  require  meters  to 
be  placed  wherever  gross  wastefulness  is  tolerated.  The  Com- 
missioner and  Registrar  are  directed  to  use  every  means  in  their 
power,  consistent  with  the  authority  imposed  in  them  by  the 
ordinances  of  the  city,  to  compel  a  proper  use  of  water. 


METERS. 

The  subject  of  meters  has  claimed  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee at  nearly  every  meeting  during  the  year.  A  pressure 
had  been  brought  to  bear  upon  the  several  Water  Committees 
for  three  or  four  years  past  to  recognize  a  meter  patented  and 
manufactured  by  Wm.  E.  Desper,  of  this  city,  and  it  was 
adopted  by  the  Committee  of  1873.    Its  very  unsatisfactory 

character  caused  the  Committee  to  withhold  its  approval,  and  to 
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cease  reading  them  as  they  failed  to  clo  the  work  required  of 
them.  The  failure  of  this  meter  is  undoubtedly  known  to  the 
patentee,  as  it  is  understood  that  none  have  been  manufactured 
the  present  year. 

The  abandonment  of  this  meter  brought  no  relief  to  the* 
Committee  ;  a  new  one,  introduced  by  H.  A.  Desper,  has  claimed 
their  attention*  But  three  or  four  have  been  in  operation  within 
the  knowledge  of  the  Committee,  and  not  all  of  these  are  work- 
ing satisfactorily.  In  view  of  the  very  limited  test,  both  in 
time  and  numbers,  your  Committee  were  not  justified  in  giving 
it  equal  recognition  and  approval  with  that  of  the  Ball  and  Fitts' 
meter.  Another  reason  existed  for  delaying  this  approval. 
The  Committee  were  assured  by  the  Union  Water  Meter  Co. 
that  the  new  Desper  meter  was  an  infringement  upon  theirs,  and 
that  its  adoption  by  the  city  would  bring  an  injunction  against 
its  use. 

The  Committee  deemed  it  for  the  interest  of  the  city  that 
some  other  party  should  test  this  point. 

The  present  water  main  through  Main  street,  from  Front 
street  to  Thomas  street,  is  but  six  (6)  inches  in  diameter;  from 
Thomas  street  to  Lincoln  square,  but  four  (4)  inches  in  diameter, 
and  these  pipes  from  their  long  use  and  accretions  of  rust,  have 
not  the  capacity  that  their  size  would  indicate.  The  great  increase 
in  the  consumption  of  water  on  Prescott  street,  demands  a  larger 
pipe  through  that  street. 

The  burning  of  the  Street  Railroad  stables  and  of  "All  Saints" 
church  ou  Pearl  street,  indicated  our  weakness  in  those  localities, 
and  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  larger  pipes  be 
substituted  for  the  present  ones  from  Front  street  through  Main 
street  to  Lincoln  Square,  thence  to  the  manufactory  of  "Ames 
Plow  Company,"  on  Prescott  street.  The  same  difficulty  exists 
on  Grafton  street,  from  Washington  Square  to  Providence  street, 
where  it  is  recommended  a  twelve  (12)  inch  pipe  be  substituted 
in  place  of  the  present  four  (4)  inch  pipe. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  the  trust  imposed  in  them  would  not 
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be  answered  did  they  not  urge  upon  the  City  Council  the  im- 
portance of  a  decision  regarding  a  further  supply  of  water.  The 
limited  quantity  now  in  store  makes  it  possible  that  it  may  be 
exhausted  before  rains  come.  It  would  work  hardship,  de- 
privation and  danger  to  the  community,  that  can  hardly  be 
realized,  and  when  the  investigations  of  the  Committee  show 
that  a  supply  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  city  for  many  years  to 
come,  may  be  obtained  by  so  reasonable  an  outlay,  they  think 
it  would  not  be  a  wise  economy  that  advises  inaction.  Their 
investigations  to  this  end  resulted  in  the  conviction  that  Mill 
Brook  and  North  Pond  furnished  an  ample  supply,  much  more 
easily  and  economically  acquired  than  from  any  other  source. 
There  are  but  five  (5)  mill  owners  upon  the  stream,  and  the 
rights  in  the  reservoir  or  North  Pond  are  vested  in  but  four  (4) 
parties  in  nearly  the  following  proportions,  viz  : 

Stephen  Salisbury,  4-10 ;  J.  M.  Daniels  &  Son,  2-10 ;  City  of 
Worcester,  3-10 ;  A.  C.  Buttrick,  1-10. 

North  Pond  is  situated  two  (2)  miles  from  the  city  ;  sixty  (60) 
feet  above  Lincoln  Square,  and  has  an  area  of  two  hundred  and 
thirty  (230)  acres.  It  will  store  700,000,000  gallons,  and  has  a 
water-shed  that  would  guarantee  7,000,000  gallons  per  day.  The 
power  derived  from  the  water  used  for  flushing  sewers  would 
pump  a  large  amount  into  the  present  system  of  pipes,  or  into 
Bell  Pond,  a  natural  reservoir  that  will  contain  at  least  15,000,- 
000  gallons,  from  which  distributing  pipes  are  already  laid  ;  but 
beyond  this  question  of  a  supply  of  water  for  the  uses  of  the 
people,  the  city  should  obtain  the  entire  control  of  that  reservoir 
for  the  following  reasons  : 

1st.  That  it  might  erect  and  maintain  such  a  dam  and  such 
safeguards  as  should  effectually  quiet  the  fears  of  a  breaking 
away  that  have  haunted  many  a  house  for  the  past  fifteen  years, 
and  not  without  reason. 

2d.  The  statutes  give  the  city  the  authority  to  take  these 
water  rights  at  any  time.  (This  is  an  encumbrance  upon  the 
property  of  the  mill-owners  that  they  may  with  great  propriety 
ask  the  city  to  remove,  either  by  purchase  or  the  abandonment  of 
the  right). 
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3d.  The  existing  rights  of  the  city  in  that  reservoir  demand 
early  attention  that  they  may  be  preserved,  and  one  of  the  most 
valuable  is  that  of  flowage,  that  may  be  lost  by  a  long  continued 
enforcement  of  the  order  of  the  County  Commissioners  to  keep 
the  water  at  a  low  level. 

4th.  The  manufacturers  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  are  suffer- 
ing to  a  certain  degree,  in  consequence  of  the  fouling  of  the 
stream  by  the  sewer  discharges.  The  first  of  these  manufactories 
has  already  asked  for  redress  through  the  courts,  and  it  is  but  a 
question  of  time  in  regard  to  the  next  in  line. 

Though  the  city  might  not  be  adjudged  legally  liable  in  these 
cases,  would  it  not  be  the  highest  wisdom  to  avert  the  conse- 
quences, as  far  as  it  is  possible,  by  the  maintenance  of  a  reservoir 
of  such  capacity  as  should  give  an  uninterrupted  flow  through 
summer  and  winter,  neutralizing  in  a  great  degree  these  offensive 
discharges. 

The  acquisition  of  all  the  rights  in  Mill  Brook  and  North 
Pond,  together  with  the  rebuilding  of  the  dam  in  a  location  that 
shall  include  Weasel  brook,  need  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee,  cost  a  sum  very  much  exceeding  $200,000.00.  In 
regard  to  other  sources  of  supply,  Kettle  brook  is  the  most 
prominent. 

This  brook  at  present  furnishes  power  to  more  than  twenty  (20) 
manufactories,  all  in  operation,  using  a  head  and  fall  of  342  feet. 
This  power,  based  upon  an  equivalent  steam  power  is  worth  at 
least  $650,000.00. 

There  is  also  upon  this  stream  160  feet  of  unimproved  head 
and  fall  that  would  certainly  be  rated  at  one-half  the  value  of 
the  improved  power.  This  would  approximate  $1,000,000.00. 
It  would  also  impose  upon  the  city  the  difficult  task  of  negotiat- 
ing with  forty  or  fifty  different  parties.  That  it  would  be  an 
utter  impossibility  to  deal  with  so  many  without  protracted  litiga- 
tion must  be  evident  to  every  one.  The  only  advantage  gained 
would  be  the  utilizing  of  the  present  pipes,  and  this  is  by  no 
means  a  clear  advantage,  with  the  possibility  of  a  bursting  of  a 
main  in  time  of  a  conflagration. 

Not  having  investigated  "  Tatnuck  brook,"  the  Committee 
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cannot  speak  so  advisedly  of  that  source,  but  it  is  very  reasona- 
ble to  suppose  that  the  power,  for  manufacturing  purposes,  of  that 
stream  would  be  just  as  valuable,  if  the  City  desired  to  purchase 
it,  as  that  of  any  other  stream,  and  its  relative  cost  would  be  the 
same.  If  there  is  200  feet  head  and  fall,  as  claimed,  there  would 
be  200  feet  to  pay  for,  and  North  Pond  dam  would  still  be 
"  Banquo's  ghost.1' 

BELL  POND. 

It  is  well  known  that  in  this  pond  is  a  floating  island  of  about 
two  acres  in  extent.  By  direction  of  the  Committee  the  Com- 
missioner, at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  removed  about  one-third 
of  it,  his  men  working  upon  it  at  such  times  as  caused  no  neglect 
to  the  regular  work  of  the  Department.  The  result  has  been  so 
satisfactory  that  he  is  directed  to  continue  the  work  of  removal, 
as  also  the  mud  upon  the  borders  of.  the  pond.  It  is  desirable 
that  the  City  should  obtain  control  of  the  margin  of  the  pond,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  properly  enclosed  by  a  suitable  fence ;  and 
inasmuch  as  the  greater  part  of  the  land  adjoining  the  pond  be- 
longs to  the  hospital  estate  and  is  supposed  to  be  in  the  market, 
your  Committee  recommend  the  purchase  of  so  much  of  it  as  is 
necessary  for  the  purpose  suggested.  This  recommendation 
would  include  the  purchase  of  two  small  houses  situated  upon  the 
borders  of  the  pond,  the  filth  from  which  would  naturally  find  its 
way  into  its  waters. 

Your  Committee  cannot  close  their  report  without  commend- 
ing the  efficiency  of  the  Commissioner  and  Registrar  of  this  De- 
partment. Their  strict  attention  to  business  and  the  ability  that 
they  have  brought  to  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties,  should 
command  higher  salaries  than  they  have  received.  The  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Commissioner  are  exceeded  by  those  of  few  of  the 
servants  of  the  City,  and  his  salary  should  better  conform  to  the 
responsibilities  and  duties  of  the  position.

To  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water:  — 

As  required  by  the  City  Ordinance,  the  Commissioner  presents 
his  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1874. 

Main  pipes  have  been  laid  in  all  the  streets  ordered  by  the  City 
Council,  except  Dewey  and  Warren  streets.  The  petitioners  for 
Dewey  street  not  giving  the  required  guarantee,  the  pipe  has  not 
been  laid. 

The  order  for  Warren  street  was  not  passed  in  season  to  lay 
the  pipe  before  cold  weather.  The  wants  of  the  petitioners  have 
been  supplied  for  the  Winter  by  a  temporary  pipe. 

The  number  of  feet  of  main  pipe  laid  this  year  is  22,613,  with 
33  gates,  17  hydrants ;  9  hydrants  have  been  set  on  pipe  laid 
previous  to  1874,  making  the  whole  number  of  hydrants  488. 

There  was  also  2,886  feet  of  8-in.  pipe  and  23ft.  of  4-in.,  laid 
for  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  paid  for  by  them.  Also, 
1,177ft.  of  6-in.  pipe  for  the  Holy  Cross  College. 

Taken  up  and  relaid  in  Leicester  street,  330ft.  of  16 -in  pipe. 
Taken  up  and  abandoned  in  Newton  street,  1,184ft.  of  4in.,  and 
in  Mill-street,  125ft.  of  6-in.  pipe. 
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Number  of  service  pipes  laid,  253,  or  11,452ft.  7in. — 5,351  ft. 
lOin.  for  the  city,  and  6,100ft.  9in.  for  applicants. 
Number  of  meters  set,  337. 
Number  of  leaks  repaired,  108. 
Value  of  stock  and  tools  on  hand  is  $38,419.18.

Gentlemen  of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8  of  the 
"  Ordinance  relating  to  Water,"  I  herewith  submit  my  second 
annual  Report. 

During  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1874,  there  were  received 
two  hundred  and  forty-five  (245)  applications  for  water,  all  of 
which,  with  but  four  exceptions,  have  been  granted,  and  the  ser- 
vice pipes  laid. 

The  number  and  amount  of  water  bills  rendered  to  the  City 
Treasurer  for  collection  is  as  follows : 

By  Meter,  1,891,  representing  $27,983  68 

"  Assessment,  7,423,         "  67,548  84 

Total,       9,314,        "  $95,532  52 

The  abatements,  the  greater  part  of  which  were  made  in  con- 
sequence of  the  decision  of  water  takers  to  pay  their  water  bills 
by  meter  measurement,  amounted  to  $11,257.10. 

The  water  has  been  shut  off  from  the  premises  of  twenty-nine 
(29)  water  takers,  but  in  every  case  it  has  again  been  let  on,  upon 
the  payment  of  their  over-due  bills  and  costs. 
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There  have  been  attached  during  the  year,  three  hundred  and 

thirty-six  (336)  meters,  making  the  total  number  on  the  works 

eleven  hundred  and  seven  (1,107),  varying  in  size  from  J  inch  to 

4  inches,  as  follows  :

The  subject  of  a  further  supply  of  water  being  agitated 
throughout  the  community,  but  especially  by  the  City  Council, 
permit  me,  in  view  of  the  experience  of  our  neighbor  city, 
Boston,  as  well  as  of  other  cities  both  of  this  country  and  Europe, 
to  offer  for  your  consideration  a  few  facts  and  suggestions. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  is  daily  delivered  through  the  multi- 
tude of  outlets  of  every  description  in  this  City,  an  average  of 
three  million  gallons  of  water.  The  number  of  people,  by  actual 
count,  using  water  being  but  a  trifle  over  thirty-six  thousand,  this 
amount  gives  to  each  individual  something  more  than  eighty  gal- 
lons per  day.  This  quantity  could  and  should  be  reduced  nearly 
one-half. 

Out  of  the  eleven  hundred  meters  attached  to  the  works,  more 
than  one-half  are  upon  dwellings  occupied  by  their  owners,  ena- 
bling us  to  ascertain  about  what  is  used  by  each  person  in  families 
drawing  water  so  measured.  The  quantity  thus  used  proving  so 
small,  we  must  conclude  that  the  greater  part  of  our  daily  supply 
is  drawn  at  manufactories,  blocks  and  tenement  houses,  whose 
owners  pay  their  bills  by  assessment,  and  either  having  no  care, 
allow  of  a  great  waste  through  miserable,  worn-out  fixtures,  or 
intentionally  permit  a  stream  to  flow  from  their  pipes  to  prevent 
freezing  in  winter,  or  in  order  to  obtain  cool  water  in  summer. 

I  consider  that  there  are  three  principal  sources  of  waste:  1st, 
cheap  and  worn-out  fixtures  ;  2d,  hopper  water  closets  ;  3d,  hose. 

Last  season  I  discovered  a  block  of  tenement  houses  occupied 
by  twelve  families,  each  having  a  faucet  from  which  to  obtain  a 
supply,  not  one  of  which  could  by  any  possibility  be  turned  so  as 
to  obstruct  the  flow  of  water  in  the  least,  so  entirely  worn  out 
were  they.    The  water  had  been  allowed  to  run  during  the  entire 
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summer,  when  the  authorities  were  doing  all  in  their  power  to 
obtain  a  temporary  supply  for  the  actual  needs  of  the  inhabitants. 
In  another  section  of  the  City,  scarcely  a  stone's  throw  from  the 
City  Hall,  I  discovered  in  a  block  of  tenements,  three  faucets  in 
a  similar  plight,  and  I  was  informed  that  the  owner  of  the  estate 
had  known  of  their  condition  for  more  than  a  twelvemonth,  but 
neglected  to  have  them  repaired  or  new  ones  substituted. 

Another  and  perhaps  the  greatest  opportunity  for  waste  may 
be  found  in  almost  every  dwelling  in  the  "  hopper  water  closet." 
The  experience  of  those  having  meters  proves  conclusively 
that  often er  than  all  other  fixtures,  the  valve  of  the  "  hopper 
water  closet"  needs  repairing  and  re-packing.  By  a  careful  and 
detailed  comparison  in  the  actual  consumption  of  water  by  the 
"hopper  water  closet"  and  the  "self-acting,  or  pan  water  closet" 
made  by  the  authorities  of  Boston,  but  one  conclusion  can  be  ar- 
rived at,  which  I  trust  will  have  weight  with  the  Committee, 
knowing  as  I  do  that  we  in  Worcester  are  suffering  in  a  measure 
from  the  same  cause. 

Five  experiments  were  tried,  and  the  verdict  I  embody  herein, 
entire,  as  follows : 

"  The  result  of  five  cases  shows,  in  thirteen  closets  alone, 
a  total  saving  of  3,249,739  gallons  a  year,  or  a  daily  sav- 
ing of  685  gallons,  for  each  closet,  at  the  same  time  affording  all 
the  needed  service.  In  these  cases  meters  are  attached,  and  the 
water  is  doubtless  shut  off  at  night,  showing,  in  part,  that  the 
great  waste  was  in  the  working  hours  of  the  day.  But  tor  the 
meter,  which  compels  the  consumer  to  pay  for  all  the  water 
wasted,  as  well  as  used,  the  estimate  of  loss  above  given  would  be 
more  than  doubled.  Now,  take  the  whole  number  of  hopper 
closets,  i.  6.,  16,137,  and  assume  what  experience  has  shown  to  be 
within  the  actual  fact,  namely,  that  one  closet  in  five  is  wasting 
water  in  the  same  ratio  of  the  five  cases  cited,  and  the  total  waste 
will  exhibit  the  amazing  aggregate  of  4,419,620  gallons  in  every 
twenty-four  hours." 

It  has  been  known  for  some  time,  by  the  Commissioner  and 
myself,  that  a  water  closet  just  out  of  the  passage  way,  in  a  cer- 
tain building  on  Main  street,  was  wasting  water  almost  constantly. 
The  owner  has  been  repeatedly  importuned  to  remedy  it,  but 
this  he  has  failed  to  do ;  until  recently  it  has  been  thought  inex- 
pedient to  attach  a  meter  in  a  position  to  catch  the  waste,  but  this 
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will  be  done  at  once,  and  it  is  hoped  the  City  will  receive  an 
equivalent  for  the  large  amount  of  water  furnished. 

The  use  of  hand  hose  for  irrigation,  has  of  late  become  so  com- 
mon and  the  conditions  of  the  ordinance  under  which  its  use  is 
sanctioned,  has  been  so  almost  uniformly  abused  that  some 
measures  should  at  once  be  taken,  to  more  effectually  control  it. 
Instances  that  come  to  my  knowledge,  of  its  abuse  to  the  extent 
of  permitting  it  to  run  night  after  night,  are  not  of  rare  oc- 
currence. 

During  the  year  last  past,  I  have  called  your  attention  to  the 
advisability  of  causing  every  plumber  doing  business  in  the  City  to 
procure  a  license.  I  have  since  learned  that  it  has  been  thought 
absolutely  necessary  to  cause  this  to  be  done,  in  many  of  our 
largest  Cities,  including  New  York,  Brooklyn,  St.  Louis,  Albany, 
Chicago  and  Philadelphia,  in  order  to  properly  and  effectually 
control  the  attaching  and  detaching  of  water  fixtures.  By 
changing  the  forms  of  plumbers'  returns  I  have  in  a  measure, 
improved  the  conditions  of  their  reports,  but  they  are  still  far  from 
being  satisfactory.  There  is  but  little  that  can  be  done  in  this 
department  to  remedy  the  evils  mentioned,  under  the  present 
ordinance,  but  I  trust  that  these  suggestions  may  be  the  means  of 
causing  to  be  adopted  a  new  ordinance  by  the  City  Council,  at  an 
early  day,  that  will  have  a  tendency  to  put  a  stop  to  so  ruthless 
a  waste  of  water,  as  we  are  aware  is  taking  place  in  our  city  daily. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction,  based  upon  this  extended  experience 
of  every  City  with  which  I  have  corresponded,  that  nearly  or 
quite  one-third  of  the  entire  quantity  of  water  brought  into  this 
City  might  be  saved ;  thereby  avoiding  the  necessity  of  seeking 
a  further  supply  for  several  years  to  come. 

Very  much  remains  to  be  said  upon  this  subject,  but  I  would 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Water  Registrar  of  Boston,  under 
date  of  January  7,  1874,  together  with  his  supplemental  report, 
embodying  the  report  of  the  Engineer  of  the  Borough  of  Liver- 
pool, England,  both  of  which  may  be  found  in  my  office.

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To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — The  following  report  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Engineering  Department  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  1st,  1874,  is 
most  respectfully  submitted,  to  wit: 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  water  in  the  Leicester 
Keservoir  was  level  with  the  top  of  the  roll  way.  From  the  11th 
of  January  to  the  30th  of  May,  it  is  estimated  that  197 J 
millions  of  gallons  were  wasted. 

By  raising  or  lowering  the  flash-boards  the  waste  was  made  as 
small  as  possible,  retaining  all  the  time  as  much  water  in  the 
reservoir  as  could  be  held  with  safety.  On  the  first  of  June  the 
water  was  two  and  one-half  feet  above  the  roll  way  —  there  being 
stored  775,572,000  gallons.  Since  then  it  has  been  gradually 
falling,  and  on  the  8th  of  December  was  ten  feet  and  two  and 
one-half  inches  below  the  roll  way,  with  317,019,200  gallons. 

By  raising  the  dam  the  five  feet  which  has  been  contemplated, 
the  capacity  of  the  reservoir  would  be  increased  to  895,309,182 
gallons. 

The  question  of  an  additional  supply  of  water  has  received 
considerable  attention.  A  survey  of  the  water-shed  of  North 
Pond  and  Weasel  Brook  has  been  made,  the  results  of  which 
are  stated  in  the  report,  to  the  City  Council,  of  the  Hon.  Phinehas 
Ball,  dated  September  17th,  1874. 

A  partial  examination  of  Tatnuck  Brook  shows  that  its  capa- 
bilities as  a  source  of  supply  may  have  been  underrated.  It 
would  be  a  good  plan  to  make  some  more  extended  surveys,  so 
that  its  value  may  be  more  definitely  determined. 
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There  has  been  built  during  the  past  year  11,412.9  feet  of 
new  sewers,  with  90  manholes  and  38  catch-basins,  and  44  catch- 
basins  to  old  sewers,  a  tabular  statement  of  which  is  appended 
to  this  report. 

The  number  of  permits  given  to  enter  sewers  by  private 
drains,  for  the  year,  is  171. 

The  whole  number  of  permits  given  is  1,766. 

The  total  length  of  sewers  now  built  is  32.82  miles,  with  676 
catch-basins  and  1 ,345  man-holes.  The  superintendence  of  the 
sewers  built  by  the  Sewer  Department,  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  sewers  already  built,  and  the  cleaning  of  the  catch 
basins,  by  Gen.  E.  H.  Chamberlain,  and  the  inspection  and 
superintendence  of  the  sewers  built  by  M.  R.  Edwards,  by  Asst. 
Engineer  L.  A.  Taylor,  has  been  efficiently  and  economically 
done,  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  on  Sewers. 

Although  much  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  sewers,  much 
remains  to  be  done.  About  340  feet  of  the  Mill  Brook  sewer, 
which  has  been  deferred  until  the  removal  of  the  Court  Mills, 
can  probably  be  built  the  coming  year. 

The  extension  of  the  Piedmont  district  sewer,  which  now 
empties  into  the  old  Mill  Brook  channel,  near  Sargent's  card 
clothing  factory,  will  require  early  attention. 

An  order  to  construct  a  large  size  brick  sewer  from  Sargent 
street  to  Cambridge  street,  was  adopted  by  the  City  Council, 
July  6th,  1874. 

As  the  sewer  contemplated  in  said  order  would  not  satisfac- 
torily drain  a  large  portion  of  the  land  between  Southbridge 
street  and  Cambridge  street,  there  being  but  3T7;y4o  feet  fall 
between  the  present  outlet  of  the  sewer  at  Sargent  street  and  the 
bed  of  Mill  Brook  sewer  at  Cambridge  street,  and  as  it  seemed 
to  be  very  desirable  that  a  new  street  should  be  laid  out  and 
built  in  connection  with  such  sewer,  which  street  would  greatly 
relieve  the  public  travel  from  the  inconvenience  of  the  railroad 
crossings  on  Green  street,  the  Committee  on  Sewers  have 
deferred  building  said  sewer,  hoping  that  some  satisfactory 
arrangement  would  be  made  with  the  Washburn  &  Moen  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  by  which  more  fall  can  be  obtained,  and  that  the 
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City  Council  would  lay  out  and  construct  such  a  street  in  con- 
nection with  said  sewer. 

For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  more  fall,  two  plans  have  been 
proposed.  One  is  to  purchase,  of  the  Washburn  &  Moen  Co., 
three  or  four  feet  of  their  fall  at  Quinsigamond,  and  discharge 
the  entire  sewerage  into  the  stream  at  the  southerly  side  of  Cam- 
bridge street,  deepening,  if  necessary,  the  present  channel,  south 
of  said  street. 

The  amount  of  fall  thus  taken  from  the  Quinsigamond  dam, 
could  be  added  to  the  South  Worcester  privilege  by  deepening  the 
channel  below  South  Worcester.  The  other  plan  is,  to  construct 
a  dam  at  South  Worcester,  which  shall  divide  the  waters  of  Mill 
Brook  from  the  South  Worcester  stream,  taking  the  former  by 
a  new  channel,  to  a  point  below  the  dam  at  Quinsigamond.  If 
this  were  done  the  Washburn  &  Moen  Co.  could  raise  their  dam 
at  Quinsigamond  the  amount  of  the  fall  at  South  Worcester 
(about  four  feet),  thus  uniting  the  two  privileges,  with  but  little 
if  any  damage  on  account  of  flowage. 

The  latter  plan  is  the  most  favorable,  if  there  is  any  prospect 
or  probability  of  adopting  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Hon. 
Phinehas  Ball,  for  the  utilization  of  the  sewage  of  the  city,  in 
his  report  on  that  subject,  dated  January  24th,  1873. 

Surveys,  plans  and  estimates  have  been  made  to  ascertain  the 
best  manner  of  draining  Pine  Meadow  and  vicinity.  No  one 
who  has  been  in  the  habit  of  passing  through  Shrewsbury  or 
East  Central  streets,  during  the  past  season,  can  have  any  doubt 
of  the  necessity  of  a  sewer  in  those  streets.  The  best  plan 
appears  to  be,  to  build  a  44x66-inch  brick  sewer  from  Mill 
Brook  Sewer  at  Front  street,  through  Front  and  Shrews- 
bury streets,  to  a  point  near  the  second  culvert  easterly  from 
the  west  side  of  the  Meadow,  a  distance  of  3,180  feet.  The 
fall  between  the  ordinary  surface  of  the  water  at  said  culvert  and 
Mill  Brook  at  the  place  of  starting  is  8TV2<i  feet  —  by  using  a 
grade  of  one-tenth  of  a  foot  to  each  hundred  feet,  the  bottom  of 
the  sewer  at  the  easterly  end  would  be  4T9<j2o  feet  below  the 
ordinary  surface  of  the  water,  thus  draining  the  meadow  more 
than  four  feet  below  its  present  surface. 
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To  complete  the  system,  this  sewer  should  be  extended  to  the 
easterly  side  of  the  meadow  and  sewers  built  in  East  Cen*- 
tral  and  Pine  streets  and  in  some  of  the  streets  between  them. 
The  area  drained  by  these  sewers  would  be  267  acres. 

In  1870  a  sewer  was  built  in  Pleasant  street,  from  Lincoln 
Brook  to  Piedmont  street.  This  sewer  was  built  to  take  the 
overflow  of  the  Sever  street  sewer.  The  general  sewage  of 
the  district  was  not  allowed  to  pass  through  it,  a  gate  being 
placed  in  the  sewer  in  such  a  manner  as  to  allow  only  such  sew- 
age as  is  mingled  with  the  storm  waters  to  pass  through  it, 
thereby  keeping  the  storm  and  freshet  waters  from  overflowing 
the  Piedmont  street  sewer.  The  only  sewer  which  at  that  time 
discharged  into  the  Lincoln  Brook  was  a  small  sewer  in  Merrick 
street,  which  drained  only  five  estates.  Since  that  time  sewers 
have  been  built  in  Russell  and  South  Russell  streets,  and  a  num- 
ber of  houses  have  been  built  on  Beilevue  street,  the  drainage 
of  which  finds  its  way  into  the  Lincoln  Brook,  making  it  quite 
filthy  and  so  much  of  a  nuisance  that  the  citizens  living  in  the 
vicinity  have  petitioned  for  its  removal.  In  answer  to  their 
complaints  the  Brook,  between  Pleasant  and  Austin  streets,  has 
been  twice  cleaned  out,  during  the  past  year,  by  order  of  the 
Committee  on  Sewers. 

The  best  way  to  remedy  this  evil  is  to  extend  the  sewer  now 
laid  in  Pleasant  street  as  far  as  Mason  street,  thence  through 
Mason  street  to  Tufts  street ;  thence  by  Tufts  street  to  Beaver 
Brook,  a  distance  of  2,930  feet.  This  is  the  plan  recommended 
by  Mr.  Ball,  in  his  report  of  July  22d,  1872,  and  he  therein 
says,  "this  sewer  when  built,  would  form  the  main  outlet  for  the 
entire  sewage  of  the  district  west  of  Sever  street,  and  its  outlet 
would  be  at  a  point  as  advantageous  for  disposing  of,  or  utilizing 
the  sewage  in  its  course,  as  any  position  which  could  be 
selected." 

Some  of  the  streets  in  the  district,  bounded  easterly  by  Ham- 
mond street,  northerly  and  westerly  by  Main  and  Woodland 
streets,  south-westerly  and  southerly  by  Richards  and  Cam- 
bridge streets,  now  need  sewers,  and  it  will  not  be  many  years 
before  the  main  outlet  for  this  district  will  have  to  be  built. 
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The  main  sewer  in  the  Grafton  street  district  has  been  bnilt 
the  past  year,  and  sewers  are  much  needed  in  Penn  Avenue, 
Barclay  and  Houghton  streets. 

The  sewer  in  Endicott  street  will  need  to  be  extended  from 
Ward  to  Vernon  street  as  soon  as  the  buildings  projected  are 
built  on  said  street. 

An  abstract  of  the  work  done  upon  Streets  and  Highways  is 
appended  to  this  report,  the  totals  of  which  are  as  follows,  viz  : 
Length  of  streets  which  have  been  constructed  this  year,  7T9o6,y 
miles ;  length  of  streets  of  which  surveys,  plans  and  decrees  of 
location  have  been  made  and  prepared,  8fVfr  miles;  of  streets 
surveyed  and  plans  made  8T8o3<y  miles ;  of  side-walks  laid  out, 
grades  set  and  decrees  of  location  prepared  10T^o  miles.  The 
lines,  grades  and  measurements  have  been  given  for  setting 
3$fo  miles  of  curbstone. 

The  sheets  for  an  additional  volume  of  the  maps  of  the  city, 
to  contain  43  sheets,  have  been  finished  during  the  year.  The 
sheets  are  duplicated,  the  same  as  the  previous  volumes.  Con- 
siderable material  has  been  collected  for  additional  maps.

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Finance,  acting  as  a  Com- 
mittee on  the  Reduction  of  the  City  Debt,  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows : — 

That  under  the  provisions  of  Section  12  of  the  "  Ordinance  in  relation  to 
Finance,"  there  was  loaned  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1873,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City,  the  sum  of  $90,578  58 

That  the  above  sum,  together  with  interest,  amounting  to  2,807  93 

making  a  total  of  $93,386  51 
was  duly  applied,  on  the  6th  day  of  July  last,  towards  the  pay- 
ment of  the  City  Debt  maturing  in  1874,  leaving  the  balance  of 

said  debt  then  maturing,  viz  :  35,813  49 

to  be  paid  out  of  funds  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro-  

priated — the  amount  falling  due  in  June  and  July,  1874,  being  f  129,200  00
